Introduction 


The Canada Health Act received Royal Assent on April 17, 1984, 
with the unanimous support of the House of Commons and Senate. 
The Act, .which came -into force as of April, 1, (1984) {repealed 
the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act and the 
Medical Care Act. Consequential amendments to the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary 
Education ‘and -Health Contributions Act, 1977 (Act -of ogi, 
as. well as other legislation (i.e. .Canada Assyvstance "Pian; 
Income Tax Act) were also passed. Prior to passage of the 
Canada Health Act, the House Standing Committee on Health, 
Welfare and Social Affairs and the Senate Committee on Social 
Affairs, Science and Technology held public hearings. Provin- 
cial health ministers, professional associations, academics, 
consumer groups and other interested bodies appeared before 
the Senate and House Committees to express their views and 
opinions on the legislation, with several amendments resulting 
from these proceedings. 


The purpose of this report is to meet the requirements stated 
in Section 23 of the Canada Health Act, namely, 


The Minister shall, as soon as possible after the termina- 
tion of each fiscal year and in any event not later than 
December 31 of the next fiscal year, make a report respec- 
ting the administration: and operation of this’ Act’ for 
that fiscal year, including all relevant information 
on the extent to which provincial health care insurance 
plans have satisfied the criteria, and the extent to 
which the provinces have satisfied the conditions, for 
payment under this Act and shall cause the report to 
be laid before each House of Parliament on any of the 
first fifteen days on which that House is sitting after 
the report is completed. 


This report examines the administration and operation of the 
Canada Health Act during the 1984-85 fiscal year. With the

possible to present ,a comprehensive first report on the opera- 
ETON Ole, pLOVvaincral health care insurance plans under the 
Canada Health Act, which will serve as a baseline for subse- 
quent annual reports. The report is largely descriptive in 
nature. Quantitative information on the Act's administration 
and operation will be available at a later date.

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PART — I 


CRITERIA AND CONDITIONS 
I.1 - Canada Health Act Overview 


The purpose of the Canada Health Act is to, 


"establish criteria and conditions that must be met before 
full payment may be made under the Act of 1977 in respect 
of insured health services and extended health care 
services provided under provincial law". 


these criteria and conditions are set out in Sections 7 through 
L2Zmand "Sect i1on is respectively of the Act. The criteria apply 
LOm chew insureawnealth “services only, and) dotmotimipertdain to 
extended health care services. The conditions, on the other 
hand, relate to both insured and extended health care services. 


The insured health services defined by the Canada Health Act 
include all necessary hospital services and medically necessary 
physician's services, as well as _ surgical-dental services 
requiring a hospital for their proper performance. Extended 
health care services payments are in respect of nursing-home 
intermediate care, adult residential care, home care and ambu- 
latory health care. 


There are five criteria that each provincial health insurance 
plan must meet in order to ensure full federal contribution 
under the Act of 1977 (Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act} §1977) stor seach ifiscally ‘years These. tcniteria, -pertaining 
to insured health services provided under the health care 
insurance plan of a province, are: 


(a) Public Administration 


Pursuant to Section 8, the health care insurance 
plan must be administered and operated on a non- 
Profit.) basis -by a “public authority, responsible 
to the provincial government and subject to audit 
of its accounts and financial transactions;

Comprehensiveness 


Pursuant to Section 9, the plan must insure all 
insured health services provided by hospitals, 
medical practitioners, or dentists where a hospital 
is required for the proper performance of services; 


Universality 


Section 10 requires that one hundred percent (100%) 
of insured persons of the province be entitled to 
the insured health services as defined under (b) 
above, and be provided for by the plan on uniform 
terms and conditions. The waiting period prior to 
entitlement to insured health services by residents 
must not exceed three months. 


Portability 


In accordance with “Section! )1l,> residents?) movang 
to another province must continue to be covered 
for insured health services by the home province 
during any minimum waiting period imposed by the 
new province of residence; 


For insured persons, insured health services must 
be available while temporarily absent from their 
own province on the basis that: 


- payment for insured services received out-of- 
province, but “still: “in” Canadazy” are*=to! sbe jpard 
for by the home province at host province rates 
unless another arrangement for the payment of 
costs exists between the provinces; 


- payment for services out-of-country are to be, 
as ,a basic ‘minimum; )on ithe, basis sor. themanoune 
that would have been paid by the home province 
for similar services rendered in-province. 


Accessibility 


By virtue of Section 12, the health care insurance 
plan of a province is to provide: 


- reasonable access by insured persons to insured 
health services unprecluded or unimpeded, either 
directly or indirectly, by charges or other means; 


- reasonable compensation to physicians and dentists 
for providing insured health services; 


= ,adequdate payments ~to; »hospitals «in » respect of 
insured health services. 


In addition to the above criteria, the conditions that provin- 
cial governments must meet in order to be eligible for the 
full cash portion of the federal contribution and payment 
in respect of the cost of insured health services, as well 
as extended health care services, are: (1) the provision 
of information that the Minister of National Health and Welfare 
may require for the purposes of this Act, and may prescribe 
in Regulations; and, (2) appropriate recognition in regard 
to federal contributions towards insured and extended health 
care services, as may be prescribed in Regulations. 


The Canada Health Act also prescribes a mechanism to resolve 
disagreements. In the event the federal Minister is of the 
opinion that a provincial plan does not satisfy the criteria 
or the conditions described above, reductions to federal 
contributions may be made. Prior to referring the matter to 
the Governor in Council, the Minister must notify the province 
of the concern, seek clarification from the province, report 
on the findings, and, if requested by the provincial health 
Minister, meet to discuss the matter. 


Only upon satisfaction of the Governor in Council that the 
province has ceased to satisfy any one of the criteria or 
conditions may an order be issued to reduce or withhold contri- 
butions.

The Act provides for the making of regulations for its admini- 


stration,

including regulations on: 
Extended Health Care Services 


The Extended Health Care Services Regulations define 
in more detail those services listed in the Act 
as "extended health care services". The Act requires 
the agreement of each of the provinces prior to 
any Regulations being made, unless the Regulations 
are substantially the same as those made under the 
AGH ECL BLO Ti). 


Hospital Services Exclusions 


Hospital Services are defined in the Act (Section 
2) to be all necessary in-patient and out-patient 
services provided at a hospital, except those 
services specifically excluded by regulation. 


Under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
Act, agreements between Canada and the provinces 
provided for certain "exclusions" to coverage. The 
purpose of the Hospital Services Exclusions Regula- 
tions under the Canada Health Act is to embody 
established precedents. 


The Regulations list those services which may be 
delivered in a hospital setting but which are not 
considered insured hospital services. For example, 
hospital services rendered in connection with surgery 
for purely cosmetic purposes or preferred accommoda- 
tion (semi-private and private) at the patient's 
election are excluded. 


Under the Canada Health Act, agreement is required 
by all provinces in order to make regulations in 
respect of these exclusions. 


Information 


Regulations may be established to delineate the 
types of information the Minister may require for 
the purposes of the Act, and the times at which and 


(d) 


the manner in which the information \shall be 
provided. Prior to regulations being made, the 
Minister must consult with the ministers responsible 
for health care in the provinces. 


Recognition of Contributions and Payments by Canada 


Regulations may be prescribed regarding the form 
and manner in which the provinces are required to 
recognize federal contributions and payments’ made 
under the Act. Prior to regulations being made, 
the Minister must consult with the ministers respon- 
sible for health care in the provinces. 


I.3 - Consultations with Provinces 


During May and June, 1984, negotiations took place between 
provincial and federal officials concerning administrative 
issues arising from certain clauses of the Canada Health Act. 
Proposed regulations concerning the provision of information 
(an:?- particular “extra-billing » and. user S’charges)q" hospital 
services exclusions, and extended health care services, were 
sent to the provinces for review and comment. Given the statu- 
tory requirement to commence deductions July 1, 1984, interim 
regulations concerning the estimation and final determination 
of extra-billing and user charge amounts were put in place 
as..a priority. Other regulations were deferred” to “a” more 
comprehensive set of consultations and negotiations which 
began in October of 1984. 


Action was taken to identify and address outstanding issues 
and concerns on the part of the provinces. An extensive series 
of bilateral and multilateral consultation meetings commenced 
in the Fall of 1984: 


fe) On October 26, 1984, federal and provincial Ministers 
of Health discussed major concerns and established 
a process for negotiations. 


fo) Bilateral meetings of officials during November 
and December identified a range of outstanding issues 
and each province's particular problems and circum- 
stances. 


fe) A second round of officials' consultations addressed 
various technical matters related to regulations 
and administrative procedures. 


fe) Bilateral meetings between the federal and provincial 
Ministers culminated in the Federal-Provincial 
Conference of Health Ministers in the Spring of 
1985. This established a spirit” of “collaboration 
and laid the groundwork for a general understanding 
for the administration and operation of the Act. 


A number of major issues were addressed in the course of these 
consultations with the provinces on implementing and admini- 
stering the Act. Concerning the criteria of universality and 
portability, issues revolved around the interpretation of 
"resident" and “insured person". Payment arrangements for 


hospitals' and physicians' services, and other problems associ- 
ated with the provision of services for residents while travel- 
hang. OGe moving within® or “outside: of “-Canada,° were “also 
considered. With regard to the criteria of comprehensiveness 
and reasonable ‘accessibility, discussion «centered on deter- 
mining what are "medically required" services. Provincial 
responsibility for determining the availability and distribu- 
tion of services was also stressed. The proposed Extended 
Health Care Services, Hospital Services Exclusions and Informa- 
tion Regulations were examined with all provinces. Technical 
concerns with proposed Extended Health Care Services Regula- 
tions and Hospital Services Exclusions Regulations were brought 
tomlignt? 


The proposed Extended Health Care Services Regulations do 
not substantially alter those that have been in force for 
eight years under Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Post-Secondary Education and Health Contribu- 
tions Act, 1977. In essence, the Regulations are to be 
transferred over to the Canada Health Act, with slight changes 
being made to provide greater clarity in interpreting and 
administering provincial plans. Regulations covering extended 
health care services as well as exclusions from hospital 
services were still under negotiation between Ministers at 
the end of the reporting period. 


Ministers have agreed that the most efficient approach to 
information exchange is to fully utilize and, where necessary, 
build upon existing joint information systems. The principal 
incremental requirement is for estimates and statements on 
extra-billing and user charges. These are provided within 
the framework of Regulations which were reviewed by provincial 
Ministers, and subsequently promulgated by the Governor in 
Council. Also; at the request of the Minister of National 
Health and Welfare, annual statements are provided by provin- 
Cial Health Ministers. These statements describe operations 
of provincial plans in relation to terms of the Canada Health 
Act. As regards recognition of federal contributions, provin- 
cial Ministers have undertaken to review the form and manner 
of such recognition. 


I.4 - Canada Health Act - Administration 


The Canada Health Act attempts to ensure that all residents 
of Canada have access to necessary health care on a pre-paid 
basis by establishing criteria and conditions for the federal 
government to provide financial assistance to the provinces. 


The, Minister. -of Finance: establishes the  amounts> ofp tederat 
transfers for health care programs to which the provinces 
are “entitled". The Minister of Health and Welfare is respon- 
sible for, as-part of the administration of the) Canadayieaten 
Act, determining the amounts of any deductions or withholdings 
pursuant to the Canada Health Act, including those for extra- 
billing and user charges. 


On behalf of the Minister, the Health Services and Promotion 
Branch, National Health and Welfare, administers payments 
and ensures systematic monitoring of the criteria and condi- 
tions as set out in the Canada Health Act. During the first 
year of operation under the new legislation, terms of reference 
regarding program aspects and areas of responsibility were 
defined, and resources were reorganized accordingly. The Branch 
carries out the consultative, communicative, analytic and 
administrative functions and has established review processes 
and procedures pertaining to monthly certification of compli- 
ance and payments. 


In rare instances, residents of Canada, through no, fault of 
their own, are unable to obtain coverage. The Health Insurance 
Supplementary Fund, which is also administered by the Health 
Services and Promotion Branch, provides for payment of claims 
in such cases. During 1984-85 one claim was paid. Most cases 
were resolved by, or with, the assistance of concerned prov- 
inces. After replenishment of the fund by the federal govern- 
ment and the provinces and territories, the closing balance,

As well as being responsible for the administration of the 
Canada Health Act, officials co-ordinated) )aGrivitiesemand 
consulted with provincial counterparts on matters relating 
to the Canada Health Act, through the Conference of Deputy 
Ministers of Health and the Federal-Provincial Advisory 
Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. The latter 
committee serves as a continuing forum for consultation and 
information exchange between officials and consists of senior 
provincial and territorial health insurance plan officials, 
as well as representatives of the federal government. 


During fiscal year 1984-85, the Committee met twice, discussing 
issues related to the Canada Health Act such as: the adminis- 
trative implications of the Canada Health Act on the provinces; 
health care coverage for aliens; inter-provincial reciprocal 
billing arrangements for hospital claims; use of the standard 
out-of-province medical claim form; use of a standard payment 
schedule for Canada; and inter-provincial out-patient rates.

PART II 


FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENTS 1984-85 


II.1 - Federal-Provincial Health Financing Arrangements 


The federal government contributes to the operation of provin- 
cial health insurance plans (insured health services) according 
to the provisions of the "Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrange- 
ments and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contribu- 
tions Act, 977% (the Act of 1977). Under ‘the ~Aco sofslo7,, 
provinces are entitled to equal per capita federal health 
contributions which are in 1984-85 escalated annually by the 
three-year compound moving average rate of increase in nominal 
Gross National Product (GNP) per capita. This escalator is 
applied to a base amount equal to the 1975-76 national average 
per capita of federal contributions to provincial hospital 
and medical insurance plans. 


Health contributions to the provinces consist of both a cash 
transfer and an equalized tax transfer. In 1977, the federal 
government transferred a total of 13.5 personal income tax 
points and one corporate income tax point to all provinces 
in support of post-secondary education and health programs. 
In the case of Quebec an additional 8.5 personal income tax 
points were transferred under Part VII of the Act of 1977 
as a special abatement originating under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


In order to determine cash amounts payable to the provinces, 
the value of the tax transfer, and its associated equalization, 
is first determined. Then, the insured health services portion, 
Or’ 67592 Soft the total allocation, of this ~equalizedm tax 
transfer, is subtracted from total provincial health entitle- 
ments in respect of insured health services. The difference 
or residual is paid in the form of a cash contribution to 
each province, provided the provincial plan satisfies the 
criteria and conditions set out in the Canada Health Act. 


It should be noted that provinces also receive equal per capita 
cash payments in respect of extended health care services 
as defined in the Regulations pursuant to the Canada Health 
Act. This payment, which was initially set at $20 per capita 
for 1977-78, is also escalated annually by the average three- 


year rate of growth in nominal GNP per capita. It is payable 
tO thes provinces provided sthe® two: conditions set out’ “in “the 
Canada Health Act governing extended health care services 
contributions are satisfied. 


II.2 - Contributions, Deductions and Payments 


The following tables depict the contributions which have been 
made to the provinces, in terms of cash payments and tax 
transfers, sithes deductions , made for extra-billing "and “user 
charges, and jthe actual total cash amounts which provinces 
received in respect of insured health services and extended 
health care services in 1984-85. 


Table I presents estimates of the transfers for 1984-85 only. 
These are not final 1984-85 figures, as the information 
required for the final calculations will not be available

Table II shows the amounts which have been deducted from the 
cash payments in respect of extra-billing and user charges 
in each province, where applicable. The deductions apply to 
Ene pervodsedilbyaelts SUIS 4> stor March 3317) 51935 Theses iare. the 
amounts deducted to date, based on estimates, which can only 
be finalized after December 16, 1986, in accordance with the 
Regulations. 


Table III presents cash contributions and payments in regard 
to insured health services and extended health care services. 
It does not include the value of equalized tax transfers. 
Advances for the fiscal year with respect to insured health 
services and extended health care services, adjustments for 
prior years and deductions, where applicable, are provided 
for each province. These calculations determine total combined 
cash contributions and payment amounts for fiscal year 1984-85. 
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II.3 - Extra-Billing/User Charges Deductions 


The Canada Health Act states: 


"that continued access to quality health care without 
financial or other barriers will be critical to main- 
taining and improving the health and well-being of 
Canadians". 


This principle of accessibility is reflected by specific provi- 
sions in the Act intended to discourage extra-billing and 
user charges. 


Thee Acteestapulates sthat. a “province "may = qualify for) a~ full 
cash contribution in respect of insured health services for 
a fiscal year, only if no payments are made under the provin- 
cial health care insurance plan which have been subject to 
CxLra-piliing.. Adattionally, —~the province must not: ‘permit 
user charges for insured hospital services under the plan, 
except as provided for under Subsection 19(2) respecting 
persons requiring chronic care and more or less permanently 
BeStOCHt mina enOSpital. Lf a provincial plan does permit 
extra-billing or user charges, or both, then a mandatory deduc- 
tion is to be made from the federal cash contribution. 


The amount of a deduction for a fiscal year is an amount that, 
on the basis of information provided by the province in accor- 
dance with the Regulations, the Minister of Health and Welfare 
determines to have been charged through extra-billing or user 
charges. Where a province does not provide the information 
according to the Regulations, the amount of the deduction 
is an amount that the Minister estimates to have been so 
charged pursuant to Sub-sections 20(1) and 20(2) of the Act. 


The mandatory deduction provisions in respect of extra-billing 
and user charges took effect as of July 1, 1984. Regulations 
enabling the Minister to determine the amount of the deductions 
were drawn up in consultation with the provinces and were 
promulgated on June 28, 1984 as the Extra-Billing and User 
Charges Information (1984-85) Regulations. In accordance with 
Section 20 and the Regulations, estimates of extra-billing 
and user charges for the period July 1, 1984 to March 31, 
1985 were established by the Minister, upon which deduction 
amounts were determined. The estimated amounts were deducted 
on a pro-rated basis over the nine-month period, and the 
monthly advance payments to the provinces adjusted accordingly 
(see Table II). 


—e LOT — 


Under the Regulations, the provinces are to submit financial 
statements before December 16, 1986, showing the amounts that 
actually were charged through extra-billing and user charges 
during the period. Upon receipt of final provincial statements, 
the deduction amounts in respect of 1984-85 will be finalized. 


Sub-section 20(6) of the Act provides an incentive for the 
early elimination of these charges. Should a province end 
extra-billing or user charges within the three-year period 
of thes coming into: force of. the Act,,; that as, Derore sapra. 
1, 1987, the total amount deducted is to be returned to the 
province.

OPERATION OF PROVINCIAL HEALTH CARE INSURANCE PLANS 


ITI. —-Highlights 


All provinces had medical and hospital insurance plans which 
met the minimum criteria of the Hospital Insurance and Diag- 
nostic Services Act as well as the Medical Care Act. For some 
of the provinces, passage of the Canada Health Act did not 
necessitate major changes in their health insurance plans. 
Some other provinces did, during the 1984-85 period, make 
Significant changes to the operation of their health insurance 
plans with respect to the criteria of the Canada Health Act. 


- Newfoundland rescinded the in-patient per diem hospi- 
tal user charges effective April 1, 1984. 


- Novasescotia passed’ “legislation .on' July 1; 1984 to 
prohibit extra-billing by physicians, dentists and 
optometrists, and provided for final offer arbitra- 
tion to settle disputes relating to compensation. 


- Quebec passed an Order in Council in June 1984, 
effective October 1, 1984, reclassifying hospitals 
into two classes: Short Term Care Hospital Centres 
and Extended Care Hospital Centres. Effective April 
1, 1985, convalescent care was converted from the 
long ‘term, to .the short term category, so -that 
patients requiring convalescent care were no longer 
subject to user charges. 


= Manitoba made a number of changes including: intro- 
ducing legislation (effective August 1, 1985) banning 
extra-billing by physicians and providing for binding 
arbitration in the settlement of physician's fees; 
passing regulations to make payment for insured 
medical and dental services received by residents 
GUt-Of—=province, in Canada, Gat ithe ‘rate that is 
approved by the province in which the service is 
provided (host province rate); introducing legisla- 
tion to permit user charges in respect of chronic 
hospital care, effective April 1, 1985. 


= Saskatchewan introduced legislation banning extra- 
billing by physicians (passed on August 1, 1985) 
and’ ‘providing “for “fee .schedudies! “to -sberasete by sa 
committee composed of physicians, government 
officials and members of the medical care commission. 


- Alberta amended its legislation to define entitlement 
for “residents” rather “thane “Sregqistlantc.

= Most of the provinces and territories indicated 
an intention to ensure appropriate references are 
made in relevant public documents, advertising and 
promotional material in the future. For example, 
Prances* Edward: Island,» N.W. Ta) and sYukon® intvendmito 
incorporate the Canadian logo on appropriate material 
such as medical claim forms, health care insurance 
cards and other documents. As well, Ontario and 
Alberta itemize federal transfer payments in budget 
papers and financial statements. Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia will 
be or are currently including references to federal 
contributions in their: health insurance annual 
reports. Newfoundland intends to indicate the federal 
payments in relevant public documents.

The Canada Health Act requires the governments of the provinces 
to provide such information as the Minister may require for 
the purposes of the Act. 


In order to make a comprehensive report to Parliament, the 
provinces agreed to supply information on the operation of 
their health care insurance plans as they relate to the 
criteria and conditions under the Canada Health Act. The 
following is a province-by-province abbreviated description 
of the material provided. 


The Canadian approach to the development of national heaith 
programs has been progressively to provide major segments 
of personal health ‘care services on a) publicly: financédybasis. 
Because hospital and medical care insurance were established 
by separate, (federal Jegislation ‘and jat@edifferent msbages, 
provincial administrative and program structures usually follow 
a two-program approach. The descriptions are therefore 
presented separately for each plan, by program criteria where 
applicable. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Pher Hospitals Insurance Plan> is -operated on -a non=profit 
basis by a division of the Department of Health of the 
province. The accounts and transactions are audited by 
the Auditor General of the province. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The Medical Care Plan is operated on a non-profit basis 
by the Newfoundland Medical Care Commission, a public 
authority appointed by the provincial government and 
responsible to the Minister of Health. The accounts and 
transactions are audited by the Auditor General of the 
province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Insured services provided by hospitals include in-patient 
and out-patient services. In-patient services include 
hospitalization at ward level and all necessary services 
such as: accommodation and meals at the standard public 
ward level; necessary nursing services; laboratory, 
radiological and other diagnostic procedures including 
electrocardiographs and electroencephalographs; drugs, 
biologicals and all necessary surgical supplies; use 
of operating room, case room and anaesthetic equipment; 
and use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, 
where available. 


Out-patient services involve laboratory, radiological 
and other diagnostic procedures including electrocardio- 
graphs and electroencephalographs; use of radiotherapy 
and physiotherapy facilities, where available; out-patient 
and emergency visits; operating room facilities including 
supplies, plaster casts, drugs and medical and surgical 
supplies administered in hospital. 


Hospital services not covered by the Plan include: prefer- 
red accommodation at the patient's request; cosmetic 
surgery and other services deemed to be medically unneces- 
sary; ambulance or other patient transportation prior 
to admission or upon discharge; ‘private duty “nursing 
(arranged by patient, additional to required services 
provided by hospital); non-medically required x-rays 
or other services for employment or insurance purposes; 
drugs and appliances issued for use after discharge from 
hospital; bedside telephones, radios or television sets 
for personal, non-teaching use; services covered by 
Workers' Compensation legislation or by other federal 
or provincial legislation, and services relating to thera- 
peutic abortions performed outside Canada. 


Medical Care Plan: 


Insured services include a wide range of general and 
specialist doctors' services, when medically required, 
including: visits in ‘the office; hospital or mhome diag— 
nosis and treatment of illness and injuries; care and 
treatment surrounding operations including anaesthesia, 
and radiology services. Insured dental services covered 
by the plan are those which require a hospital for their 
proper performance, as well as the administration of 
general anaesthesia for dental procedures. 


The following physician services are not covered by the 
plan: examinations such as those for employment or insur- 
ance purposes. not necessitated by illness; cosmetic 
surgery; acupuncture; vaccination for travelling purposes; 
preparation of records, reports and certificates or advice 


by telephone; therapeutic abortions performed outside 
Canada or ‘in “non-accredited” Canadian’ facilities, and 
services covered by Workers' Compensation legislation 


or other federal or provincial legislation. 


In addition to the basic physician services, the province 
also provides for one full optometric diagnostic examina- 
tion per -beneficiary per “year, “a” children’s s dental 
program, a special cosmetic surgery program for teenagers 
and a drug subsidy program for seniors. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


All insured residents of the province are entitled to 


coverage. Neither premium payment nor registration is 
required. 


Medical Care Plan: 


All insured residents of the province are entitled to 
coverage. No premium payment exists. However, the plan 
requires registration and possession of a valid Medical 
Care Plan Card in order to have access to insured 
services.

Hospital Insurance Plan: 
Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


Insured persons moving to Newfoundland from other prov- 
inces or territories of Canada are entitled to coverage 
asmore thee firstie day) of the=third month? following the 
month of arrival, whereas persons arriving from outside 
Canada to establish residence, are entitled to coverage 
asmotetherday vot arrival: 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may be 
granted an extension of the minimum 12 months of coverage, 
providing satisfactory evidence is given that they intend 
to return. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - 11(1)(b)(i) 


Hospital costs iuncurred:invothersprovinces or territories 
are paid for through "Reciprocal Billing", an arrangement 
established between the provinces and territories. In- 
patient costs are paid at rates approved by the host 
province or territory and out-patient costs are paid 
at the approved standard inter-provincial rates. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada - 11(1)(b)(ii) 


Hospital services are paid for at the rates ordinarily 
charged providing they are considered reasonable. Reim- 


bursement is made directly to the provider, or to the 
patient, upon proof of payment. Payment is the same 
regardless of whether it is emergency or elective care. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c) 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of 
Canada are covered up to and including the last day of 
the second month following the month of arrival in the 
new location. Coverage is immediately discontinued when 
residents move permanently to other countries. 


Medical Care Plan: 


Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


The same situation applies under the Medical Care Plan 
as is the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan, except 
that registration is required for coverage to be effec- 
tive. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - 11(1)(b)(1i) 


The costs of physicians' services incurred in other prov- 
inces or territories while insured residents are tempo- 
rarily absent, are paid at the same rate as would be 
the case in Newfoundland, unless the service is not avail- 
able in the province, in which case the host province 
rate is paid. Payment is either made by the plan directly 
to the physician who provided the service, or to the 
patient, if proof of prior payment exists. 


Payment Arrangements Out=of-Canadal—_ iL (iC bitin 


Physician services are paid at the same rate as would 
be paid in Newfoundland for the same service. If the 
service is not available in Newfoundland, but is available 
in another Canadian province, payment is at the rates 
applicable in that province. If the service is not avail- 
able anywhere in Canada, the Newfoundland Medical Care 
Commission determines payment. The remuneration is the 
same regardless of whether it is emergency or elective 
care. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c)

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ACCESSIBILITY: (Ref. Section 12) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 


There are no co-insurance charges for hospital services. 
Standard ward beds staffed and in operation totalled 
2,202),and* there were 698,236 patient days in the fiscal 
year. Preferred (private and semi-private) beds staffed 
and in operation totalled 850 with 108,944 patient days.

Hospitals in Newfoundland are paid on the basis of oper- 
ating budgets approved by the Hospital Services Division. 
Approximately one-twelfth of the total annual operating 
budget is advanced to hospitals each month, with a final 
settlement after year-end. Deficits are not. accepted 
for reimbursement, but hospitals may retain a portion 
of any surplus under a financial incentive plan. Payments 
byithe provincial. plan) in: 1984-85 to public) hospitals 
in Newfoundland totalled $272,216,000, and to contract 
and federal hospitals $2,191,000. For out-of-province 
hospital services, payments totalled $6,122,000. 


Medical Care Plan: 

Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 

There is no extra-billing by physicians in the province. 
An incentive scheme is in place to attract physicians 
to remote areas and specialty practices. During fiscal 
year 1984-85, $176,128 was paid out by the Medical Care 
Plan under a contractual agreement with physicians in 


the Blanc Sablon/Labrador geographic border area and 
the Guaranteed Incentive Program.

Physicians are paid in accordance with a scale of fees.

Fees are negotiated from time to time between the provin- 
cial government and the Newfoundland Medical Association.

During 1984-85, payments made by the provincial government 
to in-province physicians and surgeons on a ‘fee-for- 
service basis, totalled $57,777,754. Two specialty groups, 
optometry and radiology received $5,848,540. Payment 
for dental surgeons was $700,502. Out-of-province claims 
by physicians and surgeons equalled $1,034,115. There 
were no payments made to dentists, optometrists or radio- 
logists out-of-province. 
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PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is administered and operated 
on a non-profit basis by the Hospital Services Commission 
of Prince Edward Island. The Commission is accountable 
to the provincial legislature and accounts and trans- 
actions are audited annually by the Auditor General of 
the province. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The Medical Care Plan is administered and operated on 
a non-profit basis by the Health Services Commission 
of Prince Edward Island. The Commission is accountable 
to the provincial legislature and accounts and trans- 
actions are audited annually by the Auditor General of 
the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The Prince Edward Island Hospital Plan insures hospital 
services as defined under Section 2 of the Canada Health 
INGHE 


The following hospital services are declared to be non- 
insured: personal conveniences, including telephone and 
television; private or special duty nursing at_ the 
patient's or family's request; preferred accommodation 
at the patient's request; hospital services rendered 
in connection with surgery purely for cosmetic purposes; 
nursing home intermediate care; residential care services; 
unauthorized elective services provided to PEI residents 
temporarily absent from the province; drugs, biologicals, 
prosthetic and orthotic appliances for use by an in- 
patient or out-patient after discharge from hospital; 
ambulance: »services: provided “tol) an- an-patzent ‘or: out 
patient prior to admission or after discharge. 


Adult residential and nursing home care is available 
chiefly in government operated "manors" and in licensed 
private nursing homes. There are seven manors distributed 
throughout the province, with a total of 570 beds. They 
provide a mixture of Type I (residential and boarding 
home care) and Type II (nursing home care), with the 
majority of residents receiving Type II care. Estimated 
operating costs of the manors in 1984-85 were approx- 
umately: S22 emiLiien « 


During 1984-85, there were seven private nursing homes 
licensed by the Hospital Services Commission. Types I 
and II care were provided in 375 beds, at an estimated 
government cost of $2.6 million. 


Home nursing care was also offered from five district 
offices. The estimated cost of 23,700 visits in 1984-85 
to 730 persons, was approximately $280,000. 


Other home care and ambulatory services were provided 
in Prince Edward Island for which federal contributions

Medical Care Plan: 


The Medical Care Plan insures all medically necessary 
physician services and surgical-dental services (e.g. 
surgical removal of impacted teeth, root resection, etc.) 
provided to insured persons. 


The following services are not insured: services persons 
are eligible for under other provincial or federal legis- 
lation; mileage or travel, unless approved by the Commis- 


sion; advices Or= prescriptions by telephone except

tion of records, reports, certificates or communications,

Every person permanently residing in Prince Edward Island, 
with the exception of members of the Canadian Armed Forces 
(regular) and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, who 
has registered under the plan and provided the Commission 
with all such information as required, is eligible for 
insured services. Eligibility is based on permanent resi 
dency and full compliance with the inter-provincial 
Agreement on Eligibility and Portability. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The same situation applies under the Medical Care Plan 
as is the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


PORTABILITY: (Ref. Section 11) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


Every person registering for insured services under the 
plan becomes eligible on the first day of the third month 
following the date of establishing residence.

In 1984-85, there were seven hospitals in the province 
with a total of 690 beds. Patients admitted during the 
fiscal year equalled 27,765 (less than 1% ‘change over 
1983-84) and total patient days were 201,212 (.5% increase 
over 1983-84). 


Payment to Hospitals - 2a) 


The Commission establishes the annual operating budget 
for each hospital and makes payment thereon primarily 
bi-weekly. Unbudgeted expenses are either adjusted by 
revision of budgets within the current year or are consi- 
dered for approval after receipt of the hospital's audited 
financial statements. 


For fiscal year 1984-85, hospitals in the province 
received an estimated $50.5 million for capital and 
operating expenses. Other services such as the Blood 
Transfusion and ambulance services received an estimated 
$3.6 million. Commission payments for out-of-province 
hospital services were an estimated $7.4 million. 


Medical Care Plan:

Although the province of Nova Scotia does not run a 
formally organized insured hospital-based extended care 
program (Type III), patients requiring care beyond that 
which can be provided in nursing homes in the province 
(Types I and II Care) may be cared for in hospitals in 
the province without charge. Adult residential care and 
nursing home care are provided by a system of homes for 
special care of various types, and these programs are 
the responsibility of the provincial Department of Social 
Services. Subsidies are provided through the Department 
for cases of financial need. Homemaker services and other 
services not provided by health professionals are subsi- 
dized through the Department as well. Home care is 
provided by community health nurses and ambulatory care 
facilities are provided in hospitals if primarily related 
to health care requirements. 


Medical Care Plan: 


Insured services are defined as "all services rendered 
by physicians which are medically required or which are 
deemed by the Commission to be medically required". 
Certain dental-surgical procedures medically required 
to be rendered in a hospital are also insured, such as, 
surgical removal of teeth and the exposure of a tooth 
for orthodontic treatment.

UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The legislation provides that all residents of the prov- 
ince are entitled to receive insured hospital services 
from hospitals upon uniform terms and conditions. This 
provision ensures entitlement to coverage of 100% of 
the residents of the province. A resident is defined 
as “a person who is legally entitled to remain in Canada 
and who makes his home and is ordinarily present in Nova 
Scotia, but does- not include a tourist) ‘as transient, 
Or--a. visitor to Nova Scotia". Eligibility for benefits 
for residents does not depend upon prior registration. 


Medical Care Plan: 


All residents of the province are insured upon uniform 
terms and conditions in respect of payment of the cost 
of insured medical services to the extent of the tariffs. 
The eligibility of patients under the Medical Plan is 
the same as for the Hospital Plan.

Persons from elsewhere in Canada establishing permanent

First day coverage is available for certain residents 
including landed immigrants, discharged members of the 
Canadian Armed Forces, and returning Canadians.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The plan is administered by the Department of Health 
on> a) non=profit’ basis) and ‘is subject to audit ‘of its 
accounts and financial transactions by the provincial 
Auditor General's office. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The same situation applies under the Medical Care Plan 
as is the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The in-patient services to which insured persons are 
entitled correspond to those cited in the Canada Health 
Act. The out-patient services include laboratory, diag- 
nostic radiology procedures where available, and the 
hospital component of other out-patient services except 
patent medicines, take home drugs, third party requests 
for diagnostic services, visits for the administration 
of drugs, vaccines or biologicals, and any service not 
included in the provincial schedule of insured physicians 
services. 


Services are not insured if provided to persons entitled 
under other Statutes. 


Beyond these services, the province also provides a 
prescription drug program for residents 65 and over, 
a Senior's Health Benefits program, and nursing home 
benefits. Additionally, New Brunswick operates an extra- 
mural hospital program which provides acute care services 
in home settings. 


Medical Care Plan: 


Insured health services are defined as all medically 
required services rendered by a medical practitioner, 


certain medically required services rendered by qualified 
dental practitioners in an approved hospital, and limited 
optometrical services. 


The following services are not covered by the plan: elec- 
tive plastic surgery or other services, when done, for 
cosmetic purposes; medicines, drugs, materials, surgical 
supplies or prosthetic devices; advice or prescription 
renewal by telephone, except as provided in the schedule 
of payments; examination of medical records or certifi- 
cates; immunization, examinations or certificates for 
purposes of travel, employment, immigration, or insurance, 
or at the request of a third party; other services 
required by hospital regulations or medical laws; dental 
services provided by a medical practitioner; distance 
or travelling time, except as provided in the schedule 
of payments; testimony in a court or before any other 
tribunal; services provided by medical practitioners 
to members of their immediate family; psychoanalysis; 
electrocardiogram where not performed by a specialist 
in internal or pediatric medicine; laboratory procedures 
not included as part of an examination or consultation 
fee; the fitting and supplying of eyeglasses or contact 
lenses; trans-sexual surgery; acupuncture; and complete 
medical examinations where performed for the purposes 
of periodic check-up and not for medically necessary 
purposes. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section? 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


All insured persons of the province are entitled to 
coverage. The following persons, whether residents or 
not, are not entitled to coverage: regular members of 
the Canadian Armed Forces; members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Force; persons serving a prison term in 
a penitentiary maintained by the Government of Canada, 
or persons from another province who are in New Brunswick 
for educational purposes and who are eligible for coverage 
under their provincial plan. 


To be entitled for insured services, a beneficiary and 
his/her dependents must register. Upon registration,

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is operated on a non-profit 
basis by the Department of Health and Social Services. 
The accounts and transactions are audited by the Auditor 
General of the province. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The Health Insurance Plan is operated on a non-profit 
basis by the Régie de l'assurance-maladie du Québec, 
a public authority appointed by the provincial government 
and responsible to the Minister of Health and Social 
Services. The accounts and transactions are audited by 
the Auditor General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The network of establishments under the Department of 
Health and Social Services includes hospital centres, 
and some local community services centres. 


Hospital centres are divided into two classes for the 
treatment of physical and mental illness: Short Term 
Hospital Centres which provide short term as well as 
convalescent care; Extended Care Hospital Centres, 
providing care and treatment on a continuous basis for 
a period averaging more than 90 days. 


Insured in-patient services are provided in short term 
and extended care hospital centres whereas out-patient 
services are available only in short term hospital 
centres. 


Insured in-patient services inciude: accommodation and 
meals at the standard ward level, nursing, diagnostic 
and therapeutic services, use of operating rooms, medica- 
tions, prostheses or ortheses, biological products, radio- 
therapy, physiotherapy and services rendered by hospital 
staff. 


Out-patient services cover clinical services for psychi- 
ALEC > Care; including electroconvulsive, TiS na ond 
behaviour therapies, emergency care, minor surgery, radio- 
therapy, diagnostic services, physiotherapy and, other 
services or examinations required under Quebec legisla- 
tion. 


Medical Care Pian: 


The services insured by this plan include: medical and 
surgical services provided by physicians; and oral surgery 
performed by dentists in hospital centres. 


Beyond basic insured services, the plan also covers 
optometric services; dental care for children under 16; 
dental care and dental prostheses for social aid benefi- 
ciaries; prostheses, orthopedic apparatuses and their 
accessories; breast prostheses, occulary prostheses, 
hearing aids; ostomy appliances, prescribed drugs for 
the elderly (65 and over) and social aid beneficiaries. 


UNEVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Registration with the hospital insurance plan is not 
required. Registration with the Régie de 1l1'assurance- 
maladie or proof of residence is sufficient to establish 
eligibility. No premium payment exists. 


Medical Care Plan: 
All residents of Quebec must be registered with the Régie 


de l'assurance-maladie to be admissible to the health 
insurance plan. No premium payment exists.

Hospital Insurance Plan: 
Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


Insured persons moving to Quebec from other provinces 
or territories in Canada are entitled to coverage under 
the" Quebec +Health” Insurance» Plan when “benefitssy under 
the province of origin cease.

These conditions are waived for certain beneficiaries, 
for example, students, trainees, civil servants, and 
employees of non-profit organizations residing temporarily 
out-of-Canada, where the rate of payment is 100% of costs 
incurred for emergency hospital care and 75% for non- 
emergency hospital services. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c) 
Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of

Insured persons moving to Quebec from other provinces 
or territories in Canada are entitled to coverage under 


the Quebec Health Insurance Plan when benefits under 
the province of origin cease, provided they register 
with the Régie de l'assurance-maladie.

Everyone has the right to receive adequate health care 
services without any kind of impediment. Charges for 
rehabilitative/convalescent care services in long term 
care hospitals, which had applied in the last nine months 
of 1984-85, were rescinded at the end of the reporting 
period.

The Minister may enter an 
agreement with the bodies representing any class of 
professionals in the health care field, prescribing a 
different remuneration for medical services where the 
number of professionals is insufficient. He may also 


provide a different remuneration for physicians during 
the .first= years of practise. according to the territory 
Of practice sand the nature’ © of tactivities. These 
provisions are preceeded by consultation with bodies 
representing health professionals. 
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ONTARIO 


The Ontario Health Insurance Plan is a combined Hospital, 
Medical Care and Extended Care Services Insurance Plan. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref.=Section:8) 


The insured health program in Ontario is operated on 
alienon-profit: basis by an* administrative unit of the 
Ministry of Health established under the Health Insurance 
Act to provide insurance in respect of the cost of 
services in hospitals and health facilities, by physicians 
and by other health care practitioners. The accounts 
and transactions are audited by the Provincial Auditor 
and are published in the Public Accounts of Ontario. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Insured in-patient hospital services are as_ follows: 
standard ward accommodation and meals; necessary nursing 
services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic 
procedures; drugs, biologicals and related preparations; 
use of operating rooms, obstetrical, delivery room, and 
anaesthetic facilities. Most out-patient services are 
Ansuned,. ancluding: | laboratory, radiologicals and other 
diagnostic procedures; use of radiotherapy, occupational 
therapy, physiotherapy and speech therapy facilities; 
and diet counselling. Also included are home renal 
dialysis, hyperalimentation and haemophiliac programs. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges 
for preferred accommodation unless prescribed by a physi- 
cian; charges for private duty nursing; and in-province 
hospital visits solely for the administration of drugs 
other than anti-rabies injections. 


In addition to the insured hospital benefits, Ontario 
also covers mental health services, including the opera- 
tion of provincial psychiatric hospitals, and ambulance 
services. 


Extended health care programs in Ontario include extended 
care in nursing homes for the aged, the residential 
component of the Homes for Special Care Program, and 
the acute and chronic home care program. The user charge 
provisions of the Canada Health Act do not apply to these 
programs. 


Insured medical services include all services provided 
by physicians that are medically necessary. Insured physi- 
Gian services. in, facilities, physicians! SoLticess cre a1 
a patient's home include: diagnosis and treatment of 
medical disabilities and conditions; medical examinations 
and tests; surgical procedures; maternity care; anaes- 
thesia; and radiology and laboratory services in approved 
facilities; immunization, injections and tests. 


Insured dental services include: odontectomies; repair 
of 1traumatic™ | injuries; “surgical fincision; Sexciszon of 
tumors and cysts; treatment of fractures; homegrafts; 
inplants and alloplastic reconstructions performed in 
a hospital: 


Insured services also include oculo-visual assessments 
by optometrists and some diagnostic and therapeutic 
services provided by chiropractors and chiropodists. 


Uninsured services include: preparation of records, 
reports, certificates, communications, court testimonies; 
eyeglasses, prostheses, orthopedic assistive devices 
and aids except those designated by the Assistive Device 
program; transportation charges; medical examinations 
required for employment, life insurance, admission to 
camp OG recreational activities; cosmetic surgery; 


acupuncture; and psychological testing. 


Ontario also financially supports a drug benefit program 
for the elderly and, with some limitations, the services 
of chiropractors, osteopaths, chiropodists, optometrists 
and physiotherapy clinics. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


All residents, with the exception of members of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, members of the Canadian Armed 
Forces and inmates of penitentiaries, who make their 


home and are ordinarily present in Ontario are eligible 
for coverage subject to certain waiting periods (see 
Portability Section). 


Every resident of Ontario is required to register him/her 
self and dependants and to pay prescribed premium pay- 
ments. All insured hospital, medical and in-hospital 
dental services, to which federal contributions are 
related, are available to Ontario residents on uniform 
terms and conditions. 


Residents 65 years of age and over, their spouses and 
dependants are exempt from premium payment. Residents 
requiring financial assistance may obtain premium relief 
or assistance. 


PORTABLDLTY:* GRefie Sectionw1l) 


Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


Benefits are available within three months of establishing 
residency and upon payment of premium. 


Coverage is available to the following persons, upon 
payment of the first premium, as long as it is made within 
the prescribed period of time applicable to each category: 
persons from other provinces, where eligibility under 
Cherm provincial sheakth Sainsurances plant has ~'ceased; 
discharged members of the Canadian Armed Forces and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police; inmates discharged from 
penitentiaries; missionaries returning to Canada; students 
returning to Canada within one year of departure; landed 
immigrants; and foreign students enrolled in an Ontario 
educational institution for more than one year. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - shel Ey big Glow yee sy 


Ontario participates in reciprocal agreements with all 
other provinces or territories for insured in* and. out- 
patient services. Payment is at the in-patient rate of 
the plan in the province where hospitalization occurs. 
Ontario pays the standard out-patient charges authorized 
by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical 
Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the same rate 
as would be paid in Ontario for the same service. Ontario 
supports the use of the standard claim form for billing 
of medical claims. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada - PAs CIS DYE L,) 


Emergency hospital care or elective hospital care not 
available in Canada is paid at 100% of standard ward 
rate of the providing hospital. Elective hospital care 
which is available in Canada is paid at 75% of ward rate. 


Insured medical and dental care services received outside 
Canada are paid up to the Ontario rate. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c) 


Ontario residents moving permanently to other parts of 
Canada are entitled to benefits until coverage of another 
provincial health insurance plan takes effect, or up 
to the first day of the fourth month after departure. 


ACCESSIBILEGTY<* (Ref. Sectiron F2)) 
Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 


All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital 
and medical services to which federal contributions 
relate. No resident will be refused insured health 
services because of financial need. 


Public hospitals in Ontario are required to accept persons 
admitted to hospitals by a physician. A user charge in 
respect of chronic hospital care applies, which is permis- 
sible by virtue of Section 19(2) of the Canada Health 
Act. Income exemption provisions ensure access to those 
in financial need. 


Reasonable access to physician services is ensured by 
an adequate supply of physicians. The physician-to- 
population "ratte -intolos4oqwast11:515.° rExtra-brisiing is 
permitted for those physicians who opt-out of the plan, 
in which case the patient is reimbursed at the OHIP rate. 
A toll free number assists persons in locating physicians 
who are opted-in to the. Ontario Plan. As well, physicians 


who bill in excess of the OHIP Schedule of Benefits must 
notify the patient of the amount of the excess fee in 
advance of the service being rendered. 


An Underserviced Area Program is aimed at providing resi- 
dents of rural and remote areas of the province with 
improved access to physician services.

System of Payment - 12(1)(b) 


Physicians in the province are paid on a fee-for-service 
system, on the basis of a fee schedule registered with 
the profession through the Joint Committee on Physicians' 
Compensation. 


Currently, -physitcirans elect. to opt in and bill” the plan 
TODMaAl Wesel ylces, Or. Opt. Out and’ brill the patient for 
all services. Extra-billing is generally restricted to 
physicians who have opted out. Opted-out physicians in 
Ontario have the option to bill OHIP directly for certain 
specified groups of patients and through an associated 
medical group for services rendered in public hospitals, 
nursing homes and other institutions. OHIP payment must 
be accepted as payment in full in these cases. 


Payments to physicians, dentists and other health care 
practicioners) totalled S232 billion in, 1984-85. 


Reasonable Compensation - 12(1)(c) 


The Joint Committee on Physicians' Compensation is 
composed of members from the Medical Association and 
the Provincial Government. Agreements acceptable to both 
parties regarding global adjustments to the OHIP Schedule 
of Benefits are aimed at; however, in instances of impass, 
neutral Chairmen and fact-finders are recruited. 


Payment to Hospitals - ed) 


Public general hospitals in the province are paid on 
a budget basis including all reasonable costs for insured 
services. The Ontario budget system is a prospective 
reimbursement system incorporating annual increases to 
the grants to reflect the effects of: inflation, workload 
increases, introduction of approved new programs, and 
cost increases in respect of growth in volume of specific 
designated life-support programs. Payments are made to 
hospitals on a semi-monthly basis. 


In 1984-85, Ontario paid hospitals and contract facilities 
an estimated $4.2 billion for insured services. Payments 
to . hospitals’) out of-province totalled” S732 27 million, 
for insured services provided to Ontario residents. 
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MANITOBA 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance plan is a combined 
Hospital, Medical Care and Extended Care Services Insur- 
ance Plan. It also includes a number of programs for 
which the Government of Canada does not make financial 
contributions. These include Pharmacare, certain Chiro- 
practic and Optometric services, Northern Patient 
Transportation and an Ambulance Grant program. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


The insured health program in Manitoba is administered 
by the Manitoba Health Services Commission which is a 
non-profit agency of government established under the 
Health Services Insurance Act, to provide insurance in 
respect of the cost of hospital services, medical services 
and other health services. 


The Commission is required to submit an annual report 
to the Minister of Health including an audited balance 
sheet and audited statement of operating revenues and 
expenditures. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Insured hospital services are as follows: standard ward 
accommodation and meals; necessary nursing services; 
laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures; 
drugs, biologicals and related preparations; use of oper- 
ating room, case room and anaesthetic facilities; routine 
surgical supplies; radiotherapy, physiotherapy, occupa- 
tional and speech therapy. Most out-patient services 
are insured. In some cases, the hospital may charge for 
take home supplies of drugs and dressings. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges 
for preferred accommodation; charges for private nurses; 
personal services such as television, radio, telephone, 
etc.; and laboratory and x-ray procedures performed in 
facilities not approved by the Commission. 


Although not a requirement under the Canada Health Act, 
the Manitoba plan also provides coverage for persons 
residing in Personal Care Homes. Benefits under the 
program include the following: accommodation at the 
standard ward level; meals, including special and thera- 
peutic diets; necessary nursing services; routine medical 
and surgical supplies; prescribed drugs, biologicals 
and related preparations approved by the Plan; physio- 
therapy and occupational therapy services; routine laundry 
and linen services; other goods and services approved 
by the Plan. Residents of personal care homes pay a daily 
residential charge which was $14.80 on March 31, 1985. 


Insured physician services in facilities, physicians' 
offices or in a patient's home include: diagnosis and 
treatment of medical disabilities and conditions; medical 
examinations and tests; surgical procedures; maternity 
care; anaesthesia; x-rays and laboratory services in 
approved facilities; immunizations, injections and tests. 
Insured dental services when provided by a registered 
dental surgeon or a registered oral surgeon in hospital 
Only; include: surgical removal of impacted _ teeth; 
surgical removal of any teeth where a hospital is 
required; repair of traumatic injuries to soft tissue 
in and around the mouth; and, in cases of emergency or 
at the special request of a medical practitioner, 
performing or assisting a medical practitioner in the 
closed reduction of fractures of mandible or maxilla. 


Uninsured medical services include: examinations and 
reports for reasons of employment, insurance, attendance 
at university, etc., or performed at the request of a 
third party; group immunization or other group services 
except where authorized by the Commission; services 
provided by a medical practitioner to his/her self or 
any dependent; preparation of records, reports, certifi- 
cates or communications; mileage, travelling time, advice 
by telephone, or testimony in court; services provided 
by psychologists, chiropodists, naturopaths, podiatrists, 
and other practitioners not provided for in legislation. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


All residents, with the exception of members of the 
Canadian Armed Forces, members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and inmates of penitentiaries, who make 


their home and are ordinarily present in Manitoba, are 
eligible for coverage subject to certain waiting periods 
(see Portability section). Every resident of Manitoba 
is required to register him/her self and dependents. 
All insured hospital, medical and in-hospital dental 
services to which federal contributions are related, 
are available to Manitoba residents on uniform terms 
and, conditions. 


PORTABILITY: (Ref. Section 11) 


Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


Benefits are available on the first day of the third 
month following the month of arrival in Manitoba for 
persons from another province. Persons arriving from 
out-of-Canada are insured on date of arrival in Manitoba. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may continue 
as insured persons for up to twelve months. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - 11(1)(b)(1i) 


Manitoba has a reciprocal billing arrangement with all 
other provinces and territories for insured in and out- 
patient hospital services. Payment is at the in-patient 
rate of the plan in the province where hospitalization 
occurs. Manitoba pays the standard out-patient charges 
authorized by the Advisory Committee on Institutional 
and Medical Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the rate of the 
plan of the province in which services are provided (host 
province rate). This represents a change to Manitoba 
regulations, made. during 1984, in order to conform to 
the provisions of the Canada Health Act. The additional 
cost to Manitoba as a result of this change for the period 
July 1, 1984 to June 30, 1985 exceeded $300,000. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada - TEV oh ats) 


Emergency hospital care, or hospital care which in the 
opinion of the Commission could not have been provided 
adequately in Manitoba, is paid at the greater of 75% 
of the hospital's charges for the service or an average 


daily rate based on the cost of such services in Manitoba 
hospitals of comparable size. In cases of demonstrated 
financial hardship, the Commission is authorized to pay 
more than normal benefits. The Commission does not 
normally pay for out-of-Canada elective care that is 
available in Manitoba. 


Insured medical and dental services received outside 
Canada are paid up to the Manitoba rate, when: required 
due to accident or sudden iliness; in the Commission's 
opinion could not be adequately provided in Manitoba; 
provided to a person named in an out-of-province certifi- 
cate; or provided to an insured resident temporarily 
employed or studying outside of the country. Approval 
of the Commission must be obtained in other cases. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c) 


Manitoba residents moving permanently to other parts 
of Canada are entitled to benefits up to the last day 
of the second month following the month of arrival in 
their new place of residence. Reciprocal agreements exist 
with all the provinces and territories to ensure there 
is no gap in continuity of coverage for necessary hospital 
and physician services. 


Manitoba residents moving to another country are entitled 
to insured benefits up to’ the last day of’ the second 
month following the date of departure from Manitoba. 


ACCESSIBILITY: (Ref. Section 12) 
Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 
All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital 
and medical services to which federal contributions 
relate. 
Manitoba states that it compares favourably to the 
national average with respect to hospital beds available 
to residents, including beds in teaching hospitals. 
As well, Manitoba states that it compares favourably 


to the national average with respect to population per 
physician. Incentive programs currently exist “inv order

to attract physicians to some rural areas and to some 
Specialties that are experiencing a shortage of physi- 
cians; the Standing Committee on Medical Manpower 
continues to address the issue.

Public general hospitals in the province are paid on 
a budget basis including all reasonable costs for insured 
services. 


Physicians in the province are paid on the basis of a 
fee schedule negotiated annually with the Manitoba Medical 
Association. Prior to a recent agreement with the Associa- 
tion, extra-biliingy “wasiiibeing® permitted “during),,the 
reporting period. 


The Commission's expenditures for medical services in 
1984-85 totalled $188,789,000, including medical fee-for- 
service, salary, private laboratory and x-ray facilities, 
as well as oral, dental and peridontal surgery. 


ReasonablesCompensat ion» —212( 1) (c) 


The Commission recently reached an agreement with the 
Manitoba Medical Association containing a provision for 
arbitration on a three-year trial period, with respect 
to fee increases, in the event the Commission and the 
medical association are unable to negotiate a fee increase 
that is mutually acceptable. 


Fees for insured dental services are negotiated with 
the Manitoba Dental Association. 


Payment to Hospitals - 12(1)(d) 


Total Commission expenditures for hospital services during 
fiscal year 1984-85 amounted to $581,724,000. This 
includes payments to federal hospitals in the amount

SASKATCHEWAN 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan is administered 
on fa non-profit: basis by» thers Provincial» Department of 
Health. Saskatchewan Health is responsible to the provin- 
cial government through the Saskatchewan Minister of 
Health. The Saskatchewan Hospitalization Fund, through 
which the plan is financed, is audited annually by the 
provincial auditor who submits a report to the Minister 
of Health which is tabled in the Saskatchewan legislature. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan is admini- 
stered on a non-profit basis by the Saskatchewan Medical 
Care Insurance Commission. The Commission is responsible 
to the provincial government through the Saskatchewan 
Minister of Health. The Medical Care Insurance Fund is 
also audited by the provincial auditor. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


A comprehensive range of insured services is provided 
by hospitals through the Saskatchewan Hospital Services 
Plan. Insured services include: public ward accommodation; 
necessary nursing services; operating and case room 
facilities; surgical dressings and casts as well as other 
required surgical materials and appliances; x-ray, labor- 
atory and other diagnostic procedures, with necessary 
interpretations; radiotherapy; anaesthetic agents and 
the use of anaesthesia equipment; physio-therapeutic 
procedures; all other services rendered by individuals 
who receive any remuneration from the hospital; all drugs, 
biologicals and related preparations administered in 
hospital and approved by the Minister. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Hospital 
Services Plan, either in province or out-of-province 
include: Level IV Extended Care; private and semi-private 
accommodation when chosen by the patient; services of 
persons not employed by the hospital; custodial care 
whether provided in hospital or at home, or care and 
treatment in institutions primarily concerned with mental 
or nervous disorders; cosmetic surgery, with certain 
exceptions; certain drugs, biologicals and related prepar- 
ations; transportation costs (ambulance services), except 
between hospitals within the same Saskatchewan city; 
authorized user charges (co-insurance) applied by British 
Columbia hospitals; services provided outside Canada 
for the treatment of cancer involving the use of cancer 
treatment drugs or procedures not approved in Canada; 
and take home drugs and appliances. 


In addition to insured hospital services, the plan also 
funds directly, or through grants to, hospitals, a variety 
of other agencies, programs and activities including: 
Saskatchewan Cancer Foundation; Canadian Redie &Cross 
Society; community clinics; osteopathic services; and 
physical therapy facilities. 


Extended Health Care Services such as nursing home care, 
special care nursing homes, and ambulatory care are 
provided by Saskatchewan Health. 


Medical Care Plan: 


A comprehensive range of insured services are provided 
by medical practitioners and dentists. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Medical Care 
Insurance Plan, either in province or out-of-province 
include: travelling; advice by telephone; surgery for 
cosmetic purposes with exceptions; and any mental or 
physical examination for the purpose of employment, 
insurance, judicial proceedings, etc. 


In addition to insured physician and dental services, 
the Medical Care Insurance Plan also covers visit and 
x-ray services by chiropractors and refractions by optome- 
trists. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


All insured persons, as prescribed by the Saskatchewan 
Hospitalization Act and Regulations, are entitled to 
make use of services provided through the plan. A person 
must, be) a resident of the province, that is, someone 
legally entitled to remain in Canada, who makes his home 
and is ordinarily present in the province or any other 
person declared by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council 
to "bea ‘resident, “in order to become ~a: beneficiary 
eligible “for insured medical services. Eligibility ° for 
benefits for residents is solely dependent upon registra- 
tion. No premiums are levied. 


The following persons are ineligible for benefits: 
Stuagents, irom “another province’'‘or territory entitled 
or eligible to benefits in their home province; members 
of the R.C.M.P.; members of the regular forces of the 
Canadian Armed Forces; and persons serving a term of 
imprisonment in a federal penitentiary. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The same rules apply under the Medical Care Plan as is 
the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


PORTABILITY: (Ref. Section 11) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 
Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


The minimum residency period for residents to be eligible 
to receive insured services, does not exceed three months. 


Persons entitled to first day coverage for insured health 
services include: newborns; abandoned children; adopted 
children; members of the Canadian Armed Forces’ upon 
discharge; members of the R.C.M.P. upon release from 
duty; parolees and penitentiary prisoners upon discharge; 
prisoners in a provincial (municipal) jail; landed immi- 
grants; in-patients of a mental hospital or facility; 
and persons nominated under the Saskatchewan Assistance 
Act. 


A resident continues to be eligible for benefits during 
periods of temporary absence providing that: the person 
is physically present in Saskatchewan for at least four 
months of each year; the person is in full time attendance 
at an educational institution outside the province and 
is intending topenretuzn to maintain residence in 
Saskatchewan within 60 days of completion of studies; 
or the person is employed outside Canada under a contrac- 
tual agreement for a period not exceeding 24 months and 
intends to continue residing in the province upon comple- 
tion of the contract. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - 11(1)(b)(i) 


The Hospital Plan pays for insured hospital services 
at the provider province rate. A common claim form is 
used’ by’ the out=of-province hospital tomball thei reprovin— 
cial hospital insurance “plan; which’ sini) turnyibigis the 
Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada - 11(1)(b)(1i11) 


The plan pays at the Saskatchewan rate providing that 
the service is recognized as an insured hospital service 
in Saskatchewan. Beneficiaries may pay for service 
directly or have the bill forwarded to the Saskatchewan 
Hospital Services Plan. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province - 11(1)(c) 

Residents moving permanently out-of-province or out-of- 
Canada are eligible for coverage for the remainder of 
the month in which they take up new residence outside 


Saskatchewan, plus the following two months. 


Medical Care Plan: 


Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


The same rules apply under the Medical Care Plan as is 
the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada - il(1)(b)(i) 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan pays for 
insured medical services at a rate customarily paid to 
Saskatchewan physicians. Out-of-province physicians can 


bill the plan through the use of the Standard Claim Form 
or they may directly bill the patient who can obtain 
reimbursement from the Saskatchewan plan. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada - 11(1)(b)(ii) 


Emergency medical services are paid at rates approved 
in Saskatchewan. Payment can be made either to the patient 
or the physician after acceptable documentation is 
received by the plan. 


Physician services not available in Saskatchewan may 
be eligible for special coverage if a specialist physician 
NOLUELES Mthess Commissions” prior to “the? service “being 
provided and the Commission agrees that the service is 
not available in the province. Payment is at a rate consi- 
dered to be fair and reasonable by the Commission. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Canada - 11(1)(c) 


The same situation applies under the Medical Care Plan 
as is the case for the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


ACCESSIBILITY: (Ref. Section! 12.) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 


Saskatchewan states that reasonable access to hospital 
services is available for Saskatchewan residents. There 
are 134 hospitals with in-patient and out-patient services 
widely available throughout the province. No user charges 
exist for hospital services. 


Payment to Hospitals - 12(1)(qd) 


Legislation authorizes the Minister of Health to make 
payments to ‘hospitals. Semi-monthly payments are made 
by the plan on the basis of the estimated reasonable 
cost of providing insured services by each hospital in 
the fiscal year. During the twelve months ending March 
31, 1985, payments totalling $388,068,838 were made to 
hospitals in the province for in-patient care and 
$52,193,877 for out-patient services. Saskatchewan hospi- 
tals received $4,855,089 for in-patient and out-patient 


care provided to residents of other provinces’ under 
reciprocal agreements with other provinces. Payments 
for insured services provided in hospitals outside the 
province to Saskatchewan residents amounted to $16,634,627 
in 1984-85. 


Medical Care Plan: 
Reasonable Access - 12(1)(a) 


Saskatchewan states that reasonable access to physician 
services exists for Saskatchewan residents. There are 
over 1,082 active physicians throughout the province. 
Although extra-billing was insyepractice sarduning, the 
reporting year, legislation was introduced banning extra- 
billing by physicians.

Insured physician and dental services are paid on a fee- 
for-service basis in accordance with the Medical Care 
Insurance Commission payment schedule and assessment 
rules.

As well as introducing legislation banning extra-billing, 
changes were proposed to the method of reasonable compen- 
sation for physicians. Under the proposed procedures, 
the Minister of Health and the Saskatchewan Medical 
Association are to attempt to reach an agreement on the 
amount of money to be made available during the term 
of the agreement and for adjustments in the general rates 
of payment for insured medical services contained in 
the medical care payment schedule. As well, new legisla- 
tion proposes the establishment of a Medical Compensation 
Review Committee and a Medical Compensation Review Board, 
in the event that the committee is unable to reach an 
agreement.

ALBERTA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


The Hospitalization Benefits Plan is administered and 
operated on a non-profit basis. The Minister of Hospitals 
and Medical Care is responsible for the hospital plan. 
The accounts of the plan are audited annually by the 
Auditor General. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The Health Care Insurance Plan is also administered and 
Operated on a non-profit basis. The Minister of Hospitals 
and Medical Care is responsible for the plan and the 
accounts are audited annually by the Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS: (Ref. Section 9) 


Hospital and Medical Care Insurance Plans: 


Insured hospital services under the Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan include: accommodation and meals at the 
standard or public ward level; necessary nursing services; 
laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures, 
together with the necessary interpretations; drugs, 
biologicals and related preparations when administered 
in a hospital, except when not considered medically neces- 
sary for the treatment of a patient; use of operating 
room, case room and anaesthetic facilities and necessary 
equipment and supplies, where available; routine surgical 
supplies; use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facil- 
ities, where available; services rendered by persons 
receiving remuneration from a hospital; semi-private 
or private accommodation when medically necessary; private 
nursing care when ordered by the attending physician 
and approved in accordance with hospital by-laws; pace- 
makeronm  steelierpilates, Pipins, 9ojointi {prostheses, ovalve 
implants and any other goods approved by the Minister; 
transportation in Alberta, whether by ambulance or other 
commercial vehicle, to transport a patient between 


hospitals; and out-patient goods and services including 
goods used in a medical procedure but excluding goods 
provided to a-.patient for use’ “uponsedischarge ifrom? san 
approved hospital or facility. 


Insured health services under the Medical Plan include: 
all services provided by physicians that are medically 
required; and those services provided by a dental surgeon 
in the field of oral surgery as specified in Regulations. 


Uninsured services under the plans include: medical-legal 
services; advice by telephone; examinations required 
for use of third parties, except as otherwise directed 
by the Minister; services that a resident is eligible 
to receive under a Statute of any other province, any 
Statute relating to Worker's Compensation or under any 
Statute of the Parliament of Canada; services not provided 
by or under the supervision of a medical practitioner; 
any drugs, biologicals and related preparations which 
are not considered necessary for the proper treatment 
of in-patients or out-patients, or have not been proven 
satisfactory for general use in hospitals; services 
performed or provided in a facility not approved by the 
Minister; services in connection with group immunizations 
against a disease or services in connection with group 
examinations by a practitioner, except in cases where 
the Minister has given prior approval; and services 
provided by a practitioner to his/her own family except 
where the Minister rules otherwise. 


In addition to those medically required health services 
defined in the Canada Health Act as insured services, 
the Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan provides benefits 
in respect of additional services including chiropractic, 
physiotherapy, optometric and podiatric services. 


Extended health care services include: the Alberta Nursing 
Home Plan which offers assistance to Alberta residents 
not well enough to be accommodated in private homes or 
facilities such as ‘senior ‘citizens! lodges bute net 121 
enough to require care in an active treatment or auxiliary 
hospital. Nursing home care has recently been upgraded 
by, for example, increasing thet hours) of nursing’ care 
provided in nursing homes, introducing physiotherapy 
and occupational therapy services, and upgrading recrea- 
tional programs. 


The extended health benefits and non-group Blue Cross 
programs provide additional benefits for optical, drugs 
and dental goods and services to residents aged 65 and 
older, their dependents and eligible widows and widowers

Hospital Insurance Plan: 


All residents of Alberta are entitled to coverage under 
the Hospitalization Benefits Plan.

Registration 
entitles the resident to coverage for insured hospital 
and health services. 


Although Alberta has a premium system, no Alberta resident 
is denied coverage due to an inability to pay premiums. 
Eliogibilvtves for benefits adst motipilinked stot ipremium 
coverage. The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan operates 
a premium subsidy and premium waiver program for residents 
with financial hardships and provides premium-free 
coverage for seniors, widows and widowers aged 55 to 
64, and to recipients of social allowance programs. 


Any resident of Alberta registered under the Health Insur- 
ance Premiums Act is eligible to receive insured hospital 
services. 


Medical Care Plan: 


The same rules apply under the Medical Care Plan as is 
the case under the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


PORTABILITY: (Ref. Section 11) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 
Minimum Residency - 11(1)(a) 


The minimum residency period for coverage under the 
Alberta Hospitalization Benefits Plan does not exceed 
three months.

Alberta uses the standard out-of-province claim form 
approved by the Federal-Provincial Advisory Committee 
on Institutional and Medical Services.

In situations 
where the common claim form is not submitted, Alberta 
will reimburse the provider or patient at the Alberta 
rate or the amount billed, whichever is less.

These hospitals have a capacity of 12,881 acute 
care beds and 4,155 auxiliary beds. The total number 
of acute care and auxiliary beds (17,056) provide a ratio 
of 7.3 beds per 1,000 population. An admission charge 
of $10.00 ‘applies -an- general’ “hospitals “and a $10:00 per 
diem charge ($8.00 prior to September 1, 1985) in auxil- 
iary hospitals after 120 days. The latter charge is 
compatible with the exclusions provided for under Sub- 
section 19(2) of the Canada Health Act.

level; necessary nursing services; laboratory and radio- 
logical procedures and necessary interpretations, together 
with such other diagnostic procedures as are approved 
by the Minister; drugs, biologicals, and related prepara-

Medical Care Plan: 


The Medical Services Plan provides for all medically 
required services of medical practitioners and specified 
dental surgery when necessarily performed in hospital 
by a dental surgeon.

practitioners, podiatrists and naturopathic physicians. 


Other Health Care Services: 


In addition to the hospital insurance program and the 
Medical Services Plan, the province directly or indirectly 
provides a wide variety of health services and programs 
including (but not exclusively): adult day care, home 
care nursing, homemaker services, community physiotherapy, 
personal and intermediate care facilities, group homes 
for the handicapped, assessment and treatment centres, 
alcohol and drug programs, mental health services, a 
wide variety of public health and health promotion 


programs, speech and hearing services and Pharmacare. 
Many of these programs are provided without federal 
support. 


UNIVERSALITY: (Ref. Section 10) 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


100% of qualified residents are entitled to hospital 
insurance coverage. Any person who is a "resident" of 
British Columbia sandeiszgnot, sia) ctourist,? transzent or 
visitor, is entitled to such coverage commencing upon 
completion of a waiting period ending at midnight on 
the last day of the second month following the month 
in which the individual became a resident. There are 
no premiums for hospital services, but there is a daily 
in-patient user charge currently of $8.50 and a $10.00 
out-patient, charge.

As well, retroactive coverage for up to several 
months may be possible for persons previously enrolled 
in the plan but who have allowed their premiums to lapse, 
if the required premium payments are made.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: (Ref. Section 8) 


Hospital Insurance Plan:

The board is a non-profit organization whose secretariat 
staff are members of the Department of Health. The Auditor 
General of Canada is charged with the responsibility 
for auditing the accounts of the Government of the North- 
west Territories. As well, each hospital is required 
to submit annual statements which have been audited by 
a public accounting firm.

Medical Care Plan: 


The Medical Care Program is administered entirely by 
the Territories' Department of Health.

Hospital Insurance Plan: 


In-patient and out-patient services provided by an 
approved program in approved hospitals are insured 
services.

As well, services for cosmetic surgery are non-insured. 


Under the Hospital Insurance Plan, coverage is provided 
for Chronic and Extended Care.

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PREFACE 


The Canada Health Act, which received Royal Assent on April 17, 1984, embodies 
the basic principles upon which the Canadian health care system was built. 
Canada's health care program represents one of the most visible forms of social 
progress in this country. Yet the program as we know it and enjoy it today was 
many years in the making. Prior to the Second World War, health insurance in 
Canada was very much a matter of individual responsibility. As a result, most 
individuals had no coverage whatsoever and many of those who had some health 
insurance often found it insufficient to meet their health care needs. In 1947 
Saskatchewan introduced the first hospital insurance scheme for all its residents 
and by 1950 residents of Alberta, British Columbia and Newfoundland were also 
covered under a similar hospital insurance plan. The federal government also 
recognized early on that the health and well-being of all Canadians should be 
a matter of priority and that the cost of health care should be a public 
responsibility. 


At the national level, the Program was implemented in three distinct phases: 
in 1958 the Hospital Insurance Program which provided coverage for necessary 
medical services performed in hospitals was introduced; by 1961 all provinces 
had joined the plan; building on that achievement, the Medical Care Insurance 
Program was implemented ten years later, and since then Canadians have been 
protected from financial hardship due to illness. 


Each phase was developed in cooperation with the provinces and territories. 
Initially the Program was cost-shared between the federal and provincial/ 
territorial governments. In 1977, a new formula for calculating the federal 
transfer payments to the provinces was devised. During the same period Extended 
Health Care Services funding was added to assist in the development of nursing 
home intermediate care, adult residential care, home care, and ambulatory health 
care services. 


Since the Canadian Constitution stipulates that health care is a matter which 
falls under the responsibility of the provinces, the day-to-day administrative 
matters are attended to by the provincial governments. Thus, each jurisdiction 
is responsible for determining its own priorities and deciding how best to meet 
the health care needs of its population. 


The federal government, for its part, contributes towards the cost of insured 
medical and hospital services, and has established through legislation certain 
criteria which provinces and territories must meet in order to receive their 
full share of the federal transfer payments. This arrangement was designed to 
ensure that each and every resident of Canada is treated in a fair and just 
manner under the system. 


The basic requirements provide that all necessary medical and hospital services 
as identified by each individual province are accessible to all their residents 
on uniform terms and conditions, that such benefits are extended to everyone 
during temporary absences from the province or country, and that each provincial 
program is administered by a public authority accountable to the provincial 


government.

From a universal perspective, the Canadian health care system has one of the 
most comprehensive packages of health care benefits available to individuals. 
Specifically, it covers all necessary in-patient or out-patient hospital services 
including accommodation and meals, most physician services regardless of the 
setting where they are provided, and all surgical-dental procedures required 
to be performed in a hospital. Furthermore, provinces may also add services 
beyond these at their own discretion; all of them, in fact, offer additional 
services such as drugs coverage, assistive devices, dental care, chiropody, 
optometry, physiotherapy, etc. 


One may wonder what it is that makes the Canadian Medicare program so special. 
The answer is threefold: firstly, our program is universal. That is, there are 
no exclusions on the basis of age, income, health status, health risk. Everyone 
is eligible, on the condition that he/she is a permanent resident in Canada; 
secondly, there are no deductibles, and no upper dollar limits imposed on 
coverage; and, thirdly, the program is funded mainly through general taxation, 
although in some provinces a premium system exists. Hospitals are publicly 
financed and operated. Thus, the same standard of care is available to the rich 
and the poor alike. 


From the start, Canada set out to achieve a program under which all of society 
would be treated with dignity and respect. We have achieved this objective. In 
addition, statistics indicate that Canadians are now living longer, healthier 
lives and by and large, our system serves Canadians well. 


Some countries, in fact, look to Canada as a model along which they may shape 
their own systems. Our system is now firmly entrenched: the medical and hospital 
care programs have become part of the fabric of our society. 


The Government of Canada is now turning its attention towards emerging issues 
in the health care field: the all pervasive technological changes which have 
direct consequences for the diagnosis and treatment of illness; the matter of 
Canada's aging population and the implications of this phenomenon in terms of 
the demands which are made on the system; the chronic conditions and mental 
health problems which are becoming increasingly predominant in today's society 
and affect individuals' ability to cope and lead successful, productive lives; 
these are but a few of the areas which need addressing. 


In addition, the vision of health care at the national level is moving towards 
an integrated curative-preventative approach. Strategies are currently being 
developed through a joint federal-provincial effort for the next decade and 
beyond, with a view to maximizing the benefits of the system. There is much yet 
to be done and new avenues to explore but the progress that has been made over 
the decades is an achievement for which Canada can be justifiably proud.

Introduction 


The Canada Health Act received Royal Assent on April 17, 1984, with the unanimous 
support of the House of Commons and Senate. The Act, which came into force as 
of April 1, 1984, repealed the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act 
and the Medical Care Act. Consequential amendments were made to the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established Programs Financing Act, 1977 (EPF 
Act), including the change of its name to the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 
OMe 


The purpose of this report is to meet the requirements stated in Section 23 of 
the Canada Health Act, namely, 


The Minister shall, as soon as possible after the termination of each fiscal 
year and in any event not later than December 31 of the next fiscal year, 
make a report respecting the administration and operation of this Act for 
that fiscal year, including all relevant information on the extent to which 
provincial health care insurance plans have satisfied the criteria, and 
the extent to which the provinces have satisfied the conditions, for payment 
under this Act and shall cause the report to be laid before each House of 
Parliament on any of the first fifteen days on which that House is sitting 
after the report is completed. 


Provinces, which are required to provide information as the Minister may deem 
necessary for the purposes of the Act, have supplied information on the operation 
of their health care plans as they relate to the criteria and conditions of the 
Act. 


Thus, much of the report contains a province by province description of each 
health insurance plan as it relates to the criteria and conditions. As well, 
in order to further fulfill the conditions of the Act, the activities with regard 
to extended health care services are described at the end of each provincial 
section. 


The report also describes such areas as the key provisions of the Act, the 
federal administration of the Act, the consultation process and the federal/ 
provincial financing arrangements. One section focusses on the major developments 
that occurred in the fiscal year 1985-86, with regard to changes in the provin- 
cial health insurance plans. 


With respect to quantitative information, detailed information of this nature 
is readily available through such sources as the Policy, Planning and Information 
Branch, Health and Welfare Canada, and Statistics Canada. 


* Any reference to provinces includes the territories, unless otherwise 
specified. 
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CRITERIA AND CONDITIONS 


Canada Health Act Overview 


The purpose of the Canada Health Act is to, 


"establish criteria and conditions that must be met before full payment 
may be made under the Act of 1977 in respect of insured health services 
and extended health care services provided under provincial law". 


These criteria and conditions are set out in Sections 7 through 12 and Section 
13 respectively of the Act. The criteria apply to the insured health services 
only, and do not pertain to extended health care services. The conditions, as 
set out in Section 13, relate to both insured health services and extended health 
care services (EHCS). 


The insured health services defined by the Canada Health Act include all medi- 
cally necessary hospital services and medically required physician's services, 
as well as dentally required surgical-dental services requiring a hospital for 
their proper performance. Extended health care services payments are in respect 
of nursing-home intermediate care, adult residential care, home care and 
ambulatory health care. 


There are five criteria that each provincial health insurance plan must meet 
in order to receive full federal cash contributions under the Act of 1977 
(Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education 
and Health Contributions Act, 1977) in each fiscal year. These criteria, pertain- 
ing to insured health services provided under the health care insurance plan 
of a province, are: 


(a) Public Administration 


Pursuant to Section 8, the health care insurance plan must be administered 
and operated on a non-profit basis by a public authority, responsible to 
the provincial government and subject to audit of its accounts and financial 
transactions. 


(b) Comprehensiveness 


Pursuant to Section 9, the plan must insure all insured health services 
provided by hospitals, medical practitioners, or dentists and where 
permitted, services rendered by other health care practitioners. 


(c) Universality 


Section 10 requires that one hundred per cent (100%) of insured persons 
of a province be entitled to the insured health services as defined under 


er or 


(b) above, and be provided for by the plan on uniform terms and conditions. 
The waiting period prior to entitlement to insured health services by 
residents must not exceed three months. (section 11(a)) 


(d) Portability 


In accordance with Section 11, residents moving to another province must 
continue to be covered for insured health services by the home province 
during any minimum waiting period imposed by the new province of residence. 


For insured persons, insured health services must be available while 
temporarily absent from their own province on the basis that: 


- insured services received out-of-province, but still in Canada, are to 
be paid for by the home province at host province rates unless another 
arrangement for the payment of costs exists between the provinces. Prior 
approval may be required for elective services. 


- services out-of-country are to be paid, as a basic minimum, on the basis 
of the amount that would have been paid by the home province for similar 
services rendered in-province. Prior approval may also be required for 
elective services. 


(e) Accessibility 


By virtue of Section 12, the health care insurance plan of a province is 
to provide: 


- reasonable access by insured persons to insured health services unpre- 
cluded or unimpeded, either directly or indirectly, by charges or other 
means; 


- reasonable compensation to physicians and dentists for providing insured 
health services; 


- adequate payments to hospitals in respect of the cost of insured health 
services. 


In addition to the above criteria, the conditions that provincial governments 
must meet in order to be eligible for the full cash portion of the federal 
contribution and payment in respect of the cost of insured health services, as 
well as extended health care services, are: (1) the provision of information 
that the Minister of National Health and Welfare may require for the purposes 
of this Act, and may prescribe in Regulations; and, (2) appropriate recognition 
in regard to federal contributions towards insured and extended health care 
services, as may be prescribed in Regulations. 


The Canada Health Act also prescribes a mechanism to resolve disagreements. In 
the event the federal Minister is of the opinion that a provincial plan does 


not satisfy any criteria or conditions described above, 
contributions may be made. Prior to 
Governor in Council,

referring the matter to the 
the Minister must notify the province of his concern, seek 
clarification from the province, report on the findings, and, if requested by 
the provincial health Minister, meet to discuss the matter. 
Only upon satisfaction of the Governor in Council that the province has ceased 


to satisfy any one of the criteria or conditions may an order be issued to reduce 
or withhold cash contributions to a province.

Extended Health Care Services 


The extended health care services regulations provide for the definition 
in greater detail of those services listed in the Act as "extended health 
care services". The Act requires the agreement of each of the provinces 
prior to any Regulations being made, unless the Regulations are substan- 
tially the same as those made under the Act of 1977. 


Hospital Services Exclusions 


Hospital Services are defined in the Act (Section 2) to be all medically 
necessary in-patient and out-patient services provided at a hospital, except 
those services specifically excluded by regulation. 


Under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, agreements between 
Canada and the provinces provided for certain "exclusions" to coverage. 
The purpose of the Hospital Services Exclusions Regulations under the Canada 
Health Act is to embody established precedents. 


The Regulations list those services which may be delivered in a hospital 
setting but which are not considered insured hospital services. For example, 
hospital services rendered in connection with surgery for purely cosmetic 
purposes or preferred accommodation (Semi-private and private) at the 
patient's election are excluded. 


Under the Canada Health Act, agreement is required by all provinces in order 
to make regulations in respect of these exclusions. 


Information 


Regulations may be established to prescribe the types of information the 
Minister may require for the purposes of the Act, and the times at which, 
and the manner in which the information shall be provided. Prior to regula- 
tions being made, the Minister must consult with the ministers responsible 
for health care in the provinces. 


Recognition of Contributions and Payments by Canada 


Regulations may be made regarding the form and manner in which the provinces 
are required to recognize federal contributions and payments made under 
the Act. Prior to enactment of these regulations, the Minister must consult 
with the ministers responsible for health care in the provinces. 


FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENTS 


Federal-Provincial Health Financing Arrangements 


The federal government contributes to the operation of provincial health insur- 
ance plans (insured health services) according to the provisions of the 
"Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education 
and Health Contributions Act, 1977" (the Act of 1977). Under the Act of LO 7r 
provinces are entitled to equal per capita federal health contributions which 
are annually escalated by the three-year compound moving average rate of increase 
in nominal Gross National Product (GNP) per capita. This escalator is applied 
to a base amount equal to the 1975-76 national average per capita of federal 
contributions to provincial hospital and medical insurance plans. 


Health contributions to the provinces consist of both a cash transfer and an 
equalized tax transfer. In 1977, the federal government transferred a total of 
13.5 personal income tax points and one corporate income tax point to all 
provinces in support of post-secondary education and health programs. In the 
case of Quebec an additional 8.5 personal income tax points were transferred 
under Part VII of the Act of 1977 as a special abatement originating under the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


In order to determine cash amounts payable to the provinces, the value of the 
tax transfer, and its associated equalization, is first determined. Then, the 
insured health services portion, or 67.9% of the total allocation of this equal- 
ized tax transfer, is subtracted from total provincial health entitlements in 
respect of insured health services. The difference or residual is paid in the 
form of a cash contribution to each province, provided the provincial plan 
satisfies the criteria and conditions set out in the Canada Health Act. 


Provinces also receive equal per capita cash payments in respect of extended 
health care services as defined in the Regulations pursuant to the Canada Health 
Act. This payment, which was initially set at $20 per capita for 1977-78, is 
escalated annually by the average three-year rate of growth in nominal GNP per 
capita. It is payable to the provinces provided the two conditions set out in 
the Canada Health Act governing extended health care services contributions are 
satisfied. 


Contributions, Deductions and Payments 


The following tables depict the contributions which have been made to the 
provinces, in terms of cash payments and tax transfers and the deductions made 
for extra-billing and user charges in 1985-86. 


Table I presents the transfers for 1985-86 only. These are not final figures, 
as the information required for the final calculations will not be available 


until 1988. 


Table II is a summary of deductions for the years 1984-1985 and 1985-1986. It 
should be noted that the Manitoba and Saskatchewan refunds were made in September 
1985 after legislation prohibiting extra-billing became effective in each 
province on August 1, 1985. 


In 1985-86 deductions were adjusted in New Brunswick, Quebec and British Columbia 
following receipt of revised information from these provinces.

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Extra-Billing/User Charges Deductions 


The Canada Health Act states: 


"that continued access to quality health care without financial or other 
barriers will be critical to maintaining and improving the health and 
well-being of Canadians". 


This principle of accessibility is reflected by specific provisions in the Act 
intended to discourage extra-billing and user charges. 


The Act stipulates that a province may qualify for a full cash contribution in 
respect of insured health services for a fiscal year, only if no payments are 
made under the provincial health care insurance plan which have been subject 
to extra-billing. Additionally, the province must not permit user charges for 
insured hospital services under the plan, except as provided for under Subsection 
19(2) respecting persons requiring chronic care and more or less permanently 
residing in a hospital. If a provincial plan does permit extra-billing or user 
charges, or both, then a mandatory deduction is to be made from the federal cash 
contribution. 


The amount of a deduction for a fiscal year is an amount that, on the basis of 
information provided by the province in accordance with the Regulations, the 
Minister of Health and Welfare determines to have been charged through 
extra-billing or user charges. Where a province does not provide the information 
according to the Regulations, the amount of the deduction is an amount that the 
Minister estimates to have been so charged pursuant to Sub-sections 20(1) and 
20(2) of the Act. 


The mandatory deduction provisions in respect of extra-billing and user charges 
took effect as of July 1, 1984. Regulations enabling the Minister to determine 
the amount of the deductions were promulgated on June 28, 1984, as _ the 
Extra-Billing and User Charges Information (1984-85) Regulations. These 
Regulations were renewed for the 1985-86 fiscal year. In accordance with Section 
20 and the Regulations, estimates of extra-billing and user charges for the 
fiscal year were established by the Minister, upon which deduction amounts were 
determined. The estimated amounts were deducted over the twelve-month period, 
and the monthly advance payments to the provinces adjusted accordingly (see Table 
IIE) ie 


Under the Regulations (1985-86), the provinces are to submit financial statements 
before December 16, 1987, showing the amounts that actually were charged through 
extra-billing and user charges during the period. Upon receipt of final 
provincial statements, the deduction amounts in respect of 1985-86 will be 
finalized. 


Sub-section 20(6) of the Act provides an incentive for the early elimination 
of these charges. Should a province end extra-billing or user charges within 
the three-year period of the coming into force of the Act, that is, before 
March 31, 1987, the total amount deducted is to be returned to the province. 


Canada Health Act - Administration 


The Canada Health Act attempts to ensure that all residents of Canada have access 
to necessary health care on a prepaid basis by establishing criteria and 
conditions for the federal government to provide financial assistance to the 
provinces. 


The Minister of Finance establishes the amounts of federal transfers for health 
care programs to which the provinces are “entitled". The Minister of Health and 
Welfare is responsible for determining the amounts of any deductions or with- 
holdings pursuant to the Canada Health Act, including those for extra-billing 
and user charges. 


On behalf of the Minister, the Health Services and Promotion Branch, National 
Health and Welfare, administers payments and ensures systematic monitoring of 
the criteria and conditions as set out in the Canada Health Act. The Branch 
carries out the consultative, communicative, analytic and administrative 
functions pertaining to the administration of the Act. 


In rare instances, residents of Canada, through no fault of their own, are unable 
to obtain coverage. The Health Insurance Supplementary Fund, which is also 
administered by the Health Services and Promotion Branch, provides for payment 
of claims in such cases. During 1985-86 all cases were resolved by, or with, 
the assistance of concerned provinces. After replenishment of the fund by the 
federal government and the provinces and territories, the closing balance, as 
of March 31, 1986, was $28,386.44. 


As well as being responsible for the administration of the Canada Health Act, 
officials co-ordinated activities and consulted with provincial counterparts 
on matters relating to the Canada Health Act, through such mechanisms as the 
Federal-Provincial Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. 
This committee serves as a continuing forum for consultation and information 
exchange between officials and consists of senior provincial and territorial 
health insurance plan officials, as well as representatives of the federal 
government. 


During fiscal year 1985-86, the Committee met twice to discuss issues related 
to the Canada Health Act, such as: 


- a comprehensive review of vital organ transplant centres; 

- the interprovincial reciprocal billing arrangement for hospital claims; 
- the feasibility of a standard out-of-province medical claim form; 

- hospital health information requirements and reporting; 


- Ongoing development of Management Information Systems (MIS) project for 
Canadian hospitals; 


- per diem rate for out-of-province patients requiring costly special devices; 
- establishment of a newborn per diem rate for out-of-province residents. 
Information 


Ministers have agreed that the most efficient approach to information exchange 
is to fully utilize and, where necessary, build upon existing joint information 
systems. The principal incremental requirement is for estimates and statements 
on extra-billing and user charges. These are provided within the framework of 
Regulations which were reviewed by the Governor in Council. Also, at the request 
of the Minister of National Health and Welfare, annual statements are provided 
by provincial Health Ministers. These statements describe operations of 
provincial plans in relation to the Canada Health Act. 
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OPERATION OF PROVINCIAL/TERRITORIAL HEALTH CARE INSURANCE PLANS 
EEE ER EE RARE INOURANCE PLANS 


Highlights 


Most provinces, during the 1985-86 period, made significant changes to the 
operation of their health insurance plans. The following is a list of some of 
the major developments. 


- Newfoundland: Effective November 1, 1985, the Medical Care Commission assumed 
the responsibility to administer the Dental Health Plan, formerly known as 
the Children's Dental Health Program. 


- Prince Edward Island: Passed a new Act, "Community Care Facilities and Nursing 
Homes Act", replacing the old "Community Care Facilities Act". The new Act 
adds the regulation of private nursing homes and government manors, and estab- 
lishes one licensing framework for these types of services. 


- New Brunswick: In October 1985, the Departments of Health and Social Services 
became the Department of Health and Community Services. 


Effective October 1985, all children up to age 16 are entitled to one major 
eye examination every two years, and children up to age 18, with a previously 
diagnosed vision problem requiring a lens prescription, are entitled to one 
major examination within each 12-month period. 


- Quebec: Passed amendments through an Order-in-Council discontinuing user 
charges for convalescent care effective April 1, 1985. The province later 
received refund of $14.032 million, being the amount withheld in respect of 
user charges. 


- Ontario: In November 1985, two new initiatives were introduced to help 
Northern Ontario residents obtain medically necessary specialist services 
which are not available in their local area. These programs are the Northern 
Health Travel Grant and the Medical Specialist Incentive Program. 


In December 1985, the Health Care Accessibility Act, Bill 94, was tabled, 
which would prohibit extra-billing in the province. 


The Assistive Devices Program, which helps disabled young people 18 years 
of age and under with the purchase of medical devices, was expanded in January 
1986, to cover disabled adults 19 to 21 years of age. 


Cleft Lip and Palate Program, which provides coverage of 75% ofthe cost fon 
dental treatment needed to correct cleft lip and palates for children and 
young adults, was implemented in January 1986. 


- Manitoba: Passed legislation eliminating extra-billing effective August iL 
1985. Province received refund of $1.270 million representing amount of 
deductions withheld from cash transfer payments since July 1, 1984, because 
of extra-billing. 


Since January 1, 1985, the Pharmacare program has a $50 deductible for applicants 
65 years of age and over and their families, and a $100 deductible for applicants 
64 years of age and younger. The program will pay 80% of the costs of eligible 
prescription drugs in excess of the deductible. 


- Saskatchewan: Passed legislation banning extra-billing effective August 1, 
1985. Received refund in amount of $2.107 million, being the amount withheld 
in respect of extra-billing. 


- Alberta: Outside Canada: In-patient: As of April 1, 1985, emergency and 
elective care services are paid according to a 3-tier payment policy. Depend- 
ing on bed capacity and type of facility, per diem rates may be $280, $365 
or $570. Out-patient: As of April 1, 1985, for emergency and elective care 
services, payments are based on Alberta rates for same services. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is operated by a division of the Department of Health 
of the province. 


The Medical Care Plan is operated by the Newfoundland Medical Care Commission, 
a public authority appointed by the provincial government and responsible to 
the Minister of Health. Both plans are non-profit and all transactions are 
audited by the Auditor General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


Insured services provided by hospitals include in-patient and out-patient 
services. In-patient services include hospitalization at ward level and all 
necessary services such as: accommodation and meals at the standard public ward 
level; necessary nursing services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic 
procedures including electrocardiographs and electroencephalographs; drugs, 
biologicals and all necessary surgical supplies; use of operating room, case 
room and anaesthetic equipment; and use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy 
facilities, where available. 


Out-patient services involve laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic 
procedures including electrocardiographs and electroencephalographs; use of 
radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, where available; out-patient and 
emergency visits; operating room facilities including supplies, plaster casts, 
drugs and medical and surgical supplies administered in hospital. 


Hospital services not covered by the Plan include: preferred accommodation at 
the patient's request; cosmetic surgery and other services deemed to be medically 
unnecessary; ambulance or other patient transportation prior to admission or 
upon discharge; private duty nursing (arranged by patient, additional to required 
services provided by hospital); non-medically required x-rays or other services 
for employment or insurance purposes; drugs and appliances issued for use after 
discharge from hospital; bedside telephones, radios or television sets for 
personal, non-teaching use; services covered by Workers' Compensation legislation 
or by other federal or provincial legislation, and services relating to thera- 
peutic abortions performed outside Canada. 
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Medical Care Plan 


Insured services include a wide range of general and specialist doctors’ 
services, when medically required, including: visits in the office, hospital 
or home; diagnosis and treatment of illness and injuries; care and treatment 
surrounding operations including anaesthesia, and radiology services. Insured 
dental services covered by the plan are those which require a hospital for their 
proper performance, as well as the administration of general anaesthesia for 
dental procedures. 


The following physician services are not covered by the plan: examinations such 
as those for employment or insurance purposes not necessitated by illness; 
cosmetic surgery; acupuncture; vaccination for travelling purposes; preparation 
of records, reports and certificates or advice by telephone; therapeutic 
abortions performed outside Canada or in non-accredited Canadian facilities; 
and services covered by Workers' Compensation legislation or other federal or 
provincial legislation. 


In addition to the basic physician services, the province also provides for one 
full optometric diagnostic examination per beneficiary per year, a children's 
dental program, a special cosmetic surgery program for teenagers and a drug 
subsidy program for seniors. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured residents of the province are entitled to coverage. No premium pay- 
ment exists. Registration under the Medical Care Plan and possession of a valid 
Medical Care Plan card are required in order to have access to insured services. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Insured persons moving to Newfoundland from other provinces or territories of 
Canada are entitled to coverage as of the first day of the third month following 
the month of arrival, whereas persons arriving from outside Canada to establish 
residence are entitled to coverage as of the day of arrival. Registration, how- 
ever, is required under the Medical Care Plan to be effective. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may be granted an extension of the 


minimum 12 months of coverage, providing satisfactory evidence is given that 
they intend to return.

Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital costs incurred in other provinces or territories are paid for through 
"Reciprocal Billing", an arrangement established between the provinces and 
territories. In-patient costs are paid at rates approved by the host province 


or territory and out-patient costs are paid at the approved standard inter- 
provincial rates. 


The costs of physicians' services incurred in other provinces or territories 
while insured residents are temporarily absent, are paid at the same rate as 
would be the case in Newfoundland, unless the service is not available in the 
province, in which case the host province rate is paid. Payment is either made 
by the plan directly to the physician who provided the service, or to the 
patient, if proof of prior payment exists. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital services are paid for at the rates ordinarily charged providing they 
are considered reasonable. Reimbursement is made directly to the provider, or 
to the patient, upon proof of payment. 


Physician services are paid at the same rate as would be paid in Newfoundland 
for the same service. If the service is not available in Newfoundland, but is 
available in another Canadian province, payment is at the rate applicable in 
that province. If the service is not available anywhere in Canada, the 
Newfoundland Medical Care Commission determines payment. 


The remuneration for hospital or medical care services is the same regardless 
of whether it is emergency or elective care. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered up 
to and including the last day of the second month following the month of arrival 
in the new location. Coverage is immediately discontinued when residents move 
permanently to other countries. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


There are no co-insurance charges for hospital services and no extra-billing 
by physicians in the province. Standard ward beds staffed and in operation 
totalled 2,167 and there were 722,762 patient days in the fiscal year. Preferred 
(private and semi-private) beds staffed and in operation totalled 873 with 
106,702 patient days. 


An incentive scheme is in place to attract physicians to remote areas and 
specialty practices. During fiscal year 1985-86, $176,957 was paid out by the 
Medical Care Plan under a contractual agreement with physicians in the Blanc 
Sablon/Labrador geographic border area and the Guaranteed Incentive Program. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals in Newfoundland are paid on the basis of operating budgets approved 
by the Hospital Services Division. Approximately one-twelfth of the total annual 
operating budget is advanced to hospitals each month, with a final settlement 
after year-end. Deficits are not accepted for reimbursement, but hospitals may 
retain a portion of any surplus under a financial incentive plan. Payments by 
the provincial plan in 1985-86 to public hospitals in Newfoundland totalled 
$282,198,000, and to contract and federal hospitals $2,394,000. For out-of- 
province hospital services, payments totalled $5,735,000. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians are paid in accordance with a fee scale. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Fees are negotiated from time to time between the provincial government and the 
Newfoundland Medical Association. 


During 1985-86, payments made by the provincial government to in-province 
physicians and surgeons on a fee-for-service basis totalled $61,618,177. Two 
specialty groups, optometry and radiology, received $6,205,638. Payment for 
dental surgeons was $711,000. Out-of-province claims by physicians and surgeons 
equalled $1,052,665. There were no payments made to dentists, optometrists or 
radiologists out-of-province. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS ) 


The provision of home care services is provided through several hospital-based 
programs as well as a traditional component of public health nursing services. 
Nursing home intermediate care and adult residential care services are provided 
in homes for special care facilities. 
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PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Both plans are administered and operated on a non-profit basis by the Hospital 
Services Commission and the Health Services Commission respectively. Both 
commissions are accountable to the provincial legislature. Accounts and trans- 
actions are audited annually by the provincial Auditor General. 


COMPREHENS IVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The Prince Edward Island Hospital Plan insures hospital services as defined under 
Section 2 of the Canada Health Act. 


The following hospital services are declared to be non-insured: personal con- 
veniences, including telephone and television; private or special duty nursing 
at the patient's or family's request; preferred accommodation at the patient's 
request; hospital services rendered in connection with surgery purely for 
cosmetic purposes; unauthorized elective services provided to PEI residents 
temporarily absent from the province; drugs, biologicals, prosthetic and orthotic 
appliances for use by an in-patient or out-patient after discharge from hospital; 
ambulance services provided to an in-patient or out-patient prior to admission 
or after discharge. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Care Plan insures all medically necessary physician services and 
surgical-dental services (e.g. surgical removal of impacted teeth, root 
resection, etc.) provided to insured persons. 


The following services are not insured: services persons are eligible for under 
other provincial or federal legislation; mileage or travel, unless approved by 
the Commission; advice or prescriptions by telephone except anticoagulant therapy 
supervision; examinations required in connection with employment, insurance, 
education, etc.; group examinations, immunizations or innoculations, unless prior 
approval received from Commission; preparation of records, reports, certificates 
or communications, except a certificate of committal to a psychiatric, drug or 
alcoholism facility; testimony in court; surgery for cosmetic purposes unless 
medically required; dental services other than those procedures included as basic 
health services; dressings, drugs, vaccines, biologicals and related materials; 
eyeglasses and special appliances; physiotherapy, chiropracty, podiatry, 
optometry, chiropody, osteopathy, psychology, naturopathy, audiology, acupuncture 


and similar treatments; services performed by another person when the supervising 
physician is not present or not available; services rendered by a physician to 
members of his/her own household unless approval is obtained from the Commission; 
laboratory or radiology services provided for under the provincial Hospital 
Insurance Act; any other services that the Commission may, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Medical Advisory Committee, declare to be non-insured. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Every person permanently residing in Prince Edward Island, with the exception 
of members of the Canadian Armed Forces (regular) and the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, who has registered under the plans and provided the Commissions with 
all such information as required, is eligible for insured services. Eligibility 
is based on permanent residency and full compliance with the interprovincial 
Agreement on Eligibility and Portability. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Every person registering for insured services under the plan becomes eligible 
on the first day of the third month following the date of establishing residence. 
Landed immigrants, repatriated Canadians, returning Canadians, returning landed 
immigrants, Canadian citizens or spouses of Canadian citizens assuming residence 
in Canada for the first time, and persons living in the province under the 
authority of a work permit issued under the Immigration Act (Canada), are 
entitled to benefits as of the date residency is established, providing registra- 
tion requirements as set out in the regulations are complied with. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


All insured persons temporarily absent in Canada will have their claims accepted 
at the rate applicable in the province where such services have been rendered 
(host province rate) providing the services rendered comply with the regulations 
regarding medical necessity. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


In the case of hospital services, when a resident is referred outside Canada 
for services available in PEI, payment is made at the rate established by the 
Commission, but must not exceed the highest per diem amount charged by hospitals 
alse) JADE 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for hospital services not available 
in PEI, but available in another province, payment is made at the rate estab- 


lished by the Commission, but must not exceed the per diem amount of the Victoria 
General Hospital, Halifax, Nova Scotia. 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for in-patient services not available 
in PEI or any other province of Canada, payment is made at a rate not to exceed 


the total amount payable for these services, including room and board and 
medically necessary hospital services. 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for out-patient services not available 
in PEI or any other province of Canada, payment is made at a rate of 100% of 
the approved hospital charges. 


In the case of a resident who is temporarily absent from the province and, as 
a result of sudden illness or accident is admitted to a hospital outside Canada, 
payment is made at a rate not to exceed $100 per day for room and board for 
standard ward, plus 75% or the balance of the account payable for insured 
services. Out-patient services under the same conditions are paid at a rate of 
75% of the approved hospital charges. 


Insured medical care services are paid at a tariff established by the Commission 
when they are considered by the Commission to be available in Canada, and are 
required as a result of a sudden illness or accident, or are approved by the 
Commission. The Commission may determine the rate for which insured services 
will be paid in cases where the services are not available in Canada and prior 
approval of the Commission has been sought. 


Payment for all out-of-Canada insured hospital and medical care services shall 
be made in Canadian funds. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents are eligible for all benefits under the plan during the interprovin- 
cially agreed waiting period. Residents permanently moving outside Canada are 
eligible for all benefits under the Plan up until the day of departure from 
Canada. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Reasonable Access 


Both plans provide for insured services on uniform terms and conditions on a 
basis that does not impede or preclude reasonable access to those services by 
insured persons. There are no co-insurance charges for hospital services or 
extra-billing by physicians in the province. 


In 1985-86, there were seven acute-care hospitals in the province with a total 
of 690 beds. Patients admitted during the fiscal year equalled 25,511 anges 


decrease from 1984-85) and total patient days were 200,211 (0.5% decrease from 
1984-85). 


Payment to Hospitals 


The Commission establishes the annual operating budget for each hospital and 
makes payment thereon primarily bi-weekly. Unbudgeted expenses are either 
adjusted by revision of budgets within the current year or are considered for 
approval after receipt of the hospital's audited financial statements. 


For fiscal year 1985-86, hospitals in the province received an estimated $53.3 
million for capital and operating expenses. Other services such as blood trans- 
fusion and ambulance services received an estimated $3.8 million. Commission 
payments for out-of-province hospital services were an estimated $7.8 million. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Each practitioner submits a claim to the Commission, along with any required 
information to substantiate the claim, as prescribed by the tariff of fees, with- 
in six months of the date on which the service was rendered. If the claim is 
in compliance with the provincial Act, payment is made to the practitioner on 
a bi-weekly basis. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Negotiations with the Medical Society of Prince Edward Island and the dental 
association have resulted in signed agreements relating to tariffs on fees for 
insured services rendered to residents, for the period April 1, 1985 to March 31, 
1986. 


During 1985-86, payments to physicians in the province were an estimated 
$18 million. For physician services provided out-of-province, the Commission 
paid approximately $1.63 million. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Adult residential care and nursing home intermediate care services are available 
chiefly in provincial government-operated manors and in licensed private nursing 


homes. These services are not provided on an insured basis, however, the 
province does absorb a significant portion of the cost of providing care to the 
residents of these types of facilities. Sponsorship is according to urgency 


of need as assessed in both functional and financial terms. 


As well, home care nursing and many other community health services are provided 
through the support of the EHCS federal block-funding contribution. 
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NOVA SCOTIA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION: 


Hospital Insurance And Medical Care Plans 


The Department of Health administers the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


The Medical Services Insurance Plan is administered and operated on a non-profit 
basis by an authority consisting of the Health Services and Insurance Commission 
and the Corporation (Maritime Medical Care Incorporated). The Corporation is 
the administrative and fiscal agent of the province for the Medical Services 
Insurance Program. Provincial legislation provides that the Commission shall 
be responsible to the Minister. The Corporation must submit to the Minister a 
report on its accounts and activities concerning the plan, for each fiscal year. 
The books, records and accounts of the Commission and the Corporation must relate 
to their duties, functions and responsibilities under the legislation. 


The Auditor General cf Nova Scotia conducts an annual audit of all records and 
books of accounts of the Department of Health of the Commission and the 
Corporation, as they pertain to both plans. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS : 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


In-patient services include: accommodation and meals at the standard ward level; 
all necessary nursing services; all laboratory, x-ray and diagnostic procedures; 
all drugs prescribed by a doctor and administered in a hospital; operating room, 
case room and anaesthetic facilities; routine surgical supplies; radiotherapy 
and physiotherapy services; and blood or therapeutic blood fractions. 


Out-patient services include: laboratory tests; diagnostic procedures involving 
radioactive isotopes; radiotherapy; physiotherapy; necessary nursing services; 
x-ray examinations; operating room and anaesthetic facilities; routine surgical 
supplies; drugs prescribed by the doctor and administered in the hospital 
out-patient department; services within the Nova Scotia Tumor Clinic; blood or 
therapeutic blood fractions; hospital services in connection with most minor 
medical and surgical procedures; day patient diabetic care; pulmonary function 
tests; inhalation therapy, haemodialysis; services other than medical provided 
by and within the Nova Scotia Hearing and Speech Clinic; and the provision and 
servicing of equipment for the treatment of enthromelalgia. 
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Uninsured hospital services include: cosmetic surgery; and the reversal of 
sterilization procedures. 


Although the province of Nova Scotia does not run a formally organized insured 
hospital-based extended care program (Type III), patients requiring care beyond 
that which can be provided in nursing homes in the province (Types I and II Care) 
may be cared for in hospitals in the province without charge. 


Medical Care Plan 


Insured services are defined as "all services rendered by physicians which are 
medically required or which are deemed by the Commission to be medically 
required". Certain dental-surgical procedures medically required to be rendered 
in a hospital are also insured, such as surgical removal of teeth and the expo- 
sure of a tooth for orthodontic treatment. 


Uninsured services include: services a person is eligible for under the Worker's 
Compensation Act or under any other Act; mileage, travelling or detention time; 
telephone advice or prescriptions; examinations required by third parties; group 
immunization or innoculation unless approved by the Commission; preparation of 
certificates or reports; testimony in a court; laboratory or radiological 
services rendered in Nova Scotia; services in connection with an E.C.G., electro- 
myogram or E.E.G., unless the physician is a specialist in the appropriate 
specialty; cosmetic surgery; and reversal of tubal ligation or vasectomy. 


The following programs, beyond the basic insured services, are provided in Nova 
Scotia; vision analyses by optometrists; drug program for residents 65 years 
of age and over; program for sufferers of cystic fibrosis; drug program for those 
suffering from diabetes insipidus related to the pituitary gland; program of 
drugs for cancer patients; dental services for children born on or after 
January 1, 1967, to age 16, or for students registered with the school for the 
blind; dental program for patients with cleft lip/cleft palate; and prosthetic 
services program. 


UNIVERSALITY 
Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The legislation provides that all residents of the province are entitled to 
receive insured hospital services as well as being insured in respect of payment 
of the cost of insured medical services to the extent of the tariffs upon uniform 
terms and conditions. This provision ensures entitlement to coverage of 100% 
of the residents of the province. A resident is defined as "a person who is 
legally entitled to remain in Canada and who makes his home and is ordinarily 
present in Nova Scotia, but does not include a tourist, a transient, or a visitor 
to Nova Scotia". Eligibility for benefits for residents does not depend upon 
prior registration. 
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PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Minimum Residency 


Persons from elsewhere in Canada establishing permanent residence in the province 
are eligible for insured health services on the first day of the third month 
immediately following the month in which they become residents of Nova Scotia. 
This is in compliance with the Agreement on Eligibility and Portability. 


First day coverage is available for certain residents including landed 
immigrants, discharged members of the Canadian Armed Forces, and returning 
Canadians. As well, immediate coverage on a retroactive basis is provided to 
persons from outside Canada who are in the province on work permits for periods 
of 12 months or longer. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Nova Scotia participates in the Reciprocal Billing Arrangement; hospital and 
medical care services are paid for as per the tariff of the host province. The 
patient may either pay the physician directly for medical care services and then 
claim reimbursement from the plan or the patient may assign the right of payment 
to the physician. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Under the Hospital Insurance Plan, referrals, accidents or emergency services 
are paid at the rate of $100.00 per day plus 75% of the balance. Residents may 
either pay the hospital account and claim reimbursement for the insured amount 
from the plan or arrange to have payment of the insured portion paid directly 
to the hospital concerned. Elective services are not insured except in special 
circumstances. 


Under the Medical Services Insurance Plan, referrals, accidents or emergency 
services are paid at the Nova Scotia tariff plus 75% of the difference. Elective 
services are paid at the Nova Scotia tariff. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada continue to be covered 
for insured services for a period of up to three months after departure, plus 
reasonable travelling time. 


Residents of Nova Scotia permanently moving outside Canada lose coverage the 
day of departure from the province. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 
There are no user charges or extra charges applicable under either plan. 


Over 90% of the population lives within 30 minutes travel time of the 50 provin- 
cial hospitals. A system of regional hospitals throughout the province provides 
specialty services to residents, in addition to the major tertiary care services 
in Halifax. 


The province has placed no restrictions or limitations on the number of physi- 
cians who may bill the plan. Subsidies are available to encourage physicians 
to locate in remote areas of the province. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals are paid for insured services via a budgetary process whereby they 
submit their budget estimates to the Minister, who is authorized by Regulations 
to review and analyze these estimates. Approved estimates form the basis upon 
which payments are made by the plan to the hospitals each year. In 1985-86, there 
were a total of 5,594 hospital beds in Nova Scotia. Department of Health expendi- 
tures for general hospital services were $496,772,800. Total admissions to 
hospitals were 159,041. Patient days in hospital totalled 1,445,332. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Payments to physicians for insured services rendered to residents are made on 
a fee-for-service basis in the vast majority of cases. Some insured services 
are rendered by salaried physicians in institutions. 


Total payments for physician services during fiscal year 1985-86 amounted to 
$166,827,751 of which $6,383,718 was for salaried and sessional payments, and 
$310,727 was paid out for out-of-province hospital out-patient and diagnostic 
services. 


Payments to dentists for insured dental-surgical services totalled $2,078,977. 


Reasonable Compensation 


The Health Services and Insurance Act empowers the Commission to negotiate 
compensation for insured medical and dental services with the Medical Society 
and the Dental Association, and to participate in any process of final offer 
arbitration in respect of issues of compensation not resolved by negotiation. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES 


Adult residential care and nursing home intermediate care services are provided 
by a system of homes for special care of various types. These programs are 
operated under the authority of the provincial Department of Social Services. 
As required, subsidies are provided through the Department in cases of financial 
need. 


Home health care is provided by community health nurses with homemaking and other 
services not provided by health professionals subsidized through the Department 
of Social Services. 


Home parenteral nutrition is provided as an out-patient service under the 
Hospital Insurance Plan. 


NEW BRUNSWICK 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 
Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Both plans are administered by the Department of Health and Community Services 
on a non-profit basis and are subject to audits of their accounts and financial 
transactions by the provincial Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The in-patient services to which insured persons are entitled correspond to those 
cited in the Canada Health Act. The out-patient services include laboratory, 
diagnostic and radiology procedures where available, and the hospital component 
of other out-patient services except patent medicines, take home drugs, third 
party requests for diagnostic services, visits for the administration of drugs, 
vaccines or biologicals, and any service not included in the provincial schedule 
of insured physicians' services. 


Services are not insured if provided to persons entitled under other Statutes. 


Beyond these services, the province also provides a prescription drug program 
for residents aged 65 and over, a Senior's Health Benefits Program, as well as 
other services as noted in the section on Extended Health Care Services. 


Medical Care Plan 


Insured health services are defined as all medically required services rendered 
by a medical practitioner, certain medically required services rendered by 
qualified dental practitioners in an approved hospital, and limited optometric 
services. 


The following services are not covered by the plan: elective plastic surgery 
or other services, when done for cosmetic purposes; medicines, drugs, materials, 
surgical supplies or prosthetic devices; advice or prescription renewal by 
telephone, except as provided in the schedule of payments; examination of medical 
records or certificates; immunization, examinations or certificates for purposes 
of travel, employment, immigration, or insurance, or at the request of a third 
party; other services required by hospital regulations or medical laws; dental 
services provided by a medical practitioner; distance or travelling time, except 
as provided in the schedule of payments; testimony in a court or before any other 
tribunal; services provided by medical practitioners to members of their 
immediate family; psychoanalysis; electrocardiogram where not performed by a 
specialist in internal or pediatric medicine; laboratory procedures not included 
as part of an examination or consultation fee; the fitting and supplying of 


eyeglasses or contact lenses; trans-sexual surgery; acupuncture; and complete 
medical examinations where performed for the purposes of periodic check-up and 
not for medically necessary purposes. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured persons of the province are entitled to coverage. The following 
persons, whether residents or not, are not entitled to coverage: regular members 
of the Canadian Armed Forces; members of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Force; 
persons serving a prison term in a penitentiary maintained by the Government 
of Canada, or persons from another province who are in New Brunswick for 
educational purposes and who are eligible for coverage under their provincial 
plan. 


In order to be entitled to insured services, a beneficiary and his/her dependents 
must register. Upon registration, eligible persons are issued a New Brunswick 
Hospital-Medicare card bearing the resident's name, address, date of birth and 
medicare number. This card must be produced when requesting services from a 
medical practitioner or a medical facility. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


A person is eligible to become a beneficiary under the health plan on the first 
day of the third month following the month of arrival in the province when enter- 
ing from another province. The following groups may be eligible for first day 
coverage when full time residence in New Brunswick is established: members of 
the Canadian Armed Forces, RCMP and penitentiary prisoners upon discharge in 
New Brunswick; non-Canadian spouses of Canadian residents assuming residence 
in Canada for the first time; landed immigrants; repatriated Canadians; returning 
Canadians; returning landed immigrants and Canadian citizens establishing resi- 
dence in Canada for the first time. 


An eligible person may be "temporarily" absent from the province for the purpose 
of vacations, visits or business arrangements, however, this should not exceed 
12 consecutive months, unless approved by the Director of Medicare. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital in-patient services will be paid at the rate approved by the relevant 
province's hospital insurance plan. Out-patient services are paid at the standard 
out-patient rate established by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and 
Medical Services. Payment may be made to the person directly, the facility 


involved in the provision of the services, or, if a reciprocal agreement exists 
between the provinces, New Brunswick will pay the province. 


Insured medical care services defined as not available in New Brunswick shall 
be paid at the host province rate. Services available within the province are 
paid at the New Brunswick rate. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital in-patient services available in New Brunswick are paid at an all 
inclusive rate’ based on the average ward rate of the three largest New Brunswick 
hospitals. Payment for in-patient services defined as not available in the 
province is calculated based on the average ward rate of three major Canadian 
hospitals, selected by the Medical Director. Out-patient services are paid at 
the standard out-patient rate established by the Advisory Committee on 
Institutional and Medical Services. 


Medical care services listed as not available in New Brunswick shall be paid 
at the amount under either the Medical Services Plan of the province of Ontario 
or the province of Quebec, at the Medical Director's discretion. Services avail- 
able in New Brunswick shall be paid at the New Brunswick medical fee schedule 
rate. 


Payment of out-of-Canada insured services is in Canadian funds. 
Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered up 
to and including the last day of the second month following the month of arrival 
in the new province. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Possession of a New Brunswick Hospital-Medicare card entitles eligible persons 
to insured services. 


There are no user charges for hospital in-patient services; however, excluding 
persons 65 years of age and over, authorized charges for general out-patient 
services are $6.00/visit, or $3.00/visit for social assistance recipients and 
persons requiring respiratory technological services. Hospital statistics stor 
1985-86 are as follows: number of patient days - 1,789,999; number of admissions 
- 126,714; number of separations - 126,738; number of emergency visits - 874,104. 


Medical care statistics for 1985-86: 4,218,121 services were provided on a fee- 
for-service basis by in-province general practitioners and specialists. OQut—-of - 
province physicians provided 129,608 services, for a total of 4,347,729 services. 


Payment to Hospitals 


New Brunswick hospitals receive an annual global budget to provide approved 
services. Payments are made to the hospitals on a bi-monthly basis. Total 
expenditures for insured hospital services in-province and out-of-province 
amounted to $386,390,800 in 1985-86. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Medical practitioners must submit a claim containing the required information 
regarding the patient and the services provided. A medical practitioner wishing 
to practice under the Medical Services Act must make application to the Minister. 
Selective opting-out on a case-by-case basis is permitted, which results in a 
small amount of extra-billing. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Compensation for medical practitioners is based on the schedule of fees of the 
New Brunswick Medical Society. A fee for those services not included in this 
schedule is determined by the Director of the Medical Plan in consultation with 
the Society. During 1985-86, payments made on a fee-for-service basis to in- 
province general practitioners and specialists totalled $86,710,484. Out-of- 
province physician payments totalled $4,731,735 for a total of $91,442,219. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Nursing home care in respect of adults is provided as a non-insured service under 
the authority of the Department of Health and Community Services. 


Home health care is provided through the Extra-Mural Hospital Program, by public 
health nurses or through the purchasing of nursing services. 
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QUEBEC 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is administered by the Department of Health and 
Social Services. 


The Health Insurance Plan is operated by the Régie de l'assurance-maladie du 
Québec, a public authority appointed by the provincial government and responsible 
to the Minister of Health and Social Services. Both plans are operated on a non- 
profit basis, and all accounts and transactions are audited by the Auditor 
General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The network of establishments under the Department of Health and Social Services 
includes hospital centres, and some local community services centres. 


Hospital centres are divided into two classes for the treatment of physical and 
mental illness: Short-Term Hospital Centres which provide short-term as well 
as convalescent care and Extended Care Hospital Centres, providing care and 
treatment on a continuous basis for a period averaging more than 90 days. 


Insured in-patient services are provided in short term and extended care hospital 
centres whereas out-patient services are available only in short term hospital 
centres. 


Insured in-patient services include: accommodation and meals at the standard 
ward level, nursing, diagnostic and therapeutic services, use of operating rooms, 
medications, prostheses or ortheses, biological products, radiotherapy, physio- 
therapy and services rendered by hospital staff. 


Out-patient services cover clinical services for psychiatric care, including 
electroconvulsive, insulin and behaviour therapies, emergency care, minor 
surgery, radiotherapy, diagnostic services, physiotherapy and other services 
or examinations required under Quebec legislation. 


Medical Care Plan 


The services insured by this plan include: medical and surgical services provided 
by physicians; and oral surgery performed by dentists in hospital centres. 


Beyond basic insured services, the plan also covers optometric services; dental 
care for children under 16; dental care and dental prostheses for social aid 
beneficiaries; prostheses, orthopaedic apparatuses and their accessories; breast 
prostheses, ocular prostheses, hearing aids; ostomy appliances, prescribed drugs 
for the elderly (65 and over) and social aid beneficiaries. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Registration with the hospital insurance plan is not required. Registration with 
the Régie de l'assurance-maladie or proof of residence is sufficient to establish 
eligibility. All residents of Quebec must be registered with the Régie de 
l'assurance-maladie to be admissible to the health insurance plan. No premium 
payment exists. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Insured persons moving to Quebec from other provinces or territories in Canada 
are entitled to coverage under the Quebec Health Insurance Plan when benefits 
under the province of origin cease, provided they register with the Régie de 
l'assurance-maladie. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province, e.g., students, trainees, civil 
servants, employees of non-profit organizations with head offices in Canada and 
employed abroad in programs recognized by the Minister of Health and Social 
Services, and persons absent for less than 12 consecutive months may also main- 
tain their coverage, provided the Board is notified. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital costs incurred in other provinces or territories are paid for through 
"reciprocal billing", an arrangement established between the provinces and terri- 
tories. In-patient costs are paid at standard ward rates approved by the host 
province or territory and out-patient costs are paid at approved standard inter- 
provincial rates. 


The costs of physician services incurred in other provinces or territories while 
insured residents are temporarily absent are paid at the lesser of the amount 
actually paid or the rate that would be paid for the same services in Quebec. 
Where such services are not available in Quebec, the full cost is reimbursed 
as long as treatment is recommended by two physicians and received prior approval 
from the Régie. 
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Payment Arrangements Out -of-Canada 


The costs of hospital in-patient and out-patient services provided out-of-Canada 
are reimbursed by the Régie in emergencies only. Up to $700.00 is reimbursed 
in full and 50% of any amount in excess. 


These conditions are waived for certain beneficiaries, for example, students, 
trainees, civil servants, and employees of non-profit organizations residing 
temporarily out-of-Canada, where the rate of payment is 100% of costs incurred 
for emergency hospital care and 75% for non-emergency hospital services. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered for 
up to three months after leaving the province. 


Coverage is immediately discontinued when residents move permanently to another 
country. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Everyone has the right to receive adequate health care services without any kind 
of impediment. 


There is no extra-billing by physicians in the province. While the majority of 
physicians practise within the provincial plan, Quebec allows for two other 
options: physicians who have withdrawn from the plan practise outside the plan 
but must agree to remuneration in accordance with the provincial fee schedule; 
and non-participating physicians who practise outside the plan entirely, so that 
neither they, nor their patients, receive reimbursement from the plan, except 
for emergency services. 


Payment to Hospitals 


The contract established between the Minister of Health and Social Services and 
a hospital centre provides for payment by the Minister to the hospital centre 
in respect of the cost of insured services provided. 


In 1985-86, payments to hospitals in and outside the province for insured 
services totalled about $4.3 billion. 


System of Payment 


Physicians are paid in accordance with a fee schedule. Physicians who have with- 
drawn are paid directly by the patient in accordance with the fee schedule. The 
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patient in turn collects from the Plan. Non-participating physicians are paid 
directly by the patients according to the amount charged. 


For fiscal year 1985-86, payments to physicians, dentists and other practitioners 
amounted to about $1.3 billion for medical services rendered both in and outside 
the province. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Provision is made in law for reasonable compensation for all insured health 
services rendered by medical practitioners or dentists. The Minister may enter 
an agreement with the bodies representing any class of professionals in the 
health care field, prescribing a different remuneration for medical services 
where the number of professionals is insufficient. The Minister may also provide 
a different remuneration for physicians during the first years of practice 
according to the territory of practice and the nature of activities. These 
provisions are preceded by consultation with bodies representing health 
professionals. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Nursing home intermediate care and adult residential care services are provided 
by home care centres (les centres d'accueil ou d'hébergement) with admission 
coordinated through a regional admission system. Local community services centres 
(C.L.S.C.) receive individuals, evaluate their care requirements and either 
arrange for the provision of such services as day care or home care or refer 
the individual to the appropriate agency. 
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ONTARIO 


The Ontario Health Insurance Plan (OHIP) combines both hospital and medical care. 
The Plan incorporates all the features of a “health care insurance plan" as 
defined in the Canada Health Act. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


The insured health program in Ontario is operated on a non-profit basis by an 
administrative unit of the Ministry of Health established under the Health 
Insurance Act to provide insurance in respect of the cost of services in 
hospitals and health facilities, by physicians and by other health care practi- 
tioners. The accounts and transactions are audited by the Provincial Auditor 
and are published in the Public Accounts of Ontario. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Insured in-patient hospital services are as follows: standard ward accommodation 
and meals; necessary nursing services; laboratory, radiological and other diag- 
nostic procedures; drugs, biologicals and related preparations; use of operating 
rooms, obstetrical, delivery room, and anaesthetic facilities. Most out-patient 
services are insured, including: laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic 
procedures; use of radiotherapy, occupational therapy, physiotherapy and speech 
therapy facilities; diet counselling; and haemophiliac programs. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges for preferred accommoda- 
tion unless prescribed by a physician; charges for private duty nursing; and 
in-province hospital visits solely for the administration of drugs other than 
anti-rabies injections. 


In addition to the insured hospital benefits, Ontario also covers mental health 
services, including the operation of provincial psychiatric hospitals, the 
residential component of the Homes for Special Care Program and ambulance 
services. 


Insured medical services include all services provided by physicians that are 
medically necessary. Insured physician services in facilities, physicians' 
offices or in a patient's home include: diagnosis and treatment of medical 
disabilities and conditions; medical examinations and tests; surgical procedures; 
maternity care; anaesthesia; and radiology and laboratory services in approved 
facilities; immunization, injections and tests. 


Insured dental services include: repair of traumatic injuries; surgical incision; 
excision of tumors and cysts; treatment of fractures; homegrafts; implants; allo- 
plastic reconstructions and medically necessary odontectomies performed in a 
hospital. 


Other insured health services include: oculo-visual assessments by optometrists; 
a drug benefit program for the elderly and those receiving social asssistance; 
and, with some limitations, the services of chiropractors, osteopaths, chiro- 
podists and physiotherapy clinics. 


Uninsured services include: preparation of records, reports, certificates, 
communications, court testimonies; eyeglasses, prostheses, orthopaedic assistive 
devices and aids except those designated by the Assistive Devices Program; 
transportation charges except those covered by the Northern Health Travel Grant; 
medical examinations required for employment, life insurance, admission to camp 
or recreational activities; cosmetic surgery; acupuncture; and psychological 
testing. 


UNIVERSALITY 


All residents, with the exception of members of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, members of the Canadian Armed Forces and inmates of penitentiaries, who 
make their home and are ordinarily present in Ontario are eligible for coverage 
subject to certain waiting periods (see Portability section). 


Every resident of Ontario is required to register him/herself and dependants 
and to pay prescribed premium payments. All insured hospital, medical and in- 
hospital dental services, to which federal contributions are related, are avail- 
able to Ontario residents on uniform terms and conditions. 


Residents 65 years of age and over, their spouses and dependants are exempt from 
premium payment. Residents requiring financial assistance may obtain premium 
relief or assistance. 


PORTABILITY 


Minimum Residency 


Benefits are available within three months of establishing residency and upon 
payment of premiums. 


Coverage is available to the following persons, upon payment of the first 
premium, as long as it is made within the prescribed period of time applicable 
to each category: persons from other provinces, where eligibility under their 
provincial health insurance plan has ceased; discharged members of the Canadian 
Armed Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police; inmates discharged from 
penitentiaries; missionaries returning to Canada; students returning to Canada 
within one year of departure; landed immigrants; and foreign students enrolled 
in an Ontario educational institution for more than one year. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Ontario participates in reciprocal agreements with all other provinces or terri- 
tories for insured hospital in and out-patient services. Payment is at the in- 


patient rate of the plan in the province where hospitalization occurs. Ontario 
pays the standard out-patient charges authorized by the Advisory Committee on 
Institutional and Medical Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the same rate as would be paid in Ontario 
for the same service. Ontario supports the use of the standard claim form for 
billing of medical claims. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of -Canada 


Emergency hospital care or elective hospital care not available in Canada is 
paid at 100% standard ward rate of the providing hospital. Elective hospital 
care which is available in Canada is paid at 75% of ward rate. 


Insured medical and dental care services received outside Canada are paid up 
to the Ontario rate. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Ontario residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are entitled to 
benefits until coverage of another provincial health insurance plan takes effect, 
or up to the first day of the third month after departure. Ontario residents 
moving permanently outside of Canada are entitled to insured services up to the 
fourth month following their departure. 


ACCESSIBILITY 
Reasonable Access 


All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital and medical services 
to which federal contributions relate. No resident will be refused insured health 
services because of financial difficulties. 


Public hospitals in Ontario are required to accept persons admitted to hospitals 
by a physician. A user charge in respect of chronic hospital care applies, and 
it is permissible by virtue of Section 19(2) of the Canada Health Act. Income 
exemption provisions ensure access to those in financial need. 


Reasonable access to physician services is ensured by an adequate supply of 
physicians. The physician-to-population ratio in 1985 was 1:495. An Underserviced 
Area Program is aimed at providing residents of rural and remote areas of the 
province with improved access to general physician services. Two programs enhance 
access to health services for residents of Northern Ontario: the Northern Medical 
Specialist Incentive Program provides financial assistance to specialists 
locating their practice in Northern Ontario; and the Northern Health Travel Grant 
financially assists patients who must travel more than 300 kilometres one way 
to receive hospital and medical specialist services. 


Financial barriers limiting access to the insured services of physicians, 
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dentists and optometrists will be removed with the passage of the Health Care 
Accessibility Act (Bill 94) which is anticipated in the spring Session. Physi- 
cians and optometrists, who bill their patients directly, and dentists may not 
charge nor accept payment for more than the amount payable under the Plan for 
rendering an insured service to an insured person. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Public general hospitals in the province are paid on a budget basis including 
all reasonable costs for insured services. The Ontario budget system is a pro- 
spective reimbursement system incorporating annual increases to the grants to 
reflect the effects of inflation, workload increases, introduction of approved 
new programs, and cost increases in respect of growth in volume of specific 
designated life-support programs. Payments are made to hospitals on a semi- 
monthly basis. 


In 1985-86, Ontario paid hospitals and contract facilities an estimated $4.6 
billion for insured services. Payments to hospitals out-of-province totalled 
$79.3 million for insured services provided to Ontario residents. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Insured services provided by physicians and dentists in the province are paid 
on a fee-for-service system, according to the Schedule of Benefits in the Health 
Insurance Act and Regulation 452, (Schedules 15, 16, 18, 19, 20). Physicians 
elect to opt in and bill the plan for all services, or opt out and bill the 
patient for all services. Opted-out physicians in Ontario have the option to 
bill OHIP directly for certain specified groups of patients and through an 
associated medical group for services rendered in public hospitals, nursing homes 
and other institutions. 


Payments to physicians, dentists, and other health care practitioners totalled 
$2.6 billion in 1985-86. 


Reasonable Compensation 


The Joint Committee on Physicians' Compensation is composed of representatives 
from the Ontario Medical Association and the Provincial Government, and a neutral 
chairman. Agreements acceptable to both parties regarding global adjustments 
to the OHIP Schedule of Benefits are aimed at; however, in instances of impasse, 
the Chairman may be asked to act as fact-finder. 


Representatives of government and the Ontario Dental Association negotiate agree- 
ments on adjustments to the OHIP Schedule of Benefits which cover insured dental 
services provided in hospital. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Extended health care services in Ontario include long-term institutional care 
for adults as provided through the Extended Care and Homes for the Aged Programs, 
and both the acute and chronic care components of home care through which such 
supplemental features as home renal dialysis and hyperalimentation are provided. 
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MANITOBA 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan is a combined hospital and medical 
care plan. The Plan incorporates all the features of a "health care insurance 
plan" as defined in the Canada Health Act. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


The insured health program in Manitoba is administered by the Manitoba Health 
Services Commission which is a non-profit agency of government established under 
the Health Services Insurance Act, to provide insurance in respect of the cost 
of hospital services, medical services and other health services. 


The Commission is required to submit an annual report to the Minister of Health 
including an audited balance sheet and audited statement of operating revenues 
and expenditures. The accounts and transactions are audited by the Auditor 
General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Insured hospital services are as follows: standard ward accommodation and meals; 
necessary nursing services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic proce- 
dures; drugs, biologicals and related preparations; use of operating room, case 
room and anaesthetic facilities; routine surgical supplies; radiotherapy, physio- 
therapy, occupational and speech therapy. Most out-patient services are insured. 
In some cases, the hospital may charge for take home supplies of drugs and 
dressings. 


There are also a number of programs for which the Government of Canada does not 
make financial contributions. These include Pharmacare, certain chiropractic 
and optometric services, northern patient transportation, air ambulance and an 
ambulance grant program. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges for preferred accommoda- 
tion; charges for private nurses; personal services such as television, radio, 
telephone, etc.; and laboratory and x-ray procedures performed in facilities 
not approved by the Commission. 


Insured physician services in facilities, physicians' offices or in a patient's 
home include: diagnosis and treatment of medical disabilities and conditions; 
medical examinations and tests; surgical procedures; maternity care; anaesthesia; 
x-rays and laboratory services in approved facilities; immunizations, injections 
and tests. Insured dental services when provided by a registered dental surgeon 
or a registered oral surgeon in hospital only, include: surgical removal of 
impacted teeth; surgical removal of any teeth where a hospital is required; 


repair of traumatic injuries to soft tissue in and around the mouth; and, in 
cases of emergency or at the special request of a medical practitioner, perform- 
ing or assisting a medical practitioner in the closed reduction of fractures 
of mandible or maxilla. 


Uninsured medical services include: examinations and reports for reasons of 
employment, insurance, attendance at university, etc., or performed at the 
request of a third party; group immunization or other group services except where 
authorized by the Commission; services provided by a medical practitioner to 
his/herself or any dependent; preparation of records, reports, certificates or 
communications; mileage, travelling time, advice by telephone, or testimony in 
court; services provided by psychologists, chiropodists, naturopaths, 
podiatrists, and other practitioners not provided for in legislation. 


UNIVERSALITY 


All residents, with the exception of members of the Canadian Armed Forces, 
members of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and inmates of penitentiaries, who 
make their home and are ordinarily present in Manitoba, are eligible for coverage 
subject to certain waiting periods (see Portability section). Every resident 
of Manitoba is required to register him/herself and dependents. All insured 
hospital, medical and in-hospital dental services to which federal contributions 
are related, are available to Manitoba residents on uniform terms and conditions. 


PORTABILITY 


Minimum Residency 


Benefits are available on the first day of the third month following the month 
of arrival in Manitoba for persons from another province. Persons arriving from 
out-of-Canada are insured on date of arrival in Manitoba. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may continue as insured persons 
for up to twelve months. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Manitoba has a reciprocal billing arrangement with all other provinces and 
territories for insured in and out-patient hospital services. Payment is at the 
in-patient rate of the plan in the province where hospitalization occurs. 
Manitoba pays the standard out-patient charges authorized by the Advisory 
Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the rate of the plan in which services 
are provided (host province rate). 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Emergency hospital care, or hospital care which, in the opinion of the 
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Commission, could not have been provided adequately in Manitoba, is paid at the 
greater of 75% of the hospital's charges for the service or an average daily 
rate based on the cost of such services in Manitoba hospitals of comparable size. 
In cases of demonstrated financial hardship, the Commission is authorized to 
pay more than normal benefits. The Commission does not normally pay for out-of- 
Canada elective care that is available in Manitoba. 


Insured medical and dental services received outside Canada are paid up to the 
Manitoba rate, when: required due to accident or sudden illness; in the 
Commission's opinion could not be adequately provided in Manitoba; provided to 
a person named in an out-of-province certificate; or provided to an insured 
resident temporarily employed or studying outside of the country. Approval of 
the Commission must be obtained in other cases. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Manitoba residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are entitled to 
benefits up to the last day of the second month following the month of arrival 
in their new place of residence. Reciprocal agreements exist with all the 
provinces and territories to ensure there is no gap in continuity of coverage 
for necessary hospital and physician services. 


Manitoba residents moving to another country are entitled to insured benefits 
up to the last day of the second month following the date of departure from 
Manitoba. 


ACCESSIBILITY 
Reasonable Access 


All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital and medical services 
to which federal contributions relate. 


Manitoba states that it compares favourably to the national average with respect 
to hospital beds available to residents, including beds in teaching hospitals. 


As well, Manitoba states that it compares favourably to the national average 
with respect to population per physician. Incentive programs currently exist 
in order to attract physicians to some rural areas and to some specialties that 
are experiencing a shortage of physicians; the Standing Committee on Medical 
Manpower continues to address the issue. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Public general hospitals in the province are paid on a budget basis including 
all reasonable costs for insured services. 


Total Commission expenditures for hospital services during fiscal year 1985-86 
amounted to $623,646,000. This includes payments to federal hospitals in the 


amount of $1,213,000; $10,697,000 to contract facilities and Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Services; $12,083,000 to hospitals outside the province; and 
$599,653,000 to public general hospitals. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians in the province are paid on the basis of a fee schedule negotiated 
annually with the Manitoba Medical Association. Legislation was enacted effec- 
tive August 1, 1985, prohibiting extra-billing. 


The Commission's expenditures for medical services in 1985-86 totalled 
$202,138,000, including medical fee-for-service, salary, private laboratory and 
x-ray facilities, as well as oral, dental and periodontal surgery. 


Reasonable Compensation 


During 1985 the Commission reached an agreement with the Manitoba Medical 
Association containing a provision for mediation-arbitration for a three-year 
trial period commencing April 1, 1986, with respect to fee increases, in the 
event the Commission and the medical association are unable to negotiate a fee 
increase that is mutually acceptable. 


Fees for insured dental services are negotiated with the Manitoba Dental 
Association. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Through the provisions of the Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan, coverage 
is provided for persons residing in Personal Care Homes. Benefits under the 
program include: accommodation at the standard ward level; meals, including 
special and therapeutic diets; necessary nursing services; routine medical and 
surgical supplies; prescribed drugs, biologicals and related preparations 
approved by the Plan; physiotherapy and occupational therapy services; routine 
laundry and linen services; other goods and services approved by the Plan. 
Residents of personal care homes pay a daily residential charge which was $16.60 
on March 31, 1986. 


As well, through the provisions of the Home Care Program, a wide variety of 
services are provided to persons in their own homes, and include: health and 
personal care services; therapy services (including home oxygen therapy); and 
home diaiysis. 


Coordinated with the Personal Care Home Program, Home Care also provides 
residents with adult day care and respite care services. 
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SASKATCHEWAN 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan is administered on a non-profit basis 
by the Provincial Department of Health. Saskatchewan Health is responsible to 
the provincial government through the Saskatchewan Minister of Health. The 
Saskatchewan Hospitalization Fund, through which the plan is financed, is audited 
annually by the provincial auditor who submits a report to the Minister of Health 
which is tabled in the Saskatchewan legislature. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan is administered on a non-profit 
basis by the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission. The Commission is 
responsible to the provincial government through the Saskatchewan Minister of 
Health. The Medical Care Insurance Fund is also audited by the provincial 
auditor. 


COMPREHENS IVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


A comprehensive range of insured services is provided by hospitals through the 
Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan. Insured services include: public ward 
accommodation; necessary nursing services; operating and case room facilities; 
surgical dressings and casts, as well as other required surgical materials and 
appliances; x-ray, laboratory and other diagnostic procedures, with necessary 
interpretations; radiotherapy; anaesthetic agents and the use of anaesthesia 
equipment; physio-therapeutic procedures; all other services rendered by individ- 
uals who receive any remuneration from the hospital; and all drugs, biologicals 
and related preparations administered in hospital and approved by the Minister. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan, either in 
province or out-of-province include: Level IV Extended Care; private and semi- 
private accommodation when chosen by the patient; services of persons not 
employed by the hospital; custodial care whether provided in hospital or at home, 
or care and treatment in institutions primarily concerned with mental or nervous 
disorders; cosmetic surgery, with certain exceptions; certain drugs, biologicals 
and related preparations; transportation costs (ambulance services), except 
between hospitals within the same Saskatchewan city; authorized user charges 
(co-insurance) applied by British Columbia hospitals; services provided outside 
Canada for the treatment of cancer involving the use of cancer treatment drugs 
or procedures not approved in Canada; and take home drugs and appliances. 


In addition to insured hospital services, the plan also funds directly, or 
through grants to hospitals, a variety of other agencies, programs and activities 
including: The Saskatchewan Cancer Foundation; the Canadian Red Cross Society; 
community clinics; osteopathic services; and physical therapy facilities. 


Medical Care Plan 


A comprehensive range of insured services is provided by medical practitioners 
and dentists. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan, either 
in province or out-of-province include: travelling; advice by telephone; surgery 
for cosmetic purposes with exceptions; and any mental or physical examination 
for the purpose of employment, insurance, judicial proceedings, etc. 


In addition to insured physician and dental services, the Medical Care Insurance 
Plan also covers visit and x-ray services by chiropractors and certain eye 
examinations by optometrists. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured persons, as prescribed by the Saskatchewan Hospitalization Act and 
Regulations, are entitled to make use of services provided through the plan. 
A person must be a resident of the province, that is, someone legally entitled 
to remain in Canada, who makes his home and is ordinarily present in the province 
or any other person declared by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council to be a 
resident, in order to become a beneficiary eligible for insured medical services. 
Eligibility for benefits for residents is solely dependent upon registration. 
No premiums are levied. 


The following persons are ineligible for benefits: students from another 
province or territory entitled or eligible to benefits in their home province; 
members of the R.C.M.P.; members of the regular forces of the Canadian Armed 


Forces; and persons serving a term of imprisonment in a federal penitentiary. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period for residents to be eligible to receive insured 
services does not exceed three months. 


Persons entitled to first day coverage for insured health services include: 
newborns; abandoned children; adopted children; members of the Canadian Armed 


Forces upon discharge, members of the R.C.M.P. upon release from duty; parolees 
and penitentiary prisoners upon discharge; prisoners in a provincial (municipal) 
jail; landed immigrants; in-patients of a mental hospital or faciirty. = tand 
persons nominated under the Saskatchewan Assistance Act. 


A resident continues to be eligible for benefits during periods of temporary 
absence providing that: the person is physically present in Saskatchewan for 
at least four months of each year; the person is in full time attendance at an 
educational institution outside the province and is intending to return to main- 
tain residence in Saskatchewan within 60 days of completion of studies; the 
person is employed outside Canada under a contractual agreement for a period 
not exceeding 24 months and intends to continue residing in the province upon 
completion of the contract; or the person is ordinarily physically present in 
Saskatchewan but is temporarily absent from the province for not more than 12 
consecutive months for the purpose of a vacation, visit, business engagement 
or employment. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


The Hospital Plan pays for insured hospital services at the provider province 
rates. A common claim form is used by the out-of-province hospital to bill its 
provincial hospital insurance plan, which in turn bills the Saskatchewan Hospital 
Services Plan. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan pays for insured medical services 
at rates customarily paid to Saskatchewan physicians. Out-of-province physicians 
can bill the plan through the use of the Standard Claim Form or they may directly 
bill the patient who can obtain reimbursement from the Saskatchewan plan. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of -Canada 


The hospital plan pays at the Saskatchewan rate providing that the service is 
recognized as an insured hospital service in Saskatchewan. Beneficiaries may 
pay for service directly or have the bill forwarded to the Saskatchewan Hospital 
Services Plan. 


The medical care plan pays for emergency medical services at rates approved in 
Saskatchewan. Payment can be made either to the patient or the physician after 
acceptable documentation is received by the plan. 


Physician services not available in Saskatchewan may be eligible for special 
coverage if a specialist physician notifies the Commission prior to the service 
being provided and the Commission agrees that the service is not available in 
the province. Payment is at a rate considered to be fair and reasonable by the 
Commission. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 
Residents moving permanently out-of-province or out-of-Canada are eligible for 


coverage for the remainder of the month in which they take up new residence out- 
side Saskatchewan, plus the following two months. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Saskatchewan states that reasonable access to hospital and medical services is 
available for Saskatchewan residents. 


There are 134 hospitals with in-patient and out-patient services widely available 
throughout the province. No user charges exist for hospital services. There are 
over 1,104 active physicians throughout the province. Although extra-billing 
was in practice during part of the reporting year, legislation was passed banning 
extra-billing effective August 1, 1985, by physicians, dentists, chiropractors 
and optometrists. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Legislation authorizes the Minister of Health to make payments to hospitals. 
Semi-monthly payments are made by the plan on the basis of the estimated reason- 
able cost of providing insured services by each hospital in the fiscal year. 


During the twelve months ending March 31, 1986, payments totalling $403,370,000 
were made to hospitals in the province for in-patient care and $54,965,000 for 
out-patient services. Saskatchewan hospitals received $5,297,000 for in-patient 
and out-patient care provided to residents of other provinces under reciprocal 
agreements with other provinces. Payments for insured services provided in 
hospitals outside the province to Saskatchewan residents amounted to $18,739,000 
in 1985-86. 


System of Payment for Medical Care Services 


Insured physician and dental services are paid on a fee-for-service basis in 
accordance with the Medical Care Insurance Commission payment schedule and 
assessment rules. 


Reasonable Compensation 


As well as passing legislation banning extra-billing, legislative changes were 
made to the method of reasonable compensation for physicians. Under these proce- 
dures, the Minister of Health and the Saskatchewan Medical Association are to 
attempt to reach an agreement on the amount of money to be made available during 
the term of the agreement and for adjustments in the general rates of payment 
for insured medical services contained in the medical care payment schedule. 
The new legislation also includes the establishment of a Medical Compensation 
Review Committee and a Medical Compensation Review Board, in the event that the 
committee is unable to reach an agreement. 


Payments by the Commission to physicians for insured services for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1986, was estimated at $178,095,000. Dentists received 
an estimated amount of $996,000. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Long-term institutional care for adults is provided in special care facilities. 
As well, home care and ambulatory care are provided. 
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ALBERTA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospitalization Benefits Plan and the Health Care Insurance Plan are 
administered and operated on a non-profit basis. The Minister of Hospitals and 
Medical Care is responsible for the plans. The accounts are audited annually 
by the Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 
Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Insured hospital services under the Hospitalization Benefits Plan include: 
accommodation and meals at the standard or public ward level; necessary nursing 
services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures, together 
with the necessary interpretations; drugs, biologicals and related preparations 
when administered in a hospital, except when not considered medically necessary 
for the treatment of a patient; use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic 
facilities and necessary equipment and supplies, where available; routine 
surgical supplies; use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, where avail- 
able; services rendered by persons receiving remuneration from a hospital; semi- 
private or private accommodation when medically necessary; private nursing care 
when ordered by the attending physician and approved in accordance with hospital 
by-laws; pacemakers, steel plates, pins, joint prostheses, valve implants and 
any other goods approved by the Minister; transportation in Alberta, whether 
by ambulance or other commercial vehicle, to transport an in-patient between 
hospitals; and out-patient goods and services including goods used in a medical 
procedure but excluding goods provided to a patient for use upon discharge from 
an approved hospital or facility. 


Insured health services under the Medical Plan include all services provided 
by physicians that are medically required and listed in the Medical Benefits 
Regulations; and those services provided by a dental surgeon in the field of 
oral surgery as specified in the Regulations. 


Services not insured under the plans are: medical-legal services; advice by 
telephone; examinations required for use of third parties, except as otherwise 
directed by the Minister; services that a resident is eligible to receive under 
a Statute of any other province, any Statute relating to Worker's Compensation 
or under any Statute of the Parliament of Canada; services not provided by or 
under the supervision of a medical practitioner; any drugs, biologicals and 
related preparations which are not considered necessary for the proper treatment 
of in-patients or out-patients, or have not been proven satisfactory for general 


use in hospitals; services performed or provided in a facility not approved by 
the Minister; services in connection with group immunizations against a disease 
or services in connection with group examinations by a practitioner, except in 
cases where the Minister has given prior approval; and services provided by a 
practitioner to his/her own family except where the Minister rules otherwise. 


In addition to those medically required health services defined in the Canada 
Health Act as insured services, the Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan provides 
benefits in respect of additional services including chiropractic, physiotherapy, 
optometric and podiatric services. 


The extended health benefits and non-group Blue Cross programs provide additional 
benefits for optical, drugs and dental goods and services to residents aged 65 
and older, their dependants and eligible widows and widowers aged 55 to 64 and 
their dependants, without payment of premiums. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All residents of Alberta are entitled to coverage under the Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan. A resident is defined as “a person lawfully entitled to be or 
to remain in Canada, who makes his home and is ordinarily present in Alberta 
and any other person deemed by the Regulations to be a resident, but does not 
include a tourist, transient or visitor to Alberta". Every resident of Alberta 
is required to register him/herself and dependants with the Minister. However, 
should the Minister discover a resident who is not registered, the Minister may 
register that resident and dependants. Registration entitles the resident to 
coverage for insured hospital and health services. 


Although Alberta has a premium system, no Alberta resident is denied coverage 
due to an inability to pay premiums. Eligibility for benefits is not linked to 
premium coverage. The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan operates a premium sub- 
Ssidy and premium waiver program for residents with financial hardships and 
provides premium-free coverage for seniors, widows and widowers aged 55 to 64 
under the Widows Pension Act, recipients of social allowance programs and to 
dependants of those receiving this premium-free coverage. 


Any resident of Alberta registered under the Health Insurance Premiums Act is 


eligible to receive insured hospital services. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period for coverage under the Alberta Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan does not exceed three months. 


First day coverage is provided for landed immigrants, returning Canadians and 
people released in Alberta from the R.C.M.P., the armed forces and from federal 
penitentiaries. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Payment for insured hospital services provided to eligible Albertans elsewhere 
in Canada is at the rate that is approved by the hospital insurance plan of the 
province or territory in which the goods or services are provided, unless the 
Minister has entered into an agreement with the government of a province or 
territory to apportion the costs between them in a different manner. 


Alberta is participating in the interprovincial task force on portability and 
accessibility set up by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical 
Services. The purpose of the task force is to examine the portability and 
accessibility requirements of the Canada Health Act, with a view to making 
recommendations on how they can be effectively implemented by the provinces. 
At this time, when a resident of Alberta is temporarily absent from Canada the 
plan will pay for physician services to a maximum of the Alberta Schedule of 
Benefits. Currently, to promote portability, Alberta is encouraging the use of 
the standard out-of-province claim form approved by the Advisory Committee. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospitals are paid for goods and services to in and out-patients, at the lesser 
of (a) the rates prescribed by the Minister from time to time, and (b) the rates 
charged by the hospital or facility for the goods and services. In prescribing 
the rates, the Minister may take into account the size, standards of service 
and type of hospital and any other relevant factors. 


' Alberta's in-patient per diem rates for out-of-Canada hospital services are $280 
for primary services, $365 for secondary services and $570 for tertiary and 
specialized services. The standard out-patient per diem rate is $100. 


The plan pays for physician services, and where applicable for dentists, up to 
a maximum of the Alberta Schedule of Medical Benefits. 


Alberta provides an emergency financial assistance program, applicable when 
services are not available in Alberta and when the resident is referred by an 
Alberta physician or when a resident, while temporarily absent from Alberta, 
requires the services because of an emergency which would not reasonably have 
been foreseen or guarded against. The program applies only if the excess cost 
places an undue financial burden on the resident. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 
A resident leaving Alberta for the purpose of establishing permanent residence 


in another province of Canada is entitled to continued coverage for the period 
beginning the day he/she ceases to be a resident of Alberta and ending on the 


last day of the second month following the month of arrival in the new province, 
unless the period is extended by the Minister in special circumstances. 


A resident establishing permanent residence outside Canada is entitled to 
continued coverage under the plan, if the Minister is notified, for the period 
beginning the day he/she ceases to be a resident of Alberta and ending one, two, 
or three months, as prescribed by the Minister, from the date of leaving Alberta, 
unless the period is extended by the Minister due to special circumstances. 


A resident establishing permanent residence outside Canada is not entitled to 
continued coverage until all arrears of premiums have been paid as well as 
premiums applicable for the period of continuing coverage. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


To ensure reasonable access to hospital services, Alberta, in 1985-86, had 
approximately 126 acute care hospitals and 41 auxiliary hospitals operating 
throughout the province. These hospitals have an approved bed complement of 
12,433 acute care beds and 4,839 auxiliary beds. The total number of acute care 
and auxiliary beds (17,272) provide a ratio of 7.3 beds per 1,000 population. 
An admission charge of $10.00 applies in general hospitals and a $10.00 per diem 
charge ($8.00 prior to September 1, 1985) in auxiliary hospitals after 120 days. 
The latter charge is compatible with the exclusions provided for under Subsection 
19(2) of the Canada Health Act. 


Residents have access to health care facilities throughout the province. Health 
care professionals are highly educated and standards are rigorously maintained. 
To ensure reasonable access to physician services, a physician incentive program 
is in place to encourage physicians to locate in underserviced areas. The number 
of medical practitioners practising in Alberta increased by 6.0% between March 
1985 and March 1986, from 3,353 to 3,554. The total number of medical services 
increased by 7-7/2 Erom 234027137) 1neloSSecoms> 1221 31 ea nel osor 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals are reimbursed through global budgets. Hospitals requesting additional 
funding must submit a proposal to the Department of Hospitals and Medical Care, 
detailing the amount required and the reasons for the additional funding. The 
Department reviews each proposal on a line-by-line basis. 


In 1985-86, total payments (for operating and capital expenditures) to hospitals 
(active and auxiliary) in the province are estimated to be $1.75 billion. Pay- 
ments to hospitals outside the province are estimated at $21.9 million during 
the same year. 
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System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians are paid on a fee-for-service basis. Medical practitioners may bill 
the plan, the patient or both for insured services. With the prior agreement 
of the patient, physicians may bill above the plan benefit, but they must report 
such amounts to the provincial plan. 


In 1985-86, total payments to physicians and dentists in Alberta amounted to 
$540.1 million. Payments for medical services outside of Alberta totalled $9.9 
million. 


Reasonable Compensation. 


In April 1985, the Alberta provincial government announced that there would be 
no increase in physician benefit levels in 1985. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Extended health care services include: The Alberta Nursing Home Plan which offers 
assistance to Alberta residents not well enough to be accommodated in private 
homes or facilities such as senior citizens' lodges, but not ill enough to 
require care in an active treatment or auxiliary hospital. Nursing home care 
has recently been upgraded by, for example, increasing the hours of nursing care 
provided in nursing homes, introducing physiotherapy and occupational therapy 
services, and upgrading recreational programs. 


In addition to these extended health care services, the Department Ome oOC Lal: 
Services and Community Health administers the Alberta Aids to Daily Living 
Program and the Co-ordinated Home Care Program. 
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BRITISH COLUMBIA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is administered and operated on a non-profit basis 
by the Hospital Program Division of the Ministry of Health. The Division is 
responsible to’ the provincial government for the administration and operation 
of the plan. , 


The Medical Services Plan of British Columbia is administered and operated on 
a non-profit basis by the Medical Services Commission, a public authority desig- 
nated by Statute. The Commission is responsible to the provincial government 
for the administration and operation of the plan. 


The Hospital Program Division and the Medical Services Commission are subject 
to audit of their accounts and financial transactions by the Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The following insured services are provided by hospitals: accommodation and 
meals at the standard or public ward level; necessary nursing services; labora- 
tory and radiological procedures and necessary interpretations, together with 
such other diagnostic procedures as approved by the Minister; drugs, biologicals, 
and related preparations, when administered in a general hospital specified in 
the Hospital Insurance Act; use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic 
facilities, including necessary equipment and supplies; routine surgical 
supplies; other services, approved by the Minister, which are rendered by persons 
who receive remuneration from the hospital; use of radiotherapy or physiotherapy 
facilities, where available. 


Take home drugs are not insured, except those provided under the provincial 
Pharmacare Program. With respect to plastic surgery for cosmetic reasons, 
hospital costs will be covered if the operation is required to be performed in 
a hospital, but the charges of the medical practitioner are not insured. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Services Plan provides for all medically required services of medical 
practitioners and specified dental surgery when necessarily performed in hospital 
by a dental surgeon. The broad category of services covered are: consultations; 
complete examinations; home visits; major and minor surgery; obstetric services; 
Surgical assistance; anaesthesia; diagnostic/therapeutic procedures; special 
and miscellaneous services; other office procedures; and other hospital proce- 
dures performed by a physician or dentist. 


The following services are available in British Columbia through a medical 
practitioner but are not insured: provision of non-implanted prostheses; 
orthotic devices; proprietary or patent medicines; any third party request for 
medical examination or certificate; oral surgery rendered in a dentist's office 
and acupuncture. 


Supplementary Benefits 


Although neither financially supported under the federal-provincial fiscal 
arrangements nor subject to the criteria of the Canada Health Act, the British 
Columbia Medical Services Plan provides coverage for services rendered by chiro- 
practors, optometrists, physiotherapists, massage practitioners, podiatrists 
and naturopathic physicians. 


Other Health Care Services 


In addition to the Hospital Insurance Plan and the Medical Services Plan, the 
province directly or indirectly provides a wide variety of health services and 
programs including (but not exclusively): homemaker services, group homes for 
the handicapped, alcohol and drug programs, mental health services, a wide 
variety of public health and health promotion programs, speech and hearing 
services and Pharmacare. Many of these programs are provided without federal 
support. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


One hundred per cent of qualified residents are entitled to hospital and medical 
care insurance coverage. Any person who is a "resident" of British Columbia and 
is not a tourist, transient or visitor is entitled to such coverage commencing 
upon completion of a waiting period ending at midnight on the last day of the 
second month following the month in which the individual became a resident. 


There are no premiums for the Hospital Insurance Plan, but there is a daily in- 
patient user charge of $8.50, an out-patient charge of $10.00 and a day surgery 
charge of $8.00. The daily charge for extended hospital care is adjusted twice 
yearly to reflect adjustments made in income supplements for seniors and the 
charge was $15.25 at the end of the fiscal year. 


Enrolment in the Medical Services Plan is not mandatory; however, payment of 
premiums is ordinarily a requirement for coverage. Persons with low income may 
be eligible for either a 50% or a 90% reduction in the premiums assessed. As 
well, retroactive coverage for up to several months may be possible for persons 
previously enrolled in the plan but who have allowed their premiums to lapse, 
if the required premium payments are made. 


Coverage is available on uniform terms and conditions, with the exception of 
reimbursement for user charges and premium subsidies being available for low- 
income persons. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency requirement for hospital insurance and medical care cover- 
age does not exceed three months. However, inmates in federal penitentiaries 
are not covered under the Medical Services Plan, as they fall under the juris- 
diction of the federal government. The plan does provide "“first-day coverage" 
to these individuals upon their release, that is, the requirement for any waiting 
period is waived. Members of the RCMP and armed forces are also entitled to first 
day coverage if they are discharged in British Columbia, but must wait the 
prescribed period if discharged elsewhere. 


Individuals who leave the province temporarily on an extended vacation or for 
temporary employment are covered for up to 12 months. 


Persons attending school outside of Canada or working for organizations such 
as CUSO or CIDA are entitled to coverage for up to five years and up to two years 
respectively while away from the province. Continuous coverage will be main- 
tained, unless the individual does not return prior to the expiration of cover- 
age, in which case he/she must wait the required three months. 


Individuals who maintain a second residence outside the province must reside 
in British Columbia for at least six months each year in order to maintain 
coverage. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital charges are paid at the rate actually charged by the hospital. Payment 
for medical services is made at the rate billed or at the rate provided for in 
the British Columbia fee schedule, whichever is less. 


A special arrangement has been made with the province of Alberta for the collec- 
tion of any user charges that would have been imposed in British Columbia. 
Alberta is thus reimbursed at their rates, less the amount of any user charge. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Emergency hospital care is reimbursed to the individual at the cost actually 
incurred, up to a limit of $75.00 per day. Emergency medical care is paid for 
in accordance with the schedule of services provided in the province. 


In cases of non-emergency where treatment is available within the province, 
authorization in writing must be obtained in advance from the Hospital Program 
Division for hospitalization and from the Medical Services Commission for medical 
care services to ensure coverage. Hospital services will be paid the average 
rate for British Columbia hospitals, and medical services will be paid in accor- 
dance with the British Columbia fee schedule. 


Authorization obtained for treatment not available in British Columbia will be 
paid at the usual and customary rate that is charged at the place for such 
treatment. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Persons moving permanently to another part of Canada are covered for up to three 
months. Persons moving permanently to another country are entitled to coverage 
to the end of the second month following the month of departure. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


British Columbia declares that there is reasonable access to hospital and medical 
care services. A daily user charge is imposed by hospitals, but this is paid 
by the Ministry of Human Resources for persons with low income. In no case is 
treatment ever withheld because of failure to pay a hospital user charge. 
Patients are not required to make payment on their own behalf and then seek 
reimbursement from the hospital. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Regular bi-weekly payments to hospitals are made by the Ministry of Health, based 
on annual operating grants determined by the Ministry. Adjustments are then made 
quarterly during the fiscal year. 


The 1985-86 cost of hospital programs (includes program management, operating 
contributions to hospitals, hospital construction and renovation and hospital 
equipment) was estimated at $1,437,741,223. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Payment for medical services delivered in the province is made through the 
Medical Services Commission to individual physicians in the province, based on 
invoices that have been submitted. The patient is not normally involved in the 
payment system. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Compensation for medical practitioners is based on a fee schedule established 
by the Medical Services Commission in collaboration with the British Columbia 
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Medical Association. Dentists and other health care practitioners offering 
insured services have their own individual fee schedules established by the 
Commission. 


The Medical Services Commission paid out $830,936,509 in benefits for medical 
care for the year ended March 31, 1986. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Supplementing the services provided through the Hospital Insurance and Medical 
Services Plans, the province directly or indirectly provides a wide variety of 
care services which receive federal funding from the EHCS block-fund including 
(but not exclusively): adult day care; home care nursing; community physio- 
therapy; long-term adult residential care in personal and intermediate care 
facilities; and services rendered at assessment and treatment centres. 
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YUKON 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Yukon's Hospital Insurance Services Plan and the Health Care Insurance Plan are 
administered by employees appointed pursuant to the Public Service Act. Both 
plans are non-profit and are subject to audit by the Office of the Internal 
Auditor and the Auditor General's office. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan: 


All Level III, IV and V in-patient days of care provided by active treatment 
centres are fully insured. Preferred accommodation is also insured if medically 
necessary. Out-patient visits to approved active treatment centres, where the 
purpose of the visit cannot be accomplished outside of a hospital context, are 
fully insured at prevailing approved rates. 


Exclusions include: non-resident hospital stays (e.g. medical boarding, Level 
I or II care provided in a hospital); drugs and biologicals required following 
discharge; preferred accommodation surcharges when not medically necessary; 
special services at the patient's request (television charges, private nursing 
when not medically necessary, etc.). 


Medical Care Plan 


Medically required services provided by medical practitioners are fully insured 
if provided in Canada. Dental services are limited to those dental-surgical 
procedures scheduled in the Regulations, requiring the unique capabilities of 
a hospital for their performance, e.g., surgical removal of teeth, root re- 
section, etc. 


Exclusions include: services rendered for third parties; cosmetic services unless 


specifically approved by the plan's Medical Advisor; reversal of sterilization 
procedures; and services provided under other territorial or federal Acts. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All Yukon residents are entitled to full coverage under the plans. Services which 
are medically required are provided on uniform terms and conditions to all bona 
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fide residents of Yukon. "Resident" is defined using the wording of the Canada 
Health Act. 


The Yukon Health Care Insurance Plan Act does require registration of self and 
dependents upon establishing residency. Eligibility is not linked by Statute 
nor Regulation to registration. Premium payment is fully separated administra- 
tively from both eligibility and registration. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


All terms and conditions of the Agreement on Eligibility and Portability are 
fully complied with. Definitions have been rendered consistent in regulations, 
policies and procedures. Coverage is effective within three months of arrival 
in the territory. 


First day coverage is provided for returning nationals, landed immigrants, 
persons discharged from the armed forces, RCMP and federal penitentiaries, and 
ministerial permit holders. Extended coverage is available in certain circum- 
stances, upon application. Normally such extensions are limited to 12 months. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


In-patient services are paid at the standard ward per diem rate set by the 
relevant authority. Out-patient services are paid at the same rate as in Yukon. 
Insured medical care services are paid up to the Yukon rate. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital and medical care services are paid at the rate charged or the prevailing 
Yukon rate, whichever is the lesser. No conditions are imposed regardless of 
whether care is urgent or elective. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 
Coverage upon permanent departure is normally three months. This may be extended 


for periods of up to 12 months if the individual is not directly relocating to 
another province. 
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ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


There are no user fees or co-insurance charges under the Hospital Plan. Hospital 
beds are readily available. No waiting lists for admission exist. Yukon operates 
with hospital bed over-capacity, particularly in outlying areas where district 
hospitals may have occupancies as low as 20%. 

Access to specialists and tertiary hospital care is insured through a publicly 
funded visiting medical specialist program and universal, first-dollar indemnity 
travel plan for medical treatment. 


There is no extra-billing in Yukon for any services provided under the Health 
Care Insurance Plan. 


Yukon states that it has an over-supply of physicians, dentists and dental 
surgeons. The physican-to-population ratio is nearing 1:500. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Approved Yukon hospitals operate on a budget review basis. Hospitals submit a 
budget annually to the Yukon Hospital Insurance Services Plan, for review. 
Quarterly advances are made to hospitals for both in-patient and out-patient 
services following approval of a joint administrative Memorandum of Understanding 
reached in January 1986. 


Payments to Yukon hospitals totalled $8,820,889 in 1985-86. Total payments to 
hospitals out-of-Territory equalled $3,202,948 during the same period. For in- 
Territory in-patient services there were 3,856 separations (discharges and 
transfers of adults, children and newborns) and 16,481 days of care. Out-of- 
Territory there were 789 separations and 8,369 days of care. In-Territory insured 
out-patient services totalled 23,751 and 3,084 out-patient services were provided 
out-of-Territory. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


All Yukon physicians bill the Health Care Plan directly. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Fees are negotiated with fee-for-service practitioners on an annual or bi-annual 
basis (depending on the duration of the agreement in force) with standing 
committees representing the health plan and the profession. These committees 
meet regularly (monthly to quarterly) to make redistributions, clarify practices, 
resolve problems and adjudicate disputed billing practices. 


During 1985-86, payments to physicians totalled $4,939,950. Payments to dentists 
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totalled $48,857. Reimbursements were made to residents in the amount of $26,400. 
There were 103,038 claims paid to in-Territory physicians, 8,859 to out-of- 
Territory physicians, and reimbursement made directly to residents for 1,226 
services. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


In addition to the insured benefits covered under the Yukon Plan, supplementary 
benefits are provided under the Health Benefits Programs including: Pharmacare; 
Extended Health Benefits for Seniors; Cancer Benefits; and a Chronic Disease 
Program. Some of the features of these services are funded under the provisions 
of EHCS per capita funding. Total provincial expenditures for the Health Benefits 
Programs were $1,206,092 for fiscal year 1985-86. 


As well, as noted in the Comprehensiveness Section (Hospital Insurance Plan), 
nursing home intermediate care and adult residential care services are provided 
in designated beds in hospitals. 


NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Program is administered by a board appointed by the 
Government of the Northwest Territories. The Board is a non-profit organization 
whose secretariat staff are members of the Department of Health. Each hospital 
is required to submit annual statements which have been audited by a public 
accounting firm. The Internal Audit Bureau of the Government of the Northwest 
Territories is also required by the Territorial Hospital Insurance Services Act 
to perform an examination of the operations of each hospital. 


The Medical Care Program is administered entirely by the Territories' Department 
of Health. The Auditor General of Canada is charged with the responsibility for 
auditing the accounts of the Government of the Northwest Territories. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


In-patient and out-patient services provided under an approved program in 
approved hospitals are insured services. 


Services that are considered by a province or the health community at large to 
be experimental are not insured. As well, services for cosmetic surgery are non- 
insured. 


Under the Hospital Insurance Plan, coverage is provided for Chronic and Extended 
Care. A co-insurance payment is charged where practical for those able to afford 
sie 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Care Program insures all medically required procedures provided by 
medical practitioners. Dental services are limited to oral surgery required as 
a result of injury or disease of the jaw. 


The Government of the Northwest Territories, out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund, funds additional supplementary programs. They are a Pharmacare program, 
an Extended Medical Benefits program and a Medical Travel Subsidy program. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Territorial Plans entitle 100% of the residents of the Northwest Territories 
to be registered. Residency requirements are in accordance with the inter- 
provincial agreement on Eligibility and Portability. There are no _ special 
provisions outside of this agreement. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period does not exceed three months, though the plan 
reserves the right to determine whether an individual has indeed taken up 
residence or is itinerant. 


First day coverage is provided to landed immigrants, inmates released from 
federal penitentiaries and individuals discharged from the armed forces or the 
RCMP. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


One hundred per cent of hospital and medical care services are covered at the 
rate assessed by the host province. Patients are not required to receive prior 
approval. Patients are not billed directly for hospital services, but may be 
reimbursed directly for medical care services, if required. However, benefits 
permitted are those determined and approved by the Northwest Territories. 


Payment Arrangements Out -of-Canada 


Non-referred residents must present the original receipt in order to be reim- 
bursed up to the equivalent of that paid for services in the Northwest 
Territories. If the services are not available in the Northwest Territories, 
an appropriate location in Canada is used to establish cost. 


Referred patients, where physicians and the government agree that the appropriate 
service is not available in Canada, receive full coverage of all appropriate 
hospital bills in the amount charged by the host institution. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents who move permanently to another part of Canada are provided coverage 
for three months as per the Eligibility and Portability Agreement. 
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ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


All residents of the Northwest Territories have free access to all facilities 
operated by the Government of the Northwest Territories. 


Payment to Hospitals 


The Government of the Northwest Territories’ hospitals are paid on a budget 
review basis. Hospital care outside the Northwest Territories is paid through 
interprovincial reciprocal billing agreements. Expenditures for insured hospital 
services amounted to $42.5 million in 1985-86. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians can be employed on salary by the government or one of the hospitals, 
or in private practice on a fee-for-service basis. Payments for insured medical 
services amounted to $8.9 million in 1985-86. 


Reasonable Compensation 


During the 1985-86 fiscal year, the Government of the Northwest Territories and 
the Northwest Territories Medical Association negotiated two agreements, subse- 
quently signed into law, as regulations of the Medical Care Act. These regula- 
tions covered the period July 1, 1985, to June 30, 1986, and permitted an overall 
annual net increase of 3.23%. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Although there are no long-term institutional care facilities per se, extended 
care services are provided as required under the Hospital Insurance Plan. As 
well, home care services are provided in the Yellowknife, Hay River, Fort Smith 
and Inuvik communities.

PREFACE 


The Canada Health Act is the federal legislative framework for Canada’s health care system. 
Through a series of interlocking provincial plans the provinces and territories are entitled to 
receive substantial federal financial support provided that certain criteria are met. These 
criteria of reasonable access to insured services without impediment by way of user charges 
and extra-billing, comprehensiveness of insured services covered, universality of population 
covered, portability of benefits, and public administration on a non-profit basis, form the 
cornerstones of the Canadian health care system. 


This Act, which came into force April 1, 1984, reaffirmed the national commitment to the 
original principles of the Canadian health care system. A strengthening of the existing 
legislation was necessary as direct charges for hospital and physician services were judged to 
be restricting the access of many Canadians to health care due to financial considerations. 
The elimination of extra-billing by physicians and hospital user charges was required in order 
to maintain one of the fundamental principles of the national health system. Thus, the 
legislation provided for a dollar-for-dollar withholding of federal contributions as well as a 
three-year time limitation for the recovery of funds withheld as a result of the discontinu- 
ation of extra-billing and user charges. 


Since the passage of the Act, provinces and territories with direct charges to patients have 
taken steps to eliminate user charges and extra-billing, as defined by the legislation. 
Consequently, Canadians now should not have to worry about financial barriers when seeking 
medical and hospital services included in the Act. 


A national system of this scope and complexity is not without challenges or problems. 
However, success has been achieved in putting in place reciprocal billing arrangements for 
hospital services and efforts to establish a similar arrangement for physician services continue 
to progress in this administratively complex area. 


My Department has been following carefully recent developments in provincial programs. 
Examples of these include the removal of insured coverage for some health services and 
charges to patients for services which may not necessarily be medically required. A number 
of issues related to possible non-compliance were identified and subsequently resolved while 
some cases are currently under review. 


For its part, the federal government seeks assurance from provinces and territories that 
insured services continue to be offered to Canadian residents in order to ensure the com- 
prehensiveness of health care benefits, as identified in the Canada Health Act, and it also 
ensures that financial barriers to insured services do not develop. 


1. Extra-billing: "the billing for an insured health service rendered to an insured person by a 
medical practitioner or a dentist in an amount in addition to any amount paid or to be paid 
for that service by the health care insurance plan of a province or territory". 


User Charges: "any charge for an insured health service that is authorized or permitted by 
a provincial or territorial health care insurance plan that is not payable, directly or 
indirectly, by a provincial or territorial health care insurance plan, but does not include 
any charge imposed by extra-billing".

Canadians have come to enjoy and depend on the benefits offered to them through our 
excellent national health insurance program which is, by far, one of the best social programs 
of its kind. Now that the primary objective of the legislation has been realized, it is time to 
build upon what has been achieved and learned in order to pursue opportunities in the future. 
There will always be new and unanticipated demands on the system arising from such factors 
as the aging population, new diseases, technological advances and the challenge of rising costs 
of health care. Future improvements in health should be achieved without disturbing the 
cornerstones of our current system and will require the cooperative partnership of 
governments, health professionals, voluntary organizations and individuals. These challenges 
must be addressed within the context of Canadian social values and expectations. The Canada 
Health Act has been and will continue to be an important part of the framework of the 
Canadian health care system.

INTRODUCTION 


The Canada Health Act received Royal Assent on April 17, 1984, with the unanimous support 
of the House of Commons and Senate. The Act, which came into force as of April 1, 1984, 
repealed the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act and the Medical Care Act. 
Consequential amendments were made to the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and 
Established Programs Financing Act, 1977 (EPF Act), including the change of its name to the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health 
Contributions Act, 1977. 


The purpose of this report is to meet the requirements stated in Section 23 of the Canada 
Health Act, namely, 


The Minister shall, as soon as possible after the termination of each fiscal year and 
in any event not later than December 31 of the next fiscal year, make a report 
respecting the administration and operation of this Act for that fiscal year, 
including all relevant information on the extent to which provincial health care 
insurance plans have satisfied the criteria, and the extent to which the provinces 
have satisfied the conditions, for payment under this Act and shall cause the report 
to be laid before each House of Parliament on any of the first fifteen days on 
which that House is sitting after the report is completed. 


Provinces, which are required to provide information as the Minister may deem necessary for 
the purposes of the Act, have supplied information on the operation of their health care plans 
as they relate to the criteria and conditions of the Act. 


Thus, much of the report contains a province-by-province description of each health insurance 
plan as it relates to the criteria and conditions. As well, in order to further fulfill the 
conditions of the Act, the activities with regard to extended health care services are de- 
scribed at the end of each provincial section. 


The report also describes such areas as the key provisions of the Act, the federal administra- 
tion of the Act, the consultation process and the federal/provincial financing arrangements. 
One section focusses on the major developments that occurred in the fiscal year 1986-87, with 
regard to changes in the provincial health insurance plans. 


With respect to quantitative information, detailed information of this nature is readily 
available through such sources as the Policy, Communications and Information Branch of 
Health and Welfare Canada, and Statistics Canada. 


* Any reference to provinces includes the territories, unless otherwise specified. 
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CRITERIA AND CONDITIONS 
Canada Health Act Overview 
The purpose of the Canada Health Acct is to, 


"establish criteria and conditions that must be met before full payment may be made 
under the Act of 1977 in respect of insured health services and extended health 
care services provided under provincial law". 


These criteria and conditions are set out in Sections 7 through 12 and Sections 13, 18 and 19 
of the Act respectively. The criteria apply to the insured health services only, and do not 
pertain to extended health care services. The conditions, as set out in Section 13 relate to 
both insured health services and extended health care services (EHCS). 


The insured health services defined by the Canada Health Act include all medically necessary 
hospital services and medically required physicians’ services, as well as medically or dentally 
required surgical-dental services requiring a hospital for their proper performance. Extended 
health care services payments are in respect of nursing-home intermediate care, adult residen- 
tial care, home care and ambulatory health care. 


There are five criteria and three conditions that each provincial health insurance plan must 
meet in order to receive full federal cash contributions under the Act of 1977 (Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act, 1977) in each fiscal year. The criteria, pertaining to insured health services provided 
under the health care insurance plan of a province, are: 


(a) Public Administration 


Pursuant to Section 8, the health care insurance plan must be administered and operated 
on a non-profit basis by a public authority, responsible to the provincial government and 
subject to audit of its accounts and financial transactions. 


(b) Comprehensiveness 


Pursuant to Section 9, the plan must insure all insured health services provided by 
hospitals, medical practitioners, or dentists and where permitted, services rendered by 
other health care practitioners. 


(c) Universality 


Section 10 requires that one hundred per cent (100%) of the insured persons of a 
province be entitled to the insured health services provided for by the plan on uniform 
terms and conditions. The waiting period prior to entitlement to insured health services 
by residents must not exceed three months. (Section 11(a)) 


(d) Portability 


In accordance with Section 11, residents moving to another province must continue to be 
covered for insured health services by the home province during any mimimum waiting 
period imposed by the new province of residence.

(¢) 


For insured persons, insured health services must be available while they are temporarily 
absent from their own province on the basis that: 


- insured services received out-of-province, but still in Canada, are to be paid for by 
the home province at host province rates unless another arrangement for the payment 
of costs exists between the provinces. Prior approval may be required for elective 
services. 


- services out-of-country are to be paid, as a basic minimum, on the basis of the 
amount that would have been paid by the home province for similar services rendered 
in-province. Prior approval may also be required for elective services. 


Accessibility 


By virtue of Section 12, the health care insurance plan of a province must provide for: 


- insured health services on uniform terms and conditions and reasonable access by 
insured persons to insured health services unprecluded or unimpeded, either directly or 
indirectly, by charges or other means; 


- reasonable compensation to physicians and dentists for all insured health services 
rendered; 


- adequate payments to hospitals in respect of the cost of insured health services. 


In addition to the above criteria, the conditions that provincial governments must meet 
in order to be eligible for the full cash portion of the federal contribution and payment 
in respect of insured health services, as well as extended health care services, are: 


(1) the provision of information that the Minister of National Health and Welfare may 
require for the purposes of this Act, and may prescribe in Regulations; and, 


(2) appropriate recognition in regard to federal contributions towards insured and 
extended health care services, as may be prescribed in Regulations. 


The conditions relating to extra-billing and user charges are described in sections 18 and 
19. 


The Canada Health Act also prescribes a mechanism to resolve disagreements. In the 
event that the federal Minister is of the opinion that a provincial plan does not satisfy 
any criteria or conditions described above, reductions to federal contributions may be 
made. Prior to referring the matter to the Governor in Council, the Minister must 
notify the province of his concern, seek clarification from the province, report on the 
findings, and, if requested by the provincial health Minister, meet to discuss the matter. 


Only upon satisfaction of the Governor in Council that the province has ceased to satisfy 
any one of the criteria or conditions may an order be issued to reduce or withhold cash 
contributions to a province. 


Regulations 


The Act provides for the making of regulations for its administration, including regulations on:

Extended Health Care Services 


The extended health care services regulations provide for the definition in greater detail 
of those services listed in the Act as "extended health care services". The Act requires 
the agreement of each of the provinces prior to any regulations being made, unless the 
regulations are substantially the same as those made under the Act of 1977. 


Hospital Services Exclusions 


Hospital Services are defined in the Act (Section 2) to be all medically necessary in- 
patient and out-patient services provided at a hospital, except those services specifically 
excluded by regulation. 


Under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, agreements between Canada 
and the provinces provided for certain "exclusions" to coverage. The purpose of the 
Hospital Services Exclusions Regulations under the Canada Health Act is to embody 
established precedents. 


The regulations list those services which may be delivered in a hospital setting but which 
are not considered insured hospital services. For example, hospital services rendered in 
connection with surgery for purely cosmetic purposes or preferred accommodation (semi- 
private and private) at the patient’s election are excluded. 


Under the Canada Health Act, agreement is required by all provinces in order to make 
regulations in respect of these exclusions. 


Information 


Regulations may be established to prescribe the types of information the Minister may 
require for the purposes of the Act, and the times at which and the manner in which the 
information shall be provided. Prior to regulations being made, the Minister must consult 
with the ministers responsible for health care in the provinces. 


Recognition of Contributions and Payments by Canada 


Regulations may be made regarding the form and manner in which the provinces are 
required to recognize federal contributions and payments made under the Act. Prior to 
enactment of these regulations, the Minister must consult with the ministers responsible 
for health care in the provinces. 
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FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENTS 


Federal-Provincial Health Financing Arrangements 


The federal government contributes to the operation of provincial health insurance plans 
(insured health services) according to the provisions of the "Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977" (the 
Act of 1977). Under the Act of 1977, provinces are entitled to equal per capita federal health 
contributions which are annually escalated by the three-year compound moving average rate of 
increase in nominal Gross National Product (GNP) per capita minus two percentage points. 
This escalator is applied to a base amount equal to the 1975-76 national average per capita of 
federal contributions to provincial hospital and medical insurance plans. This value is then 
multiplied by the population of each province to determine the provincial entitlement. 


Health contributions to the provinces consist of both a cash transfer and an equalized tax 
transfer. Since 1977, the federal government has transferred a total of 13.5 personal income 
tax points and one corporate income tax point to all provinces in support of post-secondary 
education and health programs. In the case of Quebec an additional 8.5 personal income tax 
points were transferred under Part VII of the Act of 1977 as a special abatement originating 
under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


In order to determine cash amounts payable to the provinces, the value of the tax transfer is 
first determined. Then, the insured health services portion, or 67.9% of the total allocation of 
this equalized tax transfer, is subtracted from the total provincial health entitlement in 
respect of insured health services. The difference or residual is paid in the form of a cash 
contribution to each province, provided the provincial plan satisfies the criteria and conditions 
set out in the Canada Health Act. 


Provinces also receive equal per capita cash payments in respect of extended health care 
services as defined in the Canada Health Act. This payment, which was initially set at $20 
per capita for 1977-78, is escalated annually by the average three-year rate of growth in 
nominal GNP per capita minus two percentage points. It is payable to the provinces provided 
the two conditions set out in the Canada Health Act governing extended health care services 
contributions are satisfied. 


Contributions and Payments to the Provinces 


The following tables depict the federal health contributions to which provinces are entitled in 
terms of cash and tax transfers, and the actual value of cash contributions made in 1986-87. 


Table I presents the transfers for 1986-87 only. These are interim figures, as the information 
required for the final calculations will not be available until 1989. 


Table II provides the status of provincial annual entitlements. These amounts represent the 
latest figures for the three prior years that have not been finalized. The revisions to the 
entitlement are adjusted, in whole or by instalment, and included with the monthly provincial 
cash transfers in the month(s) following the revised calculation. 


Table III reports on the total payments made to the provinces in fiscal year 1986-87. The 
amounts reflect the net transfers of 1986-87 provincial cash entitlements including prior years’ 
adjustments and extra-billing and user charges deductions or reimbursements pursuant to the 
Canada Health Act.

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Extra-Billi ser Charges Deductions 
The Canada Health Act states that: 


"continued access to quality health care without financial or other barriers will be 
critical to maintaining and improving the health and well-being of Canadians". 


This principle of accessibility is reflected by specific provisions in the Act intended to 
discourage extra-billing and user charges. 


The Act stipulates that a province may qualify for a full cash contribution in respect of 
insured health services for a fiscal year, only if no payments are made under the provincial 
health care insurance plan which have been subject to extra-billing. | Additionally, the 
province must not permit user charges for insured hospital services under the plan, except as 
provided for under Subsection 19(2) respecting persons requiring chronic care and more or less 
permanently residing in a hospital. If extra-billmg or user charges, or both, exist in a 
province, then a mandatory deduction is to be made from the federal cash contribution. 


The amount of a deduction for a fiscal year is an amount that, on the basis of information 
provided by the province in accordance with the Regulations, the Minister of Health and 
Welfare determines to have been charged through extra-billing or user charges. Where a 
province does not provide the information according to the Regulations, the amount of the 
deduction is an amount that the Minister estimates to have been so charged pursuant to Sub- 
sections 20(1) and 20(2) of the Act. 


The mandatory deduction provisions in respect of extra-billing and user charges took effect as 
of July 1, 1984. Regulations enabling the Minister to determine the amount of the deductions 
were promulgated on June 28, 1984 as the Extra-Billing and User Charges Information (1984- 
85) Regulations. These Regulations have been renewed for each subsequent fiscal year. In 
accordance with Section 20 and the Regulations, estimates of extra-billmg and user charges 
for a fiscal year are established by the Minister, upon which deduction amounts are deter- 
mined. The estimated amounts are deducted over the twelve-month period, and the monthly 
advance payments to the provinces adjusted accordingly. 


Under the Regulations, the provinces are to submit financial statements, showing amounts that 
may be charged through extra-billing and user charges during a fiscal year. Upon receipt of 
provincial statements, deductions may be warranted if the above practices exist in a province. 


Sub-section 20(6) of the Act provides an incentive for the early elimination of these charges. 
Should a province end extra-billing or user charges within the three-year period of the coming 
into force of the Act, that is, before April 1, 1987, the total amount deducted is to be 
returned to the province. 


Table IV is a summary of deductions pursuant to the Canada Health Act. In 1986-87, all 
remaining provinces in which extra-billing and user charges had been permitted became eligible 
for refunds of all deductions retained since July 1984 in accordance with Sub-section 20(5) of 
the Act. 
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Canada Health Act - Administration 


The Canada Health Act attempts to ensure that all residents of Canada have access to 
necessary health care on a prepaid basis by establishing criteria and conditions for the federal 
government to provide financial assistance to the provinces. 


The Minister of Finance establishes the amounts of federal transfers for health care programs 
to which the provinces are "entitled". The Minister of Health and Welfare is responsible for 
determining the amounts of any deductions or withholdings pursuant to the Canada Health Act, 
including those for extra-billing and user charges. 


On behalf of the Minister, the Health Services and Promotion Branch, National Health and 
Welfare, administers payments and ensures systematic monitoring of the criteria and conditions 
as set out in the Canada Health Act. The Branch carries out the consultative, communicative, 
analytic and administrative functions pertaining to the administration of the Act. 


In rare instances, residents of Canada, through no fault of their own, are unable to obtain 
coverage. The Health Insurance Supplementary Fund, which is also administered by the Health 
Services and Promotion Branch, provides for payment of claims in such cases. During 1986-87 
no payments were made from this fund. The balance on March 31, 1987 was $28,386.44. 


As well as being responsible for the administration of the Canada Health Act, officials co- 
ordinated activities and consulted with provincial counterparts on matters relating to the 
Canada Health Act, through such mechanisms as the Federal-Provincial Advisory Committee on 
Institutional and Medical Services. This committee serves as a continuing forum for consulta- 
tion and information exchange between officials and consists of senior provincial and ter- 
ritorial health insurance plan officials, as well as representatives of the federal government. 


During fiscal year 1986-87, the Advisory Committee met twice to discuss issues related to the 
Canada Health Act, such as: 


. implications of high technology services e.g. magnetic resonance imaging, lithotripsy; 

. improved payment arrangements for out-of-province claims for physician services; 

. development of new and updated institutional program guidelines and methodologies 
covering various special services in hospitals and long-term care; 

. ongoing activity of the Canadian Reference Centre for Cancer Pathology; 

. payment arrangements for out-of-province patients requiring high-cost services e.g. heart 
transplants; 

. development and maintenance of new and revised national workload measurement systems 
under the National Hospital Productivity Improvement Program, 

. vital organ information system; 

. the development and review of medical care statistical indicators; 

. continued financial support for health care technology projects carried out by the 
Canadian Standards Association; and 

. ongoing development of the Management Information System project for Canadian 
hospitals jointly sponsored by federal and provincial governments and hospital associa- 
tions. 


The Advisory Committee continued its liaison with a number of major national health 
organizations, e.g. Canadian Hospital Association, Canadian Council on Hospital Accreditation. 
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Information 


Ministers have agreed that the most efficient approach to information exchange is to fully 
utilize and, where necessary, build upon existing joint information systems. The principal 
incremental requirement is for estimates and statements on extra-billing and user charges. 
These are provided within the framework of Regulations which were reviewed by the Governor 
in Council. Also, at the request of the Minister of National Health and Welfare, annual 
statements are provided by provincial health ministers. These statements describe operations 
of provincial plans in relation to the Canada Health Act. 
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OPERATION OF PROVINCIAL/TERRITORIAL HEALTH CARE INSURANCE PLANS 
Michiel 


Some provinces, during the 1986-87 period, made changes to the operation of their health 
insurance plans. The following is a list of some of the major developments. 


- New Brunswick: Passed legislation eliminating user charges effective May 1, 1986. The 
province received a refund in the amount of $6.533 million, being the amount withheld in 
respect of user charges. Regulatory amendments were enacted by the province to end 
extra-billing effective March 31, 1987. 


- Ontario: Passed legislation, the Health Care Accessibility Act, which eliminated extra- 
billing effective June 20, 1986. The province received a refund in the amount of $106.656 
million, being the amount withheld in respect of extra-billing. 


- Alberta: Passed legislation eliminating extra-billing and user charges effective October 
1, 1986. The province received refunds in the amounts of $23.203 million, being the 
amount withheld in respect of extra-billing and $5.829 million in respect of user charges. 
Regulatory amendments were enacted by the province to end extra-billing effective March 
Bi) 1987. 


- British Columbia: Enacted amendments to the Hospital Insurance Ac: Regulations to 
eliminate user charges effective March 31, 1987. 


- Yukon: Eliminated health insurance premiums on March 31, 1987. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is operated by a division of the Department of Health of the 
province. 


The Medical Care Plan is operated by the Newfoundland Medical Care Commission, a public 
authority appointed by the provincial government and responsible to the Minister of Health. 
Both plans are non-profit and all transactions are audited by the Auditor General of the 
province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


Insured services provided by hospitals include in-patient and out-patient services. In-patient 
services include hospitalization at ward level and all necessary services such as: accommoda- 
tion and meals at the standard public ward level; necessary nursing services; laboratory, 
radiological and other diagnostic procedures including electrocardiographs and _ electroen- 
cephalographs; drugs, biologicals and all necessary surgical supplies; use of operating room, 
case room and anaesthetic equipment; and use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, 
where available. 


Out-patient services include laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures including 
electrocardiographs and electroencephalographs; use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facili- 
ties, where available; out-patient and emergency visits; operating room facilities including 
supplies, plaster casts, drugs and medical and surgical supplies administered in hospital. 


Hospital services not covered by the Plan include: preferred accommodation at the patient’s 
request; cosmetic surgery and other services deemed to be medically unnecessary; ambulance or 
other patient transportation prior to admission or upon discharge; private duty nursing 
(arranged by patient, additional to required services provided by hospital); non-medically 
required x-rays or other services for employment or insurance purposes; drugs and appliances 
issued for use after discharge from hospital; bedside telephones, radios or television sets for 
personal, non-teaching use; services covered by Workers’ Compensation legislation or by other 
federal or provincial legislation, and services relating to therapeutic abortions performed 
outside Canada. 


Medical Care Plan 


Insured services include a wide range of general and specialist doctors’ services, when 
medically required, including: visits in the office, hospital or home; diagnosis and treatment 
of illness and injuries; care and treatment surrounding operations including anaesthesia, and 
radiology services. Insured dental services covered by the plan are those which require a 
hospital for their proper performance, as well as the administration of general anaesthesia for 


dental procedures. 
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The following physician services are not covered by the plan: examinations such as those for 
employment or insurance purposes not necessitated by illness; cosmetic surgery; acupuncture; 
vaccination for travelling purposes; preparation of records, reports and certificates or advice 
by telephone; therapeutic abortions performed outside Canada or in non-accredited Canadian 
facilities; and services covered by Workers’ Compensation legislation or other federal or 
provincial legislation. 


In addition to the basic physician services, the province also provides for one full optometric 
diagnostic examination per beneficiary per year, a children’s dental program and a program for 
the correction of cleft palates and related deformities. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured residents of the province are entitled to coverage. No premium payment exists. 
Registration under the Medical Care Plan and possession of a valid Medical Care Plan card are 
required in order to have access to insured services. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Insured persons moving to Newfoundland from other provinces or territories of Canada are 
entitled to coverage as of the first day of the third month following the month of arrival, 
whereas persons arriving from outside Canada to establish residence are entitled to coverage 
as of the day of arrival. Registration, however, is required under the Medical Care Plan to be 
effective. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may be granted an extension of the minimum 12 
months of coverage, providing satisfactory evidence is given that they intend to return. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital costs incurred in other provinces or territories are paid for through "Reciprocal 
Billing", an arrangement established between the provinces and territories. In-patient costs 
are paid at rates approved by the host province or territory and out-patient costs are paid at 
the approved standard interprovincial rates. 


The costs of physicians’ services incurred in other provinces or territories while insured 
residents are temporarily absent, are paid at the same rate as would be the case in 
Newfoundland, unless the service is not available in the province, in which case the host 
province rate is paid. Payment is either made by the plan directly to the physician who 
provided the service, or to the patient, if proof of prior payment exists. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital services are paid for at the rates ordinarily charged providing they are considered 
reasonable. Reimbursement is made directly to the provider, or to the patient, upon proof of 
payment. 
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Physician services are paid at the same rate as that which would be paid in Newfoundland for 
the same service. If the service is not available anywhere in Canada, the Newfoundland 
Medical Care Commission determines payment. 


The remuneration for hospital or medical care services is the same regardless of whether it is 
emergency or elective care. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered up to and includ- 
ing the last day of the second month following the month of arrival in the new location. 
Coverage is immediately discontinued when residents move permanently to other countries. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


There are no co-insurance charges for hospital services and no extra-billing by physicians in 
the province. Standard ward beds staffed and in operation totalled 2,186 and there were 
709,785 patient days in the fiscal year. Preferred (private and semi-private) beds staffed and 
in operation totalled 929 with 114,060 patient days. 


An incentive scheme is in place to attract physicians to remote areas and specialty practices. 
During fiscal year 1986-87, $173,531 was paid out by the Medical Care Plan under a contrac- 
tual agreement with physicians in the Blanc Sablon/Labrador geographic border area and the 
Guaranteed Incentive Program. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals in Newfoundland are paid on the basis of operating budgets approved by the 
Hospitals Services Division. Approximately one-twelfth of the total annual operating budget is 
advanced to hospitals each month, with a final settlement after year-end. Deficits are not 
accepted for reimbursement, but hospitals may retain a portion of any surplus under a 
financial incentive plan. Payments by the provincial plan in 1986-87 to public hospitals in 
Newfoundland totalled $318,671,300. For out-of-province hospital services, payments totalled 
$6,246,000. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians are paid in accordance with a fee scale. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Fees are negotiated from time to time between the Medical Care Commission of the provincial 
government and the Newfoundland Medical Association. 
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During 1986-87, payments made by the provincial government to in-province physicians and 
surgeons on a ‘fee-for-service basis totalled $64,367,838. Two specialty groups, optometry and 
radiology, received $6,610,660. Payment for dental surgeons was $757,645. Out-of-province 
claims by physicians and surgeons totalled $1,280,966. There were no payments made to 
dentists, optometrists or radiologists out-of-province. Payments under the Dental Health Plan 
amounted to $5,992,343. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


The provision of home care/home support services is provided through a variety of programs; 
community-based, board-operated, hospital and nursing home, and outreach programs through a 
traditional component of public health nursing services. However, planning is underway for a 
"single entry" community-based program that would provide for assessment, the 
coordination/provision of services to meet the assessed need or. the coordination of placement 
into continuing care institutional services. Nursing home intermediate care and adult resi- 
dential care services are provided in homes for special care facilities. 
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PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Both plans are administered and operated on a non-profit basis by the Hospital Services 
Commission and the Health Services Commission respectively. Both commissions are account- 
able to the provincial legislature. Accounts and transactions are audited annually by the 
provincial Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The Prince Edward Island Hospital Plan insures hospital services as defined under Section 2 of 
the Canada Health Act. 


The following hospital services are declared to be non-insured: personal conveniences, 
including telephone and television; private or special duty nursing at the patient’s or family’s 
request; preferred accommodation at the patient’s request; hospital services rendered in 
connection with surgery purely for cosmetic purposes; unauthorized elective services provided 
to PEI residents temporarily absent from the province; drugs, biologicals, prosthetic and 
orthotic applicances for use by an in-patient or out-patient after discharge from hospital. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Care Plan insures all medically necessary physician services and surgical-dental 
services (e.g. surgical removal of impacted teeth, root resection, etc.) provided to insured 
persons. 


The following services are not insured: services persons are eligible for under other provin- 
cial or federal legislation; mileage or travel, unless approved by the Commission; advice or 
prescriptions by telephone except anticoagulant therapy supervision; examinations required in 
connection with employment, insurance, education, etc.; group examinations, immunizations or 
inoculations, unless prior approval received from Commission; preparation of records, reports, 
certificates or communications, except a certificate of committal to a psychiatric, drug or 
alcoholism facility; testimony in court; surgery for cosmetic purposes unless medically required; 
dental services other than those procedures included as basic health services; dressings, drugs, 
vaccines, biologicals and related materials; eyeglasses and special appliances; physiotherapy, 
chiropracty, podiatry, optometry, chiropody, osteopathy, psychology, naturopathy, audiology, 
acupuncture and similar treatments; services performed by another person when the supervising 
physician is not present or not available; services rendered by a physician to members of 
his/her own household unless approval is obtained from the Commission; laboratory or radi- 
ology services provided for under the provincial Hospital Insurance Act; any other services 
that the Commission may, upon the recommendation of the Medical Advisory Committee, 
declare to be non-insured. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Every person permanently residing in Prince Edward Island, with the exception of members of 
the Canadian Armed Forces (regular) and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, who has 
registered under the plans and provided the Commissions with all such information as required, 
is eligible for insured services. Eligibility is based on permanent residency and full compliance 
with the interprovincial Agreement on Eligibility and Portability. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Every person registering for insured services under the plan becomes eligible on the first day 
of the third month following the date of establishing residence. Landed immigrants, repatri- 
ated Canadians, returning Canadians, returning landed immigrants, Canadian citizens or spouses 
of Canadian citizens assuming residence in Canada for the first time, and persons living in the 
province under the authority of a work permit issued under the Immigration Act (Canada), are 
entitled to benefits as of the date residency is established, providing registration requirements 
as set out in the Regulations are complied with. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


All insured persons temporarily absent in Canada will have their claims accepted at the rate 
applicable in the province where such services have been rendered (host province rate) 
providing the services rendered comply with the regulations regarding medical necessity. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


In the case of hospital services, when a resident is referred outside Canada for services 
available in PEI, payment is made at the rate established by the Commission, but must not 
exceed the highest per diem amount charged by hospitals in PEI. 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for hospital services not available in PEI, but 
available in another province, payment is made at the rate established by the Commission, but 
must not exceed the per diem amount of the Victoria General Hospital, Halifax, Nova Scotia. 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for in-patient services not available in PEI or any 
other province of Canada, payment is made at a rate not to exceed the total amount payable 
for these services, including room and board and medically necessary hospital services. 


When a resident is referred outside Canada for out-patient services not available in PEI or 


any other province of Canada, payment is made at a rate of 75% of the approved hospital 
charges. 
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In the case of a resident who is temporarily absent from the province and, as a result of 
sudden illness or accident is admitted to a hospital outside Canada, payment is made at a rate 
not to exceed $100 per day for room and board for standard ward, plus 75% of the balance of 
the account payable for insured services. Out-patient services under the same conditions are 
paid at a rate of 75% of the approved hospital charges. 


Insured medical care services are paid at a tariff established by the Commission when they are 
considered by the Commission to be available in Canada, and are required as a result of a 
sudden illness or accident, or are approved by the Commission. The Commission may deter- 
mine the rate for which insured services will be paid in cases where the services are not 
available in Canada and prior approval of the Commission has been sought. 


Payment for all out-of-Canada insured hospital and medical care services shall be made in 
Canadian funds, except when such services are not available in Canada. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents are eligible for all benefits under the plan during the interprovincially agreed 
waiting period. Residents permanently moving outside Canada are eligible for all benefits 
under the Plan up until the day of departure from Canada. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Both plans provide for insured services on uniform terms and conditions on a basis that does 
not impede or preclude reasonable access to those services by insured persons. There are no 
co-insurance charges for hospital services or extra-billing by physicians in the province. 


In 1986-87, there were seven acute-care hospitals in the province with a total of 692 beds. 
Patients admitted during the fiscal year totalled 26,599 (4.3% increase from 1985-86) and total 
patient days were 208,523 (4.0% increase from 1985-86). 


Payment to Hospitals 


The Commission establishes the annual operating budget for each hospital and makes payment 
thereon primarily bi-weekly. Unbudgeted expenses are either adjusted by revision of budgets 
within the current year or are considered for approval after receipt of the hospital’s audited 
financial statements. 


For fiscal year 1986-87, hospitals in the province received an estimated $57.7 million for 
capital and operating expenses. Other services such as blood transfusion and ambulance 
services received an estimated $3.1 million. Commission payments for out-of-province hospital 
services were an estimated $8.0 million. 
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System of Payment for Medical Care 


Each practitioner submits a claim to the Commission, along with any required information to 
substantiate the claim, as prescribed by the tariff of fees, within six months of the date on 
which the service was rendered. If the claim is in compliance with the provincial Act, 
payment is made to the practitioner on a bi-weekly basis. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Negotiations with the Medical Society of Prince Edward Island and the Dental Association 
have resulted in signed agreements relating to tariffs on fees for insured services rendered to 
residents, for the period April 1, 1986 to March 31, 1987. 


During 1986-87, payments to physicians in the province were an estimated $20 million. For 
physician services provided out-of-province, the Commission paid approximately $1.7 million. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Adult residential care and nursing home intermediate care services are available chiefly in 
provincial government-operated manors and in licensed private nursing homes. These services 
are not provided on an insured basis; however, the province does provide almost total funding 
for more than 80% of all such beds. Sponsorship is according to urgency of need as assessed 
in both functional and financial terms. The cost was almost $18 million in 1986-87. 


As well, home care nursing and many other community health services are provided with 
support from the EHCS federal block-funding contribution. 


NOVA SCOTIA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Department of Health administers the Hospital Insurance Plan. 


The Medical Services Insurance Plan is administered and operated on a non-profit basis by an 
authority consisting of the Health Services and Insurance Commission and the Corporation 
(Maritime Medical Care Incorporated). The Corporation is the administrative and fiscal agent 
of the province for the Medical Services Insurance Program. Provincial legislation provides 
that the Commission shall be responsible to the Minister. The Corporation must submit to the 
Minister a report on its accounts and activities concerning the plan, for each fiscal year. The 
books, records and accounts of the Commission and the Corporation must relate to their 
duties, functions and responsibilities under the legislation. 


The Auditor General of Nova Scotia conducts an annual audit of all records and books of 
accounts of the Department of Health of the Commission and the Corporation, as they pertain 
to both plans. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


In-patient services include: accommodation and meals at the standard ward level; all necessary 
nursing services; all laboratory, x-ray and diagnostic procedures; all drugs prescribed by a 
doctor and administered in a hospital; operating room, case room and anaesthetic facilities; 
routine surgical supplies; radiotherapy and physiotherapy services; and blood or therapeutic 
blood fractions. 


Out-patient services include: laboratory tests; diagnostic procedures involving radioactive 
isotopes; radiotherapy; physiotherapy; necessary nursing services; supplies; drugs prescribed by 
the doctor and administered in the hospital out-patient department; services within the Nova 
Scotia Tumor Clinic; blood or therapeutic blood fractions; hospital services in connection with 
most minor medical and surgical procedures; day-patient diabetic care; pulmonary function 
tests; inhalation therapy, haemodialysis; services other than medical provided by and within the 
Nova Scotia Hearing and Speech Clinic; and the provision and servicing of equipment for the 
treatment of enthromelalgia. 


Uninsured hospital services include: cosmetic surgery; and the reversal of sterilization 
procedures. 


Although the province of Nova Scotia does not run a formally organized insured hospital-based 
extended care program (Type III), patients requiring care beyond that which can be provided 
in nursing homes in the province (Types I and II Care) may be cared for in hospitals in the 
province without charge. 
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Medical Care Plan 


Insured services are defined as "all services rendered by physicians which are medically 
required or which are deemed by the Commission to be medically required". Certain dental- 
surgical procedures medically required to be rendered in a hospital are also insured, such as 
surgical removal of teeth and the exposure of a tooth for orthodontic treatment. 


Uninsured services include: services a person is eligible for under the Workers’ Compensation 
Act or under any other Act; mileage, travelling or detention time; telephone advice or 
prescriptions; examinations required by third parties; group immunization or imoculation unless 
approved by the Commission; preparation of certificates or reports; testimony in a court; 
laboratory or radiological services rendered in Nova Scotia; services in connection with an 
E.C.G., electromyogram or E.E.G., unless the physician is a specialist in the appropriate 
specialty; cosmetic surgery; and reversal of tubal ligation or vasectomy. 


The following programs, beyond the basic insured services, are provided in Nova Scotia: 
vision analysis by optometrists; drug program for residents 65 years of age and over; program 
for sufferers of cystic fibrosis; drug program for those suffering from diabetes insipidus 
related to the pituitary gland; program of drugs for cancer patients; dental services for 
children to age 16, or for students registered with the school for the blind; dental program 
for patients with cleft lip/cleft palate; and prosthetic services program. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The legislation provides that all residents of the province are entitled to receive insured 
hospital services as well as being insured in respect of payment of the cost of insured medical 
services to the extent of the tariffs upon uniform terms and conditions. This provision 
ensures entitlement to coverage of 100% of the residents of the province. A resident is 
defined as "a person who is legally entitled to remain in Canada and who makes his home and 
is ordinarily present in Nova Scotia, but does not include a tourist, a transient, or a visitor to 
Nova Scotia". Eligibility for benefits for residents does not depend upon prior registration. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Persons from elsewhere in Canada establishing permanent residence in the province are eligible 
for insured health services on the first day of the third month immediately following the 
month in which they become residents of Nova Scotia. This is in compliance with the 
Agreement on Eligibility and Portability. 


First day coverage is available for certain residents including landed immigrants, discharged 
members of the Canadian Armed Forces, and returning Canadians. As well, immediate cover- 
age on a retroactive basis is provided to persons from outside Canada who are in the province 
on work permits for periods of 12 months or longer. 
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Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Nova Scotia participates in the Reciprocal Billing Arrangements; hospital and medical care 
services are paid for as per the tariff of the host province. The patient may either pay the 
physician directly for medical care services and then claim reimbursement from the plan or the 
patient may assign the right of payment to the physician. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Under the Hospital Insurance Plan, previously approved referrals, accidents or emergency 
services are paid at the rate of $100.00 per day plus 75% of the balance. Residents may 
either pay the hospital account and claim reimbursement for the insured amount from the plan 
or arrange to have payment of the insured portion paid directly to the hospital concerned. 
Elective services are not insured except in special circumstances. 


Under the Medical Services Insurance Plan, referrals, accidents or emergency services are paid 
at the Nova Scotia tariff plus 75% of the difference. Elective services are paid at the Nova 
Scotia tariff. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada continue to be covered for insured 
services for a period of up to three months after departure, plus reasonable travelling time. 


Residents of Nova Scotia permanently moving outside Canada lose coverage the day of 
departure from the province. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 
There are no user charges or extra charges applicable under either plan. 


Over 90% of the population lives within 30 minutes travel time of the 50 provincial hospitals. 
A system of regional hospitals throughout the province provides specialty services to residents, 
in addition to the major tertiary care services in Halifax. 


The province has placed no restrictions or limitations on the number of physicians who may 
bill the plan. Subsidies are available to encourage physicians to locate in remote areas of the 
province. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals are paid for insured services via a budgetary process whereby they submit their 
budget estimates to the Minister, who is authorized by Regulations to review and analyze 
these estimates. Approved estimates form the basis upon which payments are made by the 
plan to hospitals each year. In 1986-87, there were a total of 5,594 hospital beds in Nova 
Scotia. Department of Health expenditures for general and psychiatric hospital services were 
$580,699,400. Total admissions to hospitals were 150,904. Patient days in hospital totalled 
1,474,100. 
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System of Payment for Medical Care 


Payments to physicians for insured services rendered to residents are made on a fee-for- 
service basis in the vast majority of cases. Some insured services are rendered by salaried 
physicians in institutions. 


Total payments for physician services during fiscal year 1986-87 amounted to $178,513,767 of 
which $7,158,811 was for salaried and sessional payments, and $334,197 was paid out for out- 
of-province hospital out-patient and diagnostic services. 


Payments to dentists for insured dental-surgical services totalled $2,336,770. 


Reasonable Compensation 


The Health Services and Insurance Act empowers the Commission to negotiate compensation 
for insured medical and dental services with the Medical Society and the Dental Association, 
and to participate in any process of final offer arbitration in respect of issues of compensa- 
tion not resolved by negotiation. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Adult residential care and nursing home intermediate care services are provided by a system of 
homes for special care of various types. These programs are operated under the authority of 
the provincial Department of Social Services. As required, subsidies are provided through the 
Department in cases of financial need. 


Home health care is provided by community health nurses with homemaking and other services 
not provided by health professionals subsidized through the Department of Social Services. 


Home parenteral nutrition is provided as an out-patient service under the Hospital Insurance 
Plan. 
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NEW BRUNSWICK 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Both plans are administered by the Department of Health and Community Services on a non- 
profit basis and are subject to audits of their accounts and financial transactions by the 
provincial Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The in-patient services to which insured persons are entitled correspond to those cited in the 
Canada Health Act. The out-patient services include laboratory, diagnostic and radiology 
procedures where available, and the hospital component of other out-patient services except 
patent medicines, take-home drugs, third party requests for diagnostic services, visits for the 
administration of drugs, vaccines or biologicals, and any service not included in the provincial 
schedule of insured physicians’ services. 


Services are not insured if provided to persons entitled under other Statutes. 


Beyond these services, the province also provides a prescription drug program for residents 
aged 65 and over, a Seniors’ Health Benefits Program, as well as other services as noted in 
the section on Extended Health Care Services. 


Medical Care Plan 


Insured health services are defined as all medically required services rendered by a medical 
practitioner, certain medically required services rendered by qualified dental practitioners in 
an approved hospital, and limited optometric services. 


The following services are not covered by the plan: elective plastic surgery or other services, 
when done for cosmetic purposes; medicines, drugs, materials, surgical supplies or prosthetic 
devices; advice or prescription renewal by telephone, except as provided in the schedule of 
payments; examination of medical records or certificates; immunization, examinations or 
certificates for purposes of travel, employment, immigration, or insurance, or at the request of 
a third party; other services required by hospital regulations or medical laws; dental services 
provided by a medical practitioner; distance or travelling time, except as provided in the 
schedule of payments; testimony in a court or before any other tribunal; services provided by 
medical practitioners to members of their immediate family; psychoanalysis; electrocardiogram 
where not performed by a specialist in internal or pediatric medicine; laboratory procedures 
not included as part of an examination or consultation fee; the fitting and supplying of 
eyeglasses or contact lenses; trans-sexual surgery; acupuncture; and complete medical examina- 
tions where performed for the purposes of periodic check-up and not for medically necessary 
purposes. 
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UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured persons of the province are entitled to coverage. The following persons, whether 
residents or not, are not entitled to coverage: regular members of the Canadian Armed 
Forces; members of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Force; persons serving a prison term 
in a penitentiary maintained by the Government of Canada, or persons from another province 
who are in New Brunswick for educational purposes and who are eligible for coverage under 
their provincial plan. 


In order to be entitled to insured services, a beneficiary and his/her dependents must register. 
Upon registration, eligible persons are issued a New Brunswick Hospital-Medicare card bearing 
the resident’s name, address, date of birth and medicare number. This card must be produced 
when requesting services from a medical practitioner or a medical facility. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


A person is eligible to become a beneficiary under the health plan on the first day of the 
third month following the month of arrival in the province when entering from another 
province. The following groups may be eligible for first day coverage when full-time resi- 
dence in New Brunswick is established: members of the Canadian Armed Forces, RCMP and 
penitentiary prisoners upon discharge in New Brunswick; non-Canadian spouses of Canadian 
residents assuming residence in Canada for the first time; landed immigrants; repatriated 
Canadians; returning Canadians; returning landed immigrants and Canadian citizens establishing 
residence in Canada for the first time. 


An eligible person may be "temporarily" absent from the province for the purpose of vacations, 
visits or business arrangements, however, this should not exceed 12 consecutive months, unless 
approved by the Director of Medicare. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital in-patient services will be paid at the rate approved by the relevant province’s 
hospital insurance plan.  Out-patient services are paid at the standard out-patient rate 
established by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. Payment may be 
made to the person directly, the facility involved in the provision of the services, or, if a 
reciprocal agreement exists between the provinces, New Brunswick will pay the province. 


Insured medical care services defined as not available in New Brunswick shall be paid at the 


host province rate. Services available within the province are paid at the New Brunswick 
rate. 
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Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital in-patient services available in New Brunswick are paid at an all-inclusive rate based 
on the average ward rate of the three largest New Brunswick hospitals. Payment for in- 
patient services defined as not available in the province is calculated based on the average 
ward rate of three major Canadian hospitals, selected by the Medical Director. Out-patient 
services are paid at the standard out-patient rate established by the Advisory Committee on 
Institutional and Medical Services. 


Medical care services listed as not available in New Brunswick shall be paid at the amount 
under either the Medical Services Plan of the province of Ontario or the province of Quebec, 
at the Medical Director’s discretion. Services available in New Brunswick shall be paid at the 
New Brunswick medical fee schedule rate. 


Payment of out-of-Canada insured services is in Canadian funds. 
Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered up to and includ- 
ing the last day of the second month following the month of arrival in the new province. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Possession of a New Brunswick Hospital-Medicare card entitles eligible persons to insured 
services. 


Hospital statistics for 1986/87 are as follows: number of patient days - 1,907,541 (excludes 
newborns); number of admissions - 128,452; number of separations - 128,110; number of 
emergency visits - 1,001,564. 


Medical care statistics for 1986/87: 4,373,830 services were provided on a fee-for-service 
basis by in-province general practitioners and specialists. Out-of-province physicians provided 
147,717 services, for a total of 4,521,547 services. 


Payment to Hospitals 


New Brunswick hospitals receive an annual global budget to provide approved services. 
Payments are made to the hospitals on a bi-monthly basis. Total expenditures for insured 
hospital services in-province and out-of-province amounted to $403,609,300 in 1986/87. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Medical practitioners must submit a claim containing the required information regarding the 
patient and the services provided. A medical practitioner wishing to practice under the 
Medical Services Act must make application to the Minister. 
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Reasonable Compensation 


Compensation for medical practitioners is based on the schedule of fees of the New Brunswick 
Medical Society. A fee for those services not included in this schedule is determined by the 
Director of the Medical Plan in consultation with the Society. During 1986/87, payments made 
on a _ fee-for-service basis to im-province general practitioners and specialists totalled 
$92,760,365. Out-of-province physician payments totalled $5,379,932 for a total of $98,140,297. 
As well, $12,832,600 was paid under non-fee-for-service arrangements for physician services in 
New Brunswick. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Nursing home care in respect of adults is provided as a non-insured service under the 
authority of the Department of Health and Community Services. 


Home health care is provided through the Extra-Mural Hospital Program, by public health 
nurses or through the purchasing of nursing services. 
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PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is administered by the Department of Health and Social Services. 


The Health Insurance Plan is operated by the Régie de l’assurance-maladie du Québec, a public 
authority appointed by the provincial government and responsible to the Minister of Health 
and Social Services. Both plans are operated on a non-profit basis, and all accounts and 
transactions are audited by the Auditor General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The network of establishments under the Department of Health and Social Services includes 
hospital centres, and some local community services centres. 


Hospital centres are divided into two classes for the treatment of physical and mental illness: 
Short-Term Hospital Centres which provide short-term as well as convalescent care and 
Extended Care Hospital Centres, providing care and treatment on a continuous basis for a 
period averaging more than 90 days. 


Insured in-patient services are provided in short-term and extended care hospital centres 
whereas out-patient services are available only in short-term hospital centres. 


Insured in-patient services include: accommodation and meals at the standard ward level, 
nursing, diagnostic and therapeutic services, use of operating rooms, medications, prostheses or 
ortheses, biological products, radiotherapy, physiotherapy and services rendered by hospital 
staff. 


Out-patient services cover clinical services for psychiatric care, including electroconvulsive, 
insulin and behaviour therapies, emergency care, minor surgery, radiotherapy, diagnostic 
services, physiotherapy and other services or examinations required under Quebec legislation. 


Medical Care Plan 


The services insured by this plan include: medical and surgical services provided by physi- 
cians; and oral surgery performed by dentists in hospital centres. 


Beyond basic insured services, the plan also covers optometric services; dental care for 
children under 16; dental care and dental prostheses for social aid beneficiaries; prostheses, 
orthopaedic apparatuses and their accessories; breast prostheses, ocular prostheses, hearing 
aids; ostomy appliances, prescribed drugs for the elderly (65 and over) and social aid benefici- 


aries. 
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Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Registration with the hospital insurance plan is not required. Registration with the Régie de 
Passurance-maladie or proof of residence is sufficient to establish eligibility. All residents of 
Quebec must be registered with the Régie de l’assurance-maladie to be admissible to the health 
insurance plan. No premium payment exists. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Plans 


Minimum Residency 


Insured persons moving to Quebec from other provinces or territories in Canada are entitled 
to coverage under the Quebec Health Insurance Plan when benefits under the province of 
origin cease, provided they register with the Régie de l’assurance-maladie. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province, e.g., students, trainees, civil servants, employees 
of non-profit organizations with head offices in Canada and employed abroad in programs 
recognized by the Minister of Health and Social Services, and persons absent for less than 12 
consecutive months may also maintain their coverage, provided the Board is notified. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital costs imcurred in other provinces or territories are paid for through "reciprocal 
billing", an arrangement established between the provinces and territories. In-patient costs 
are paid at standard ward rates approved by the host province or territory and out-patient 
costs are paid at approved standard inter-provincial rates. 


The costs of physician services incurred in other provinces or territories while insured 
residents are temporarily absent are paid at the lesser of the amount actually paid or the rate 
that would be paid for the same services in Quebec. Where such services are not available in 
Quebec, the full cost is reimbursed as long as treatment is recommended by two physicians 
and had received prior approval from the Régie. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


The costs of hospital in-patient and out-patient services provided out-of-Canada are reim- 
bursed by the Régie in emergencies only. Up to $700.00 is reimbursed in full and 50% of any 
amount in excess. 


These conditions are waived for certain beneficiaries, for example, students, trainees, civil 
servants, and employees of non-profit organizations residing temporarily out-of-Canada, where 
the rate of payment is 100% of costs incurred for emergency hospital care and 75% for non- 
emergency hospital services. 
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Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Insured residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are covered for up to three 
months after leaving the province. 


Coverage is immediately discontinued when residents move permanently to another country. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Everyone has the right to receive adequate health care services without any kind of impedi- 
ment. 


There is no extra-billing by physicians in the province. While the majority of physicians 
practise within the provincial plan, Quebec allows for two other options: physicians who have 
withdrawn from the plan practise outside the plan but must agree to remuneration in accor- 
dance with the provincial fee schedule; and non-participating physicians who practise outside 
the plan entirely, so that neither they, nor their patients, receive reimbursement from the 
plan, except for emergency services. 


Payment to Hospitals 


The contract established between the Minister of Health and Social Services and a hospital 
centre provides for payment by the Minister to the hospital centre in respect of the cost of 
insured services provided. 


In 1986-87, payments to hospitals in and outside the province for insured services totalled 
about $4.5 billion. 


System of Payment 


Physicians are paid in accordance with a fee schedule. Physicians who have withdrawn are 
paid directly by the patient in accordance with the fee schedule. The patient in turn collects 
from the Plan. Non-participating physicians are paid directly by the patients according to the 
amount charged. 


For fiscal year 1986-87, payments to physicians, dentists and other practitioners amounted to 
about $1.5 billion for medical services rendered both in and outside the province. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Provision is made in law for reasonable compensation for all insured health services rendered 
by medical practitioners or dentists. The Minister may enter into an agreement with the 
bodies representing any class of professionals in the health care field, prescribing a different 
remuneration for medical services where the number of professionals is insufficient. The 
Minister may also provide a different remuneration for physicians during the first years of 
practice according to the territory of practice and the nature of activities. These provisions 
are preceded by consultation with bodies representing health professionals. 
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EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Nursing home intermediate care and adult residential care services are provided by home care 
centres (les centres d’accueil ou d’hébergement) with admission coordinated through a regional 
admission system. Local community services centres (C.L.S.C.) receive individuals, evaluate 
their care requirements and either arrange for the provision of such services as day care or 
home care or refer the individual to the appropriate agency. 


ONTARIO 


The Ontario Health Insurance Plan (OHIP) combines both hospital and medical care. The Plan 
incorporates all the features of a “health care insurance plan" as defined in the Canada Health 
Act. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


The insured health program in Ontario is operated on a non-profit basis by an administrative 
unit of the Ministry of Health established under the Health Insurance Act to provide insurance 
in respect of the cost of services in hospitals and health facilities, by physicians and by other 
health care practitioners. The accounts and transactions are audited by the Provincial Auditor 
and are published in the Public Accounts of Ontario. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Insured in-patient hospital services are as follows: standard ward accommodation and meals; 
necessary nursing services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures; drugs, 
biologicals and related preparations; use of operating rooms, obstetrical, delivery room, and 
anaesthetic facilities. Most out-patient services are insured, including: laboratory, radiologi- 
cal and other diagnostic procedures; use of radiotherapy, occupational therapy, physiotherapy 
and speech therapy facilities; diet counselling; and programs for haemophiliacs. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges for preferred accommodation unless 
prescribed by a physician; charges for private-duty nursing; and in-province hospital visits 
solely for the administration of drugs other than anti-rabies injections. 


In addition to the insured hospital benefits, Ontario also covers mental health services, 
including the operation of provincial psychiatric hospitals, the residential component of the 
Homes for Special Care Program and ambulance services. 


Insured medical services include all services provided by physicians that are medically neces- 
sary. Insured physician services in facilities, physicians’ offices or in a patient’s home 
include: diagnosis and treatment of medical disabilities and conditions; medical examinations 
and tests; surgical procedures; maternity care; anaesthesia; and radiology and _ laboratory 
services in approved facilities; immunization, injections and tests. 


Insured dental services include: repair of traumatic injuries; surgical incision; excision of 
tumors and cysts; treatment of fractures; homeografts; implants; alloplastic reconstructions and 
medically necessary odontectomies performed in a hospital. 


Other insured health services include: oculo-visual assessments by optometrists; a drug benefit 
program for the elderly and those receiving social assistance; and, with some limitations, the 
services of chiropractors, osteopaths, chiropodists and approved physiotherapy clinics. 


Uninsured services include: preparation of records, reports, certificates, communications, court 
testimonies; eyeglasses, prostheses, orthopaedic assistive devices and aids except those 
designated by the Assistive Devices Program; transportation charges except those covered by 
the Northern Health Travel Grant; medical examinations required for employment, life in- 
surance, admission to camp or recreational activities; cosmetic surgery, acupuncture; and 
psychological testing outside of a hospital setting. 
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All residents, with the exception of members of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, members 
of the Canadian Armed Forces and inmates of penitentiaries, who make their home and are 
ordinarily present in Ontario are eligible for coverage subject to certain waiting periods (see 
Portability section). 


Every resident of Ontario is required to register him/herself and dependants and to pay 
prescribed premium payments. All insured hospital, medical and in-hospital dental services, to 
which federal contributions are related, are available to Ontario residents on uniform terms 
and conditions. 


Residents 65 years of age and over, their spouses and dependants are exempt from premium 
payment. Residents requiring financial assistance may obtain premium relief or assistance. 


PORTABILITY 


Minimum Residency 


Benefits are available within three months of establishing residency and upon payment of 
premiums. 


Coverage is available to the following persons, upon payment of the first premium, as long as 
it is made within the prescribed period of time applicable to each category: persons from 
other provinces, where eligibility under their provincial health insurance plan has ceased; 
discharged members of the Canadian Armed Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police; 
inmates discharged from penitentiaries; missionaries returning to Canada; students returning to 
Canada within one year of departure; landed immigrants; and foreign students enrolled in an 
Ontario educational institution for more than one year. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Ontario participates in reciprocal agreements with all other provinces or territories for insured 
hospital in- and out-patient services. Payment is at the in-patient rate of the plan in the 
province where hospitalization occurs. Ontario pays the standard out-patient charges author- 
ized by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the same rate as that which would be paid in Ontario 


for the same service. Ontario supports the use of the standard claim form for billing of 
medical claims. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 

Emergency hospital care or elective hospital care not available in Canada is paid at 100% of 
insured services at the standard ward rate of the providing hospital. Elective hospital care 
which is available in Canada is paid at 75%. 


Insured medical and dental care services received outside Canada are paid up to the Ontario 
Health Insurance Plan rates.

Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Ontario residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are entitled to benefits until 
coverage of another provincial health insurance plan takes effect, or up to the first day of 
the third month after departure. Ontario residents moving permanently outside of Canada are 
entitled to insured services up to the fourth month following their departure. 


ACCESSIBILITY 
Reasonable Access 


All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital and medical services to which federal 
contributions relate. No resident will be refused insured services because of financial 
difficulties. 


Public hospitals in Ontario are required to accept persons admitted to hospitals by a physician. 
A user charge in respect of chronic hospital care applies, and it is permissible by virtue of 
Section 19(2) of the Canada Health Act. Income exemption provisions ensure access to those 
in financial need. 


Reasonable access to physician services is ensured by an adequate supply of physicians, The 
physician-to-population ratio in 1986 was 1:474. An Underserviced Area Program is aimed at 
providing residents of rural and remote areas of the province with improved access to general 
physician services. Two programs enhance access to health services for residents of Northern 
Ontario: the Northern Medical Specialist Incentive Program provides financial assistance to 
specialists locating their practice in Northern Ontario; and the Northern Health Travel Grant 
financially assists patients who must travel a minimum of 250 kilometres one way in Northern 
Ontario or Manitoba or a minimum of 300 kilometres one way in the rest of Ontario to 
receive hospital and medical specialist services. 


Financial barriers limiting access to the insured services of physicians, dentists and op- 
tometrists have been removed with the passage of the Health Care Accessibility Act. 
Physicians and optometrists, who bill their patients directly, and dentists may not charge or 
accept payment for more than the amount payable under the Plan for rendering an insured 
service to an insured person. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Public general hospitals in the province are paid on a budget basis including all reasonable 
costs for insured services. The Ontario budget system is a prospective reimbursement system 
incorporating annual increases to the grants to reflect the effects of inflation, workload 
increases, introduction of approved new programs, and cost increases in respect of growth in 
volume of specific designated life-support programs. Payments are made to hospitals on a 
semi-monthly basis. 


In 1986-87, Ontario paid hospitals and contract facilities an estimated $5.3 billion for insured 
services. | Payments to hospitals out-of-province totalled $93.9 million for insured services 
provided to Ontario residents. 
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System for Payment of Medical Care 


Insured services provided by physicians and dentists in the province are paid on a fee-for- 
service basis, according to the Schedules of Benefits in the Health Insurance Act and 
Regulation 452, (Schedules 15, 16, 18, 19, 20). Physicians elect to opt in and bill the plan for 
all services, or opt out and bill the patient for all services. Opted-out physicians in Ontario 
have the option to bill OHIP directly for certain specified groups of patients and through an 
associated medical group for services rendered in public hospitals, nursing homes and other 
institutions. The ratio of opted-out to opted-in physicians has fallen since the passage of the 
Health Care Accessibility Act, from 10.6% to 4.3%. 


Payments to physicians, dentists, and other health care practitioners totalled $3.2 billion in 
1986-87. 


Reasonable Compensation 


The Joint Committee on Physicians’ Compensation is composed of representatives from the 
Ontario Medical Association and the provincial government, and a neutral chairman. 
Agreements acceptable to both parties regarding global adjustments to the OHIP Schedule of 
Benefits are aimed at; however, in instances of impasse, the Chairman may be asked to act as 
fact-finder. 


Representatives of government and the Ontario Dental Association negotiate agreements on 
adjustments to the OHIP Schedule of Benefits which cover insured dental services provided in 
hospital. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Extended health care services in Ontario include long-term institutional care for adults as 
provided through the Extended Care and Homes for the Aged Programs, and both the acute 
and chronic care components of home care through which such supplemental features as home 
renal dialysis and hyperalimentation are provided. 


MANITOBA 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan is a combined hospital and medical care plan. 
The Plan incorporates all the features of a "health care insurance plan" as defined in the 
Canada Health Act. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


The insured health program in Manitoba is administered by the Manitoba Health Services 
Commission which is a non-profit agency of government established under the Health Services 
Insurance Act, to provide imsurance in respect of the cost of hospital services, medical 
services and other health services. 


The Commission is required to submit an annual report to the Minister of Health including an 
audited balance sheet and audited statement of operating revenues and expenditures. The 
accounts and transactions are audited by the Auditor General of the province. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Insured hospital services are as follows: standard ward accommodation and meals; necessary 
nursing services; laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures; drugs, biologicals and 
related preparations; use cf operating room, case room and anaesthetic facilities; routine 
surgical supplies; radiotherapy, physiotherapy, occupational and speech therapy. Most out- 
patient services are insured. In some cases, the hospital may charge for take-home supplies 
of drugs and dressings. 


There are also a number of programs for which the Government of Canada does not make 
financial contributions. These include Pharmacare, certain chiropractic and optometric 
services, northern patient transportation, air ambulance and an ambulance grant program. 


Uninsured hospital services include: additional charges for preferred accommodation; charges 
for private nurses; personal services such as television, radio, telephone, etc. 


Insured physician services in facilities, physicians’ offices or in a patient’s home include: 
diagnosis and treatment of medical disabilities and conditions; medical examinations and tests; 
surgical procedures; maternity care; anaesthesia; x-rays and laboratory services in facilities 
approved by the Commission; immunizations, injections and tests. Insured dental services when 
provided by a registered dental surgeon or a registered oral surgeon in hospital only, include: 
surgical removal of any teeth where a hospital is required; repair of traumatic injuries to soft 
tissue in and around the mouth; and, in cases of emergency or at the special request of a 
medical practitioner, performing or assisting a medical practitioner in the closed reduction of 
fractures of mandible or maxilla. 


Uninsured medical services include: examinations and reports for reasons of employment, 
insurance, attendance at university, etc., or performed at the request of a third party; group 
immunization or other group services except where authorized by the Commission; services 
provided by a medical practitioner to him/herself or any dependent; preparation of records, 
reports, certificates or communications; mileage, travelling time, advice by telephone, or 
testimony in court; services provided by psychologists, chiropodists, naturopaths, podiatrists, 
and other practitioners not provided for in legislation. 
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All residents, with the exception of members of the Canadian Armed Forces, members of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police and inmates of penitentiaries, who make their home and are 
ordinarily present in Manitoba, are eligible for coverage subject to certain waiting periods (see 
Portability section). Every resident of Manitoba is required to register him/herself and 
dependents. All insured hospital, medical and in-hospital dental services to which federal 
contributions are related, are available to Manitoba residents on uniform terms and conditions. 


PORTABILITY 


Minimum Residency 


Benefits are available on the first day of the third month following the month of arrival in 
Manitoba for persons from another province. Returning Canadians and landed immigrants 
arriving from out-of-Canada are insured on date of arrival in Manitoba. 


Persons temporarily absent from the province may continue as insured persons for up to 
twelve months. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Manitoba has a reciprocal billing arrangement with all other provinces and territories for 
insured in- and out-patient hospital services. Payment is at the in-patient rate of the plan in 
the province where hospitalization occurs. Manitoba pays the standard out-patient charges 
authorized by the Advisory Committee on Institutional and Medical Services. 


Insured physician services are paid at the rate of the plan in which services are provided 
(host province rate). 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Emergency hospital care, or hospital care which, in the opinion of the Commission, could not 
have been provided adequately in Manitoba, is paid at the greater of 75% of the hospital’s 
charges for the service or an average daily rate based on the cost of such services in 
Manitoba hospitals of comparable size. In cases of demonstrated financial hardship, the 
Commission is authorized to pay more than normal benefits. The Commission does not 
normally pay for out-of-Canada elective care that is available in Manitoba. 


Insured medical and dental services received outside Canada are paid up to the Manitoba rate, 
when: required due to accident or sudden illness, in the Commission’s opinion could not be 
adequately provided in Manitoba, provided to a person named in an out-of-province certificate, 
or provided to an insured resident temporarily employed or studying outside of the country. 
Approval of the Commission must be obtained in other cases. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 
Manitoba residents moving permanently to other parts of Canada are entitled to benefits up to 
the last day of the second month following the month of arrival in their new place of 


residence. Reciprocal agreements exist with all the provinces and territories to ensure there 
is nO gap in continuity of coverage for necessary hospital and physician services. 
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Manitoba residents moving to another country are entitled to insured benefits up to the last 
day of the second month following the date of departure from Manitoba. 


ACCESSIBILITY 
Reasonable Access 


All insured persons are entitled to all insured hospital and medical services to which federal 
contributions relate. 


Manitoba states that it compares favourably with the national average in respect of hospital 
beds available to residents, including beds in teaching hospitals. 


As well, Manitoba states that it compares favourably with the national average with respect to 
physician-to-population ratio. Incentive programs currently exist in order to attract physicians 
to some rural areas and to some specialties that are experiencing a shortage of physicians; the 
Standing Committee on Medical Manpower continues to address the issue. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Public general hospitals in the province are paid on a budget basis including all reasonable 
costs for insured services. 


Total Commission expenditures for hospital services during the fiscal year 1986-87 amounted to 
$672,490,000. This includes payments to federal hospitals in the amount of $1,244,000; 
$11,700,000 to contract facilities and Red Cross Blood Transfusion Services; $14,873,000 to 
hospitals outside the province; and $644,673,000 to public general hospitals. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians in the province are paid on the basis of a fee schedule negotiated annually with 
the Manitoba Medical Association. Legislation was enacted effective August 1, 1985, prohib- 
iting extra-billing. 


The Commission’s expenditures for medical services in 1986-87 totalled $221,922,000, including 
medical fee-for-service, salary, private laboratory and x-ray facilities, as well as oral, dental 
and periodontal surgery. 


Reasonable Compensation 


The 1986-87 fee increase to medical practitioners was determined by a board of arbitration as 
set out in an agreement between the Manitoba Medical Association and the Commission. 


Fees for insured dental services are negotiated with the Manitoba Dental Association. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Through the provisions of the Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan, coverage is provided 
for persons residing in Personal Care Homes. Benefits under the program include: accom- 
modation at the standard ward level; meals, including special and therapeutic diets; necessary 
nursing services; routine medical and surgical supplies; prescribed drugs, biologicals and related 
preparations approved by the Plan; physiotherapy and occupational therapy services; routine 
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laundry and linen services; other goods and services approved by the Plan. Residents of 
personal care homes pay a daily residential charge which was $18.40 on March 31, 1987. 


As well, through the provisions of the Home Care Program, a wide variety of services are 
provided to persons in their own homes, and include: health and personal care services; 
therapy services (including home oxygen therapy); and home dialysis. 


Coordinated with the Personal Care Home Program, Home Care also provides residents with 
adult day care and respite care services. 


SASKATCHEWAN 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan is administered on a non-profit basis by the 
Provincial Department of Health. Saskatchewan Health is responsible to the provincial 
government through the Saskatchewan Minister of Health. The Saskatchewan Hospitalization 
fund, through which the plan is financed, is audited annually by the provincial auditor who 
submits a report to the Minister of Health which is tabled in the Saskatchewan legislature. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan is administered on a non-profit basis by the 
Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission. The Commission is responsible to the 
provincial government through the Saskatchewan Minister of Health The Medical Care 
Insurance Fund is also audited by the provincial auditor. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


A comprehensive range of insured services is provided by hospitals through the Saskatchewan 
Hospital Services Plan. Insured services include: public ward accommodation; necessary 
nursing services; operating and case room facilities; surgical dressings and casts, as well as 
other required surgical materials and appliances; x-ray, laboratory and other diagnostic 
procedures, with necessary interpretations; radiotherapy; anaesthetic agents and the use of 
anaesthesia equipment; physio-therapeutic procedures; all other services rendered by individuals 
who receive any remuneration from the hospital; and all drugs, biologicals and related 
preparations administered in hospital and approved by the Minister. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan, either in province or out- 
of-province include: Level IV Extended Care; private and semi-private accommodation when 
chosen by the patient; services of persons not employed by the hospital; custodial care 
whether provided in hospital or at home, or care and treatment in institutions primarily 
concerned with mental or nervous disorders; cosmetic surgery, with certain exceptions; certain 
drugs, biologicals and related preparations; transportation costs (ambulance services), except 
between hospitals within the same Saskatchewan city; authorized user charges (co-insurance) 
applied by British Columbia hospitals; services provided outside Canada for the treatment of 
cancer involving the use of cancer treatment drugs or procedures not approved in Canada; and 
take home drugs and appliances. 


In addition to insured hospital services, the plan also funds directly, or through grants to 
hospitals, a variety of other agencies, programs and activities including: The Saskatchewan 
Cancer Foundation; the Canadian Red Cross Society; community clinics; osteopathic Services; 
and physical therapy facilities. 
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Medical Care Plan 
A comprehensive range of insured services is provided by medical practitioners and dentists. 


Uninsured services under the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan, either in province or 
out-of-province include: travelling; advice by telephone; surgery for cosmetic purposes with 
exceptions; and any mental or physical examination for the purpose of employment, insurance, 
judicial proceedings, etc. 


In addition to insured physician and dental services, the Medical Care Insurance Plan also 
covers visits and x-ray services by chiropractors and certain eye examinations by optometrists. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All insured persons, as prescribed by the Saskatchewan Hospitalization Act and Regulations, 
are entitled to make use of services provided through the plan. A person must be a resident 
of the province, that is, someone legally entitled to remain in Canada, who makes his/her 
home and is ordinarily present in the province or any other person declared by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council to be a resident, in order to become a beneficiary eligible for insured 
medical services. Eligibility for benefits for residents is solely dependent upon registration. 
No premiums are levied. 


The following persons are ineligible for benefits: students from another province or territory 
entitled to or eligible for benefits in their home province; members of the R.C.M.P.; members 
of the regular forces of the Canadian Armed Forces; and persons serving a term of 
imprisonment in a federal penitentiary. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period for residents to be eligible to receive insured services does not 
exceed three months. 


Persons entitled to first-day coverage for insured health services include: newborns; aban- 
doned children; adopted children; members of the Canadian Armed Forces upon discharge; 
members of the R.C.M.P. upon release from duty; parolees and penitentiary prisoners upon 
discharge; prisoners in a provincial (municipal) jail; landed immigrants; in-patients of a mental 
hospital or facility; and persons nominated under the Saskatchewan Assistance Act. 
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A resident continues to be eligible for benefits during periods of temporary absence providing 
that: the person is physically present in Saskatchewan for at least four months of each year; 
the person is in full-time attendance at an educational institution outside the province and is 
intending to return to maintain residence in Saskatchewan within 60 days of completion of 
studies; the person is employed outside Canada under a contractual agreement for a period not 
exceeding 24 months and intends to continue residing in the province upon completion of the 
contract, or the person is ordinarily physically present in Saskatchewan but is temporarily 
absent from the province for not more than 12 consecutive months for the purpose of a 
vacation, visit, business engagement or employment. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


The hospital plan pays for insured hospital services at the provider province rates. A common 
claim form is used by the out-of-province hospital to bill its provincial hospital insurance 
plan, which in turn bills the Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan pays for insured medical services at rates 
customarily paid to Saskatchewan physicians. Out-of-province physicians can bill the plan 
through the use of the Standard Claim Form or they may directly bill the patient who can 
obtain reimbursement from the Saskatchewan plan. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


The hospital plan pays at the Saskatchewan rate providing that the service is recognized as an 
insured hospital service in Saskatchewan. Beneficiaries may pay for service directly or have 
the bill forwarded to the Saskatchewan Hospital Services Plan. 


The medical care plan pays for medical services at rates approved in Saskatchewan. Payment 
can be made either to the patient or the physician after acceptable documentation is received 
by the plan. 


Physician services not available in Saskatchewan may be eligible for special coverage if a 
specialist physician notifies the Commission prior to the service being provided and the 


Commission agrees that the service is not available in the province. Payment is at a rate 
considered to be fair and reasonable by the Commission. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 

Residents moving permanently out-of-province or out-of-Canada are eligible for coverage for 
the remainder of the month in which they take up new residence outside Saskatchewan, plus 
the following two months. 

ACCESSIBILITY 

Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


Saskatchewan states that reasonable access to hospital and medical services is available for 
Saskatchewan residents. 
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There are 134 hospitals with in-patient and out-patient services widely available throughout 
the province. No user charges exist for hospital services. There are over 1130 active 
physicians throughout the province. Effective August 1985, extra-billing by physicians, 
dentists, chiropractors, and optometrists has been banned. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Legislation authorizes the Minister of Health to make payments to hospitals. Semi-monthly 
payments are made by the plan on the basis of the estimated reasonable cost of providing 
insured services by each hospital in the fiscal year. 


During the twelve months ending March 31, 1987, payments totalling $435,657,000 were made 
to hospitals in the province for in-patient care and $58,868,000 for out-patient services. 
Saskatchewan hospitals received $5,350,000 for in-patient and out-patient care provided to 
residents of other provinces under reciprocal agreements with other provinces. Payments for 
insured services provided in hospitals outside the province to Saskatchewan residents amounted 
to $21,922,000 in 1986-87. 


System of Payment for Medical Care Services 


Insured physician and dental services are paid on a fee-for-service basis in accordance with 
the Medical Care Insurance Commission payment schedule and assessment rules. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Legislative provisions include a method for determining reasonable compensation for physicians. 
Under these procedures, the Minister of Health and the Saskatchewan Medical Association are 
to attempt to reach an agreement on the amount of money to be made available during the 
term of the agreement and for adjustments in the general rates of payment for insured 
medical services contained in the medical care payment schedule. The legislation also includes 
the establishment of a Medical Compensation Review Committee and a Medical Compensation 
Review Board, which is an arbitration panel that acts in the event that the committee is 
unable to reach an agreement. 


Payments by the Commission to physicians for insured services for the fiscal year ending 


March 31, 1987, were estimated at $192,500,000. Dentists received an estimated amount of 
$1,047,000. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Long-term institutional care for adults is provided in special-care facilities. As well, home 
care and ambulatory care are provided. 
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ALBERTA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospitalization Benefits Plan and the Health Care Insurance Plan are administered and 
operated on a non-profit basis. The Minister of Hospitals and Medical Care is responsible for 
the plans. The accounts are audited annually by the Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Insured hospital services under the Hospitalization Benefits Plan include: accommodation and 
meals at the standard or public ward level; necessary nursing services; laboratory, radiological 
and other diagnostic procedures, together with the necessary interpretations; drugs, biologicals 
and related preparations when administered in a hospital, except when not considered medical- 
ly necessary for the treatment of a patient; use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic 
facilities and necessary equipment and supplies, where available; routine surgical supplies; use 
of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, where available; services rendered by persons 
receiving remuneration from a hospital; semi-private or private accommodation when medically 
necessary; private nursing care when ordered by the attending physician and approved in 
accordance with hospital by-laws; pacemakers, steel plates, pins, joint prostheses, valve 
implants and any other goods approved by the Minister; transportation in Alberta, whether by 
ambulance or other commercial vehicle, to transport an in-patient between hospitals; and out- 
patient goods and services including goods used in a medical procedure and excluding goods 
provided to a patient for use upon discharge from an approved hospital or facility. 


Insured health services under the Medical Plan include all services provided by physicians that 
are medically required and listed in the Medical Benefits Regulations; and those services 
provided by a dental surgeon in the field of oral surgery as specified in the Regulations. 


Services not insured under the plans include: medical-legal services; advice by telephone; 
examinations required for use of third parties, except as otherwise directed by the Minister; 
services that a resident is eligible to receive under a Statute of any other province, under any 
Statute relating to Workers’ Compensation or under any Statute of the Parliament of Canada; 
services not provided by or under the supervision of a medical practitioner; any drugs, 
biologicals and related preparations which are not considered necessary for the proper 
treatment of in-patients or out-patients, or have not been proven satisfactory for general use 
in hospitals; medical practitioner charges for cosmetic surgery; services in connection with 
group immunizations against a disease or services in connection with group examinations by a 
practitioner, except in cases where the Minister has given prior approval; and services 
provided by a practitioner to his/her own family except where the Minister rules otherwise. 


In addition to those medically required health services defined in the Canada Health Act as 
insured services, the Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan provides some benefits in respect of 
additional services including chiropractic, physiotherapy, optometric and podiatric services. 


The extended health benefits and non-group Blue Cross programs provide additional benefits 
for eyeglasses, drugs, ambulance services, hearing aids, registered clinical psychological 
services, home nursing care, appliances, and dental goods and services to residents aged 65 
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and older, their spouses and dependants, and eligible widows and widowers aged 55 to 64 and 
their dependants, without payment of premiums. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All residents of Alberta are entitled to coverage under the Hospitalization Benefits Plan. A 
resident is defined as "a person lawfully entitled to be or to remain in Canada, who makes his 
home and is ordinarily present in Alberta and any other person deemed by the Regulations to 
be a resident, but does not include a tourist, transient or visitor to Alberta". Every resident 
of Alberta is required to register him/herself and dependants with the Minister. However, 
should the Minister discover a resident who is not registered, the Minister may register that 
resident and dependants. Registration entitles the resident to coverage for insured hospital 
and health services. 


Although Alberta has a premium system, no Alberta resident is denied coverage due to an 
inability to pay premiums. Eligibility for benefits is not linked to premium coverage. The 
Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan operates a premium subsidy and premium waiver program 
for residents with financial hardships and provides premium-free coverage for seniors and their 
spouses, widows and widowers aged 55 to 64 under the Widows Pension Act, recipients of 
social allowance programs and dependants of those receiving this premium-free coverage. 


Any resident of Alberta registered under the Health Insurance Premiums Act is eligible to 
receive insured hospital services. 


PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period for coverage under the Alberta Hospitalization Benefits Plan 
does not exceed three months. 


First day coverage is provided for landed immigrants, returning Canadians and people released 
in Alberta from the R.C.M.P., the armed forces and from federal penitentiaries. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Payment for insured hospital services provided to eligible Albertans elsewhere in Canada is at 
the rate that is approved by the hospital insurance plan of the province or territory in which 
the goods or services are provided, unless the Minister has entered into an agreement with 
the government of a province or territory to apportion the costs between them in a different 
manner. 


Alberta is participating in the interprovincial working group set up by the Advisory Committee 
on Institutional and Medical Services. The purpose of the working group is to examine the 
portability requirements of the Canada Health Act. The working group prepared their report 
for the conference of Deputy Ministers which ratified the recommendation that the process 
begin nationally at an acceptable date. The tentative national implementation date for the 
reciprocal processing of medical claims is April 1, 1988. Currently, to promote portability, 
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Alberta is encouraging the use of the standard out-of-province claim form approved by the 
Advisory Committee. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospitals are paid for goods and services to in- and out-patients, at the lesser of (a) the 
rates prescribed by the Minister from time to time, and (b) the rates charged by the hospital 
or facility for the goods and services. In prescribing the rates, the Minister may take into 
account the size, standards of service and type of hospital and any other relevant factors. 


Alberta’s in-patient per diem rates for out-of-Canada hospital services are $280 for primary 
services, $365 for secondary services and $570 for tertiary and specialized services. The 
standard out-patient per diem rate is $100. 


The plan pays for practitioners’ services, up to a maximum of the Alberta Schedules of 
Benefits. 


At this time, when a resident of Alberta is temporarily absent from Canada, the plan will pay 
for practitioners’ services to a maximum of the Alberta Schedules of Benefits. 


Alberta provides an emergency financial assistance program, applicable when services are not 
available in Alberta and when the resident is referred by an Alberta physician or when a 
resident, while temporarily absent from Alberta, requires the services because of an emergency 
which would not reasonably have been foreseen or guarded against. The program applies only 
if the excess cost places an undue financial burden on the resident. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


A resident leaving Alberta for the purpose of establishing permanent residence in another 
province of Canada is entitled to continued coverage for the period beginning the day he/she 
ceases to be a resident of Alberta and ending on the last day of the second month following 
the month of arrival in the new province, unless the period is extended by the Minister in 
special circumstances. 


A resident establishing permanent residence outside Canada is entitled to continued coverage 
under the plan, if the Minister is notified, for the period beginning the day he/she ceases to 
be a resident of Alberta and ending one, two, or three months, as prescribed by the Minister, 


from the date of leaving Alberta, unless the period is extended by the Minister due to special 
circumstances. 


A resident establishing permanent residence outside Canada is not entitled to continued 
coverage until all arrears of premiums have been paid as well as premiums applicable for the 
period of continuing coverage. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Reasonable Access 


To ensure reasonable access to hospital services, Alberta, in 1986-87, had 125 acute care 
hospitals and 45 auxiliary hospitals operating throughout the province. These hospitals have 
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an approved bed complement of 12,277 acute care beds and 5,013 auxiliary beds. The total 
number of acute care and auxiliary beds (17,290) provide a ratio of 7.3 beds per 1,000 
population. A $14.00 per diem charge applies ($10.00 prior to January 1, 1987) in auxiliary 
hospitals after 120 days. This charge is compatible with the exclusions provided for under 
Subsection 19(2) of the Canada Health Act. 


Residents have access to health care facilities throughout the province. Health care profes- 
sionals are highly educated and standards are rigorously maintained. To ensure reasonable 
access to physician services, a physician incentive program is in place to encourage physicians 
to locate in underserviced areas. The number of medical practitioners practising in Alberta 
increased by 3.4% between March 1986 and March 1987, from 3,554 to 3,676. The total number 
of medical services increased by 4.6% from 25,221,311 in 1986 to 26,375,647 in 1987. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Hospitals are funded mainly through global budgets. Hospitals requesting additional funding 
must submit a proposal to the Department of Hospitals and Medical Care, detailing the amount 
required and the reasons for the additional funding. The Department reviews each proposal on 
a line-by-line basis. 


In 1986-87, total payments (for operating and capital expenditures) to hospitals (active and 
auxiliary) in the province are estimated to be $1.9 billion. Payments to hospitals outside the 
province are estimated at $19.1 million during the same year. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians are paid on a fee-for-service basis. Medical practitioners may bill the plan or the 
patient. Extra-billing was terminated in Alberta on October 1, 1986. 


In 1986-87, total payments to physicians and dentists in Alberta amounted to $606.3 million. 
Payments for medical services outside of Alberta totalled $9.8 million. 


Reasonable Compensation 


After two years of no increase in fee-for-service benefit levels for Alberta physicians, a 
fifteen-month agreement was negotiated to cover the period January 1, 1986 to March 31, 
1987. The 3.72% increase in benefits was implemented in the form of a 4.65% increase over 12 
months made effective April 1, 1986. A further 1.53% increase in benefits effective October 1, 
1986 was negotiated to compensate Alberta physicians for the loss of extra-billing privileges. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


The Alberta Nursing Home Plan provides care to Alberta residents not well enough to be 
accommodated in private homes or facilities such as senior citizens’ lodges, but not ill enough 
to require care in an active treatment or auxiliary hospital. Nursing home care has recently 
‘been upgraded by, for example, increasing the hours of nursing care provided in nursing 
homes, introducing physiotherapy and occupational therapy services, and upgrading recreational 
programs. 


In addition to these extended health care services the Department of Community and 
Occupational Health administers the Alberta Aids to Daily Living Program and the Coordinated 
Home Care Program. 
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BRITISH COLUMBIA 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Plan is administered and operated on a non-profit basis by the Hospital 
Programs Division of the Ministry of Health. The Division is responsible to the provincial 
government for the administration and operation of the plan. 


The Medical Services Plan of British Columbia is administered and operated on a non-profit 
basis by the Medical Services Commission, a public authority designated by Statute. The 
Commission is responsible to the provincial government for the administration and operation of 
the plan. 


The Hospital Programs Division and the Medical Services Commission are subject to audit of 
their accounts and financial transactions by the Auditor General. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


The following insured services are provided by hospitals: accommodation and meals at the 
standard or public ward level; necessary nursing services; laboratory and_ radiological 
procedures and necessary interpretations, together with such other diagnostic procedures as 
approved by the Minister; drugs, biologicals, and related preparations, when administered in a 
general hospital specified in the Hospital Insurance Act; use of operating room, case room and 
anaesthetic facilities, including necessary equipment and supplies; routine surgical supplies; 
other services, approved by the Minister which are rendered by persons who receive 
remuneration from the hospital; use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy facilities, where 
available. 


Take home drugs are not insured, except those provided under the provincial Pharmacare 
Program. With respect to plastic surgery for cosmetic reasons, hospital costs will be covered 
if the operation is required to be performed in a hospital, but the charges of the medical 
practitioner are not insured. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Services Plan provides for all medically required services of medical practitioners 
and specified dental surgery when necessarily performed in hospital by a dental surgeon. The 
broad category of services covered are: consultations; complete examinations; home visits; 
major and minor surgery; obstetric services; surgical assistance; anaesthesia; 
diagnostic/therapeutic procedures; special and miscellaneous services; other office procedures; 
and other hospital procedures performed by a physician or dentist. 


The following services are available in British Columbia through a medical practitioner but are 
not insured: provision of non-implanted prostheses; orthotic devices; proprietary or patent 
medicines; any third party request for medical examination or certificate; oral surgery rendered 
in a dentist’s office and acupuncture. 
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Supplementary Benefits 


Although neither financially supported under the federal-provincial fiscal arrangements nor 
subject to the criteria of the Canada Health Act, the British Columbia Medical Services Plan 
provides coverage for services rendered by chiropractors, optometrists, physiotherapists, 
massage practitioners, podiatrists and naturopathic physicians. There is a $5.00 patient visit 
charge for each visit to a practitioner - except optometrists - but low-income persons are 
exempt. 


Other Health Care Services 


In addition to the Hospital Insurance Plan and the Medical Services Plan, the province directly 
or indirectly provides a wide variety of health services and programs including (but not 
exclusively): homemaker services, group homes for the handicapped, alcohol and drug pro- 
grams, mental health services, a wide variety of public health and health promotion programs 
and speech and hearing services. Many of these programs are provided without federal 
support. 


The Pharmacare program provides full coverage of prescription drugs to residents of licensed 
continuing care facilities and for those individuals and their dependents eligible for social 
assistance. Coverage is provided for persons over 65 years of age with a 75% copayment of 
prescription fees. All other persons are eligible for 80% coverage after paying a deductible of 
$275 per year. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


One hundred per cent of qualified residents are entitled to hospital and medical care insurance 
coverage. Any person who is a "resident" of British Columbia and is not a tourist, transient 
or visitor is entitled to such coverage commencing upon completion of a waiting period ending 
at midnight on the last day of the second month following the month in which the individual 
became a resident. 


There are no premiums for the Hospital Insurance Plan, but there is a daily charge for 
extended hospital care. This charge is adjusted four times yearly to reflect adjustments made 
in income supplements for seniors and the charge was $16.00 at the end of the fiscal year. 


Enrollment in the Medical Services Plan is not mandatory, however, payment of premiums is 
ordinarily a requirement for coverage. Persons with low income may be eligible for either a 
55% or 95% reduction in the premiums assessed. As well, retroactive coverage for up to 
several months may be possible for persons previously enrolled in the plan but who have 
allowed their premiums to lapse, if the required premium payments are made. 


Coverage is available on uniform terms and conditions. However, low-income persons are 


eligible for the premium subsidies referred to above and for reimbursement for patient visit 
charges paid for supplementary benefits. 
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PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency requirement for hospital insurance and medical care coverage does not 
exceed three months. However, inmates in federal penitentiaries are not covered under the 
Medical Services Plan, as they fall under the jurisdiction of the federal government. The plan 
does provide "first-day coverage" to these individuals upon their release, that is, the require- 
ment for any waiting period is waived. Members of the RCMP and armed forces are also 
entitled to first-day coverage if they are discharged in British Columbia, but must wait the 
prescribed period if discharged elsewhere. 


Individuals who leave the province temporarily on an extended vacation or for temporary 
employment are covered for up to 12 months. 


Persons attending school outside of Canada or working for organizations such as CUSO or 
CIDA may be entitled to coverage for up to five years and up to two years respectively while 
away from the province. Continuous coverage will be maintained, subject to payment of the 
required premiums, unless the individual does not return prior to the expiration of coverage, 
in which case he/she must wait the required three months. 


Individuals who maintain a second residence outside the province must reside in 
British Columbia for at least six months each year in order to maintain coverage. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


Hospital charges are paid at the rate actually charged by the hospital. Payment for medical 
services is made at the rate billed or at the rate provided for in the British Columbia fee 
schedule, whichever is less. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Emergency hospital care is reimbursed to the individual at the cost actually incurred, up to a 
limit of $75.00 per day (in Canadian funds). Emergency medical care is paid for in accordance 
with the schedule of services provided in the province. 


In cases of non-emergency care where treatment is available within the province, authorization 
in writing must be obtained in advance from the Hospital Programs Division for hospitalization 
and from the Medical Services Commission for medical care services to ensure coverage. 
Hospital services will be paid the average rate for British Columbia hospitals, and medical 
services will be paid in accordance with the British Columbia fee schedule. 


Authorization obtained for treatment not available in British Columbia will be paid at the 
usual and customary rate that is charged at the place for such treatment. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 
Persons moving permanently to another part of Canada or to another country are entitled to 
coverage to the end of the second month following the month of departure. Additional 


coverage, not to exceed three months, will be granted for a reasonable period of travel. 
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ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


British Columbia declares that there is reasonable access to hospital and medical care services. 


Payment to Hospitals 


Regular bi-weekly payments to hospitals are made by the Ministry of Health, based on annual 
operating grants determined by the Ministry. Adjustments are then made quarterly during the 
fiscal year. 


The 1986-87 cost of hospital programs (includes program management, operating contributions 
to hospitals, hospital construction and renovation and hospital equipment) was estimated at 
$1,533,165,853. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 


Payment for medical services delivered in the province is made through the Medical Services 
Commission to individual physicians in the province, based on invoices that have been sub- 
mitted. The patient is not normally involved in the payment system. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Compensation for medical practitioners is based on a fee schedule established by the Medical 
Services Commission in collaboration with the British Columbia Medical Association. Dentists 
and other health care practitioners offering insured services have their own individual fee 
schedules established by the Commission. 


The Medical Services Commission paid out $897,498,000 in benefits for medical care for the 
year ended March 31, 1987. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Supplementing the services provided through the Hospital Insurance and Medical Services 
Plans, the province directly or indirectly provides a wide variety of care services which 
receive federal funding from the EHCS block-fund including (but not exclusively), adult day 
care; home care nursing; community physiotherapy; long-term adult residential care in personal 
and intermediate care facilities and services rendered at assessment and treatment centres. 
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YUKON 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Yukon’s Hospital Insurance Services Plan and the Health Care Insurance Plan are administered 
by employees appointed pursuant to the Public Service Act. Both plans are non-profit and are 
subject to audit by the Office of the Internal Auditor and the Auditor General’s office. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


All Level III, IV and V in-patient days of care provided by active treatment centres are fully 
insured, Preferred accommodation is also insured if medically necessary. Out-patient visits to 
approved active treatment centres, where the purpose of the visit cannot be accomplished 
outside of a hospital context, are fully insured at prevailing approved rates. 


Exclusions include: non-resident hospital stays (e.g. medical boarding, Level I or II care 
provided in a hospital); drugs and biologicals required following discharge; preferred accom- 
modation surcharges when not medically necessary; special services at the patient’s request 
(television charges, private nursing when not medically necessary, etc.). 


Medical Care Plan 


Medically required services provided by medical practitioners are fully insured if provided in 
Canada. Dental services are limited to those dental-surgical procedures scheduled in the 
Regulations, requiring the unique capabilities of a hospital for their performance, e.g., surgical 
removal of teeth, root resection, etc. 


Exclusions include: services rendered for third parties; cosmetic services unless specifically 
approved by the plan’s Medical Advisor; reversal of sterilization procedures; and services under 
other territorial or federal Acts. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


All Yukon residents are entitled to full coverage under the plans. Services which are 
medically required are provided on uniform terms and conditions to all bona fide residents of 
Yukon. "Resident" is defined using the wording of the Canada Health Act. 


The Yukon Health Care Insurance Plan Act does require registration of self and dependants 


upon establishing residency. Eligibility is not linked by Statute or Regulation to registration. 
The Health Care premium was abolished effective March 31, 1987. 
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PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


All terms and conditions of the Agreement on Eligibility and Portability are fully complied 
with. Definitions have been rendered consistent in regulations, policies and procedures. 
Coverage is effective within three months of arrival in the territory. 


First day coverage is provided for returning nationals, landed immigrants, persons discharged 
from the armed forces, RCMP and federal penitentiaries, and ministerial permit holders. 
Extended coverage is available in certain circumstances, upon application. Normally such 
extensions are limited to 12 months. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


In-patient services are paid at the standard ward per diem rate set by the relevant authority. 
Out-patient services are paid at the same rate as in Yukon. Insured medical care services are 
paid up to the Yukon rate. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 


Hospital and medical care services are paid at the rate charged or the prevailing Yukon rate, 
whichever is the lesser. No conditions are imposed regardless of whether care is urgent or 
elective. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Coverage upon permanent departure is normally three months. This may be extended for 
periods of up to 12 months if the individual is not directly relocating to another province. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Reasonable Access 


There are no user fees or co-insurance charges under the Hospital Plan. Hospital beds are 
readily available. No waiting list for admission exists. Yukon operates with hospital bed 
over-capacity, particularly in outlying areas where district hospitals may have occupancies as 
low as 20%. 


Access to specialists and tertiary hospital care is insured through a publicly funded visiting 
medical specialist program and universal, first-dollar indemnity travel plan for medical 


treatment. 


There is no extra-billing in Yukon for any services provided under the Health Care Insurance 
Plan. 


Yukon states that it has an over-supply of physicians, dentists and dental surgeons. The 
physician-to-population ratio is nearing 1:500. 
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Payment to Hospitals 


Approved Yukon hospitals operate on a budget review basis. Hospitals submit a budget 
annually to the Yukon Hospital Insurance Services Plan, for review. Quarterly advances are 
made to hospitals for both in-patient and out-patient services following approval of a joint 
administrative Memorandum of Understanding reached in January 1986. 


Payments to Yukon hospitals totalled $9,225,217 in 1986-87. Total payments to hospitals out- 
of-Territory equalled $3,255,261 during the same period. For in-Territory in-patient services 
there were 4,501 separations (discharges and transfers of adults, children and newborns) and 
18,983 days of care. Out-of-Territory there were 681 separations and 6,574 days of care. In- 
Territory insured out-patient services totalled 24,955 and 3,192 out-patient services were 
provided out-of-Territory. 


System of Payment for Medical Care 
All Yukon physicians bill the Health Care Plan directly. 


Reasonable Compensation 


Fees are negotiated with fee-for-service practitioners on an annual or bi-annual basis (depend- 
ing on the duration of the agreement in force) with standing committees representing the 
health plan and the profession. These committees meet regularly (monthly to quarterly) to 
make redistributions, clarify practices, resolve problems and adjudicate disputed billing 
practices. 


During 1986-87, payments to physicians totalled $5,447,153. Payments to dentists totalled 
$44,997. Reimbursements were made to residents in the amount of $29,228. There were 
105,636 claims paid to in-territory physicians, 13,364 to out-of-territory physicians, and 
reimbursement made directly to residents for 355 claims. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


In addition to the insured benefits covered under the Yukon Plan, supplementary benefits are 
provided under the Health Benefits Programs including: Pharmacare; Extended Health Benefits 
for Seniors; and a Chronic Disease and Disability Program. There is also a universal, first 
dollar, Travel for Medical Treatment program which covers elective as well as emergency 
health transportation both within the Yukon and to tertiary care centres in Alberta and 
British Columbia. Some of the features of these services are funded under the provisions of 
EHCS per capita funding. Total provincial expenditures for the Health Benefits Programs were 
$1,415,362 for fiscal year 1986-87. 


As well, as noted in the Comprehensiveness Section (Hospital Insurance Plan), nursing home 


intermediate care and adult residential care services are provided in designated beds in 
hospitals. 
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NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Hospital Insurance Program is administered by a board appointed by the Government of 
the Northwest Territories. The Board is a non-profit organization whose secretariat staff are 
members of the Department of Health. Each hospital is required to submit annual statements 
which have been audited by a public accounting firm. The Internal Audit Bureau of the 
Government of the Northwest Territories is also required by the Territorial Hospital Insurance 
Services Act to perform an examination of the operations of each hospital. 


The Medical Care Program is administered entirely by the Territories’ Department of Health. 
The Auditor General of Canada is responsible for auditing the accounts of the Government of 
the Northwest Territories. 


COMPREHENSIVENESS 


Hospital Insurance Plan 


In-patient and out-patient services provided under an approved program in approved hospitals 
are insured services. 


Services that are considered by a province or the health community at large to be experimen- 
tal are not insured. As well, services for cosmetic surgery are non-insured. 


Under the Hospital Insurance Plan, coverage is provided for Chronic and Extended Care. A 
co-insurance payment is charged where practical for those able to afford it. 


Medical Care Plan 


The Medical Care Program insures all medically required procedures provided by medical 
practitioners. Dental services are limited to oral surgery required as a result of injury or 
disease of the jaw. 


The Government of the Northwest Territories funds additional supplementary programs out of 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund. They are a Pharmacare program, an Extended Medical 
Benefits program and a Medical Travel Subsidy program. 


UNIVERSALITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


The Territorial Plans entitle 100% of the residents of the Northwest Territories to be regis- 
tered. Residency requirements are in accordance with the interprovincial Agreement on 
Eligibility and Portability. There are no special provisions outside of this agreement. 
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PORTABILITY 


Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 


Minimum Residency 


The minimum residency period does not exceed three months, though the plan reserves the 
right to determine whether an individual has indeed taken up residence or is itinerant. 


First-day coverage is provided to landed immigrants, inmates released from federal peniten- 
tiaries and individuals discharged from the armed forces or the RCMP. 


Payment Arrangements In-Canada 


One hundred per cent of hospital and medical care services are covered at the rate assessed 
by the host province. Patients are not required to receive prior approval. Patients are not 
billed directly for hospital services, but may be reimbursed directly for medical care services, 
if required. However, benefits permitted are those determined and approved by the Northwest 
Territories. 


Payment Arrangements Out-of-Canada 
Non-referred residents must present the original receipt in order to be reimbursed up to the 
equivalent of that paid for services in the Northwest Territories. If the services are not 


available in the Northwest Territories, an appropriate location in Canada is used to establish 
cost. 


Referred patients, where physicians and the government agree that the appropriate services 
are not available in Canada, receive full coverage of all appropriate hospital bills in the 
amount charged by the host institution. 


Permanent Moves Out-of-Province 


Residents who move permanently to another part of Canada are provided coverage for three 
months as per the Eligibility and Portability Agreement. 


ACCESSIBILITY 
Hospital Insurance and Medical Care Plans 
Reasonable Access 


All residents of the Northwest Territories have free access to all facilities operated by the 
Government of the Northwest Territories. 


Payment to Hospitals 
Northwest Territories’ hospitals are paid on a budget review basis. Hospital care outside the 


Northwest Territories is paid through interprovincial reciprocal billing agreements. 
Expenditures for insured hospital services amounted to $48.9 million in 1986-87. 
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System of Payment for Medical Care 


Physicians can be employed on salary by the government or one of the hospitals, or in private 


practice on a fee-for-service basis. Payments for insured medical services amounted to $10.1 
million in 1986-87. 


Reasonable Compensation 


During the 1986-87 fiscal year, the Government of the Northwest Territories and the 
Northwest Territories Medical Association negotiated two agreements, subsequently signed into 
law, as regulations of the Medical Care Act. These regulations covered the period July 1, 
1986, to June 30, 1987, and permitted an overall annual net increase of 3.25%. 


EXTENDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES (EHCS) 


Although there are no long-term institutional care facilities per se, extended care services are 
provided as required under the Hospital Insurance Plan. As well, home care services are 
provided in the Yellowknife, Hay River, Fort Smith and Inuvik communities.
